Singer Marsha Hunt, who was a member of the cast of “Hair”, 
named Mick Jagger in a paternity suit which is scheduled to go 
to trial on July 31st. Jagger has agreed to take a blood test before 
the trial to determine if he is the father of her two-year-old 
daughter.

I know statistics show that Scandinavian countries have a high 
rate of suicide. Is there something about these countries that 
makes this so? — W.Y., Boston. 

Possibly it’s caused by sulphur pollution. Leroy Schieler of 
South Seattle Community College says he has discovered a 
relationship between levels of hydrogen sulfide in the air and the 
local suicide rate. He says he’s conducted studies which have 
shown a direct relationship between the levels of the sulfide in 
the air and cases of mental depression. Examples of the suicide 
relationship are in the Western United States, Sweden, Den- 
mark and Finland. Hydrogen sulfide is found in high concen- 
trations in areas which have sulphur pollutants resulting from 
smelting operations, pulp mills or stationary power sources. 


I understand there will be a parade of ships this month in New 
Bedford Harbor. What's the story? I can’t seem to get an answer 
in New Bedford. — H.O., Newburyport. 

The occasion seems to be the first American Sail Training Races, 
July 23-28. 25 sailing ships from North and South America have 
been invited to take part. At least half of each ship’s crew must 
be made up of Coast Guard cadets or trainees between the ages 
of 15 and 22. The sailing vessels will parade into New Bedford 
Harbor on July 22 to salute the Eagle, the U.S. Coast Guard 
Academy training ship. The Eagle will arrive in New Bedford on 
July 20 for the Whaling Museum’s three-day salute to the Coast 
Guard. New Bedford was the home of the original forerunner of 
the Coast Guard Academy. 


Keeping house and taking care of children is a full-time job.

Some men do. The French government has a “social law” under 
consideration that would pay women to stay home and look after 
their families. According to the French magazine Le Nouvel 
Observateur, the “salary” being considered would be equal to at 
least 50°c of the French minimum wage and would be taxable as 
income. Normal employee benefits such as health insurance and 
retirement plans would also be included. The law was authored 
by the National Union of Family Associations and has been en- 
dorsed by the Minister of Health. The National Union states 
that the purpose of the law is to “Support the social role of 
women who want to stay home (and) to renumerate and reaffirm 
the value of the mother’s function.” 


Is there any way to get information on Cuba? I’m doing a thesis 


on socialism and I can’t seem to get much information on Cuba | 


today. Can you help? — H.K., Boston. — 

Since 1961 when President Eisenhower broke relations with 
Cuba, there has been an information ban. However, July 26, a 
four-day multi-media exhibition on socialist Cuba called 
ExpoCuba will open in New York City at the Martin Luther 
King Labor Center. It will be the largest exhibition of this kind 
ever held in the U.S. The exhibits and workshops will cover the 
past 20 years of Cuba’s revolutionary history. The July 26th 
opening coincides with the celebration of the 20th anniversary of

the historic attack by young Cuban patriots led by Fidel Castro 
on the Moncada Garrison. This attack signaled the start of the 
insurrectionary struggle that led to the triumph of Cuba’s 
revolutionary forces over Batista’s dictatorship in 1959.

Queen Elizabeth visited Toronto and strolled through High Park 
where many exhibits were set up for her enjoyment. One was a 
blacksmith shoeing a horse.

RICH ON LOWELL 


To the Editor: 

James Atlas’ review of 
Robert Lowell’s recent trilogy 
fails to make some important 
connections. He notes that “the 
publication of...(Dolphin) raises 
to the level of a literary genre 
what I take to be sheer indiscre- 
tion; we’re treated to tortured 
letters from his ex-wife, in 
quotes..."’ and adds: 
helpless to defend this invasion 
of private life...It’s unfortunate 
that, in the desire to record all 
episodes in his own recent 
experience, Lowell could no 
longer distinguish between 
literature and life,” concluding 
that: “if we’re to appreciate the 
grandeur of these works, we have 
to appreciate the risk, the wealth 
of feeling involved in their com- 
position.” 

That double “if” seems to me 
an evasion of the zone where any 
real criticism of these poems 
must lie. Lowell’s use of his ex- 
wife’s letters—needless, vindic- 
tive as it is—cannot be separated 
out from the prevailing spirit 
that subverts all three of the 
books just published. 
Throughout History Lowell 
takes up and plays with, often 
half-fictionalizes, old friends, 
historical figures, writers,- un- 
known persons (mostly women), 
in a spirit of reduction and objec- 


‘tification that now leads to 


sentimentalization, now to pure 

malice. That this is often done 

through a spray of dazzling im- 

ages does not, finally, disguise 

the emotional shallowness of the 

work. Never in his portraits of 
people does Lowell approach the 

genuine grief, concern and. 
honestry of Berryman’s sequence 

of Dream Songs for Delmore 

Schwartz, for example. 


The Lowell sonnets are a 
product of enormous skill and 
expertise, the work of a talented 
and privileged mind cut off from 
the realities of other people, He 
offers eloquence where we need 
understanding, self-justification 
where we might have hoped for 
the kind of risks once undertaken 
by him. The illness that mars 
this late work is the virus of 
masculine ambition and ego, 
most depressingly seen in the 
Dolphin poems but discernible 
throughout. Keats defined the 
essential quality of the poet as 
“negative capability” —the very 
opposite of ego, the gift of un- 
remitting empathy. It is the 
absence of this quality that 
leaves Lowell’s latest work 
sterile and unrealized for all its 


verbalizing.

Reforms the Prisons Hang the Balance 


¢ If Trouble Breaks Out, 
Who's Put on the Spot ?

The reformer is dead. Long live reform. 
That’s what Governor Sargent and his 

new man on the prisons Lieutenant 

Governor Donald Dwight have been 

proclaiming in the month since Sargent 

let us know he was ‘1000 per cent behind 

John Boone and then fired him 
Until last month, Sargent and Boone 

had won for this state the precarious 
honor of leading the nation in prison 
reform, a situation few in Massachusetts 
appreciated-least of all its press. Today 
despite the fine'talk; or precisely because 
there had been little else over the last few 
weeks, the gains made over the last year 
and a half of Boone’s tenure hang in the 
balance. 

By sacrificing Boone at a time when the 
commissioner felt he needed just another 
two months to turn the corner, when 
Boone said he had guards and prisoners 
talking finally, Sargent showed that 
political considerations weighed heaviest. 
There has been nothing to indicate this 
will change; unlike two years ago, when 
Sargent backed up his rhetoric about 
prison reform by closing the vile segrega- 
tion unit at Bridgewater. 

This time round, two years closer to the 
election, we are getting the following 
signals beneath the talk. 

To show his continuing, close personal 
interest in prisons Sargent takes his un- 
derstudy the lieutenant governor, and 
thrusts him stage center. Or look at it this 
way. Dwight has admitted he knows 
nothing about corrections. Any real 
change in the situation, any real decisions 
on Walpole, are still being made by 
Sargent but the governor still refuses to 
meet with prison reform groups. Instead 
he shunts them off to-Dwight as he did 
with the Walpole civilian observers group 
last week. And Dwight refuses or is in- 
capable of making any committments. 
While praising the program, Dwight 
refuses to knock acting Walpole chief 
Moriarty for ham-stringing the observers 
and refuses to force Moriarty to cooperate 
with the program. (Belatedly, after the 
observers had decided to bow out of 
Walpole, Moriarty offered to allow them 
to talk to inmates under restricted con- 
ditions. The observers, who perhaps were 
hoping to use their departure as leverage 
to force Sargent to live up to his words, 
pulled out anyway.) 

The Herald American last week 
suggested the following explanation for 
Dwight’s role. If the place blows, as 
Walpole inmates, a number of ex-cons 
and long time prison reformers have been 
predicting, there is another Attica, and 
guards die, then Dwight will be the man 
directly on the spot. Out in the clear are 
Sargent, and interestingly his Human 
Services Secretary, the intellectuals’ 
favorite fair-haired bureaucrat Peter 
Goldmark who has been supersilent since 
Boone’s departure and has managed to 
side-step this mess with consummate 
skill. Boone is not the first of liberal Gold- 


mark’s rock-the-boat reform com- 
missioners to be dumped. Before him it 
was Youth Services Commissioner Jerome 
Miller. 

Dwight aides have been calling every- 
one within hearing to ask for suggestions 
on who should be the next commissioner 
but observers believe there will probably 
be no change in the department for the 
next few~*months. Everyone is holding 
back, “‘evaluating’’ Boone’s innovations, 
that is, the deep freeze. 

If that’s where it stays, if the liberals 
left in the Department of Cohersion (as 
ex-inmate and prison reform activist Dan- 
ny Nolan likes to call it) manage to hold 
the line and consolidate their gains it will 
be a victory of sorts. At Boone’s en- 
couragement all but his closest personal 
aides have stayed on. ‘“‘We have to believe 
the governor’s words,” Boone said in an 
interview. But even Boone was there, 
saboteurs within the Department and in 
the institutions were managing to dis- 
regard his new directives and twist his 
reforms. That’s what Boone’s afraid of 
now as he explained in an interview. 

The Department still looks groovey. 
Lots of long hair on the 22nd floor of the 
state office building, with mustaches, 
beards, and beads its panoramic view of 
the city and harbor. But even a number of 
the people Boone brought in did not really 
understand or sympathize with what he 
was doing. This was made clear last week 
in department hearings on new 
regulations for the prisons. The letter of 
the new reforms was being observed. This 
is the first time the department has ever 
held public hearings on regulations and it 
deserves a pat on the back for that. Also it 
is encuraging to see the department con- 
tinuing to formulate and update 
regulations. Until now superintendents 
have had almost limitless discretion on 
every detail of prison life, on visits, dis- 
ciplinary hearings, media access, 
volunteer programs. Or in the cases where 
there have been written rules they are so 
out of date and so draconian no one paid 
much attention. Inmates never knew 
what they could count on. The rules 
sometimes changed from shift to shift 
depending on the whims of the guards. 

But the spirit of Boone’s reforms was 
lacking from the new regulations. For one 
thing the public hearings were poorly 
publicized. Second, as one reform 
spokesperson after another pointed out; 
many of the new regulations fly in the face 
of Boone’s attempts to open up and 
deinstitutionalize the prison system. This 
was especially true of the provisions for 


‘media access and volunteer programs. 


The present draft of the regulations re- 
quire newspeople wishing to get into the 
prison to file for permission three days in 
advance and does not allow them in dur- 
ing times of crisis, precisely when it’s 
most important to find out what’s going 
on. Film crews inside the walls would

¢John Boone Still Feels” 
That Success Is Inevitable

Ex-commissioner John Boone eased out 
of retreat last week for his first public 
appearance since what he refers to as ‘“‘“my 
incident” — his abrupt dismissal by his 
boss and self-professed prison reformer 
Gov. Sargent. In Franklin Park for 
“Thank You, John Boone Day” on July 8, 
Boone pledged to stick around and get 
together a national organization for prison 
reform. 

He spent the rest of the week allowing 
himself to be collared by various jour- 
nalists from the Harvard Crimson to’ the 
London Economist. He is beautiful to 
listen to in an interview, rambling in a 
language so foreign to the bureaucrateese 
of most officials that some have thought 
him dumb, a language deliberately un- 
laundered though he admits he knows 
“that college jive,’ a language redolent, 
almost defiantly so, of the flavor of his 
maternal grandfather, the minister, and 
his paternal grandfather, the Baptist 
farmer from North Georgia where he too 
grew up. (“And that ‘North’ made a 
difference then. We thought the North 
was God’s country. And when I got to 
Washington D.C. I said ‘Good God All 
Mighty’ at what I saw there. Nixon has 
shown there’s racism all over the place 
and it’s worst in the North. At least down 
South it’s out on the table and you can 
talk it out. Here people smile in your face 
and stab you in the back. I shouldn’t have 
been but I was shocked when I came 
here.’’) 


State Police on Duty at Walpole Prison 


Boone’s thoughts do not proceed in 
strict linear order. His answers on a given 
question skipped from accounts of recent 
conversations about his work with 
hitchhikers and package store owners to 
homilies on Watergate and the System. 

Underlying it all was a determined 
refusal to allow bitterness to show or to 
allot blame. He learned early you get no- 
brownie points for casting stones at those 
in power when a long ago supervisor 
chastised him for accusing a teacher and 
‘fellow employee of racism. He learned 
then, he now says with a half bitter smile, 
what ‘social work’ was; that you had to 


'“understand” people’s racism, their 


problems. He is “disappointed” in the 
governor and in human services secretary 
Goldmark, but they ‘‘were under 
pressures I can hardly appreciate.” 


Desperate Belief 


Beyond this Boone has a seemingly 
naive, almost desperate belief in the 
worthwhileness of the fight, a need to fee! 
that success is not just possible but in- 
evitable. When middle class people 
realize how much prisons cost, not just in 
lost lives but in dollars, they will surely 
want to clean up the prisons. “I always 
believed in this American ideal — that it 
is possible. Look at the Russian system, 
the way they mess up the Jews. Some of 
my friends just want to sit back and let

Durkin Calls It Off 


For the last three months, 
Roger P. Durkin had been 
threatening to hold a press con- 
ference, at which, he claimed, he 
would make all sorts of 
revelations about last year’s 
Fifth Congressional District 
Race. 

Durkin, you might recall, is 
the Lowell financier who ran as 
an independent until five days 
before the election when he quit 
the race and endorsed the even- 
tual winner, a non-descript 
Republican from Andover nam- 
ed Paul W. Cronin. 

Durkin’s withdrawal, along 
with his incessant attacks on 
anti-war Democrat John F. 
Kerry of Lowell, are generally 
credited with having played a 
major role in Cronin’s 18,000 
vote win over Kerry, who, had 
been heavily favored to cop the 
Fifth District.

“If we need a technical ad- 
visor,” said Borman, “. . . then 
we’re goint to need another one.” 

The Park Plaza plan, twice 
rejected by the state, is again 
awaiting state approval. In the 
current submission the BRA has 
emphasized the role played by 
review committees such as the 
CAC. 
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Porn: The Justices Were Sick of the Cases

The film in question in Paris Adult 
Theater v. Slaton, “It All Comes Out in 
‘the End,” won’t be coming out at all now 
that the U.S. Supreme Court has lowered 
its bombshell decisions on obscenity after 
a vear’s deliberation. 

What actually will come out in the end 
is rather more unclear, as law enforce- 
ment agencies, attorneys, and purveyors 
of art and smut alike ponder just how to 
act and react to the decisions. Some 
' Boston law officers applaud the decisions 
as creating a workable formula for ridding 
the public of offensive hardcore por- 
nographic books, magazines, and films; 
others forsee simply a different label on 
the same old can of legal worms. 

The action, at any rate, has begun here 
and across the nation. Last week the 
Boston police vice squad seized three 
movies at two Combat Zone places, the 
Capri Cinema, 701 Washington St., and 
at the Twin X Cinema, 675 Washington 
St. The cases go to court Tuesday, July 
17. at Municipal Court, Pemberton 
Square. In Georgia, last week, a court rul- 
ed Mike Nichols’ Carnal Knowledge 
obscene. and Dallas authorities have been 
hassling a GP-rated family picture, Paper 
Moon, because in it nine-year old Tatum 
O'Neal employs some foul language. 

The decisions of last month are the 
Court's attempt to solve a problem it has 
had ever since the 1957 Roth case when it 
ruled that the Bill of Right's First Amend- 
ment protection of free speech and 
freedom of the press did not necessarily 
guarantee protection of obscene 
materials. The problem: what was or was 
not obscene? 

The Court had a test — those materials 
“utterly without redeeming social value” 
(whatever that was) — were obscene. But 
the Court found itself deluged over the 
years with lawsuits, and all the justices, 
to put it mildly, were sick of it all. 

“What Brother Burger has done, essen- 
tially in these new decisions; is to consign 
the whole business to the local censors,” 
notes Harvard law professor Vern Coun- 
tryman. “The local judge will incant the 
{Supreme Court] majority’s formula to 
the jury and that finding will determine 
‘whether or not the material can be 
banned.”’ 

Speaking for a 5-4 majority comprised 
of the four Nixon appointees and 
Kennedy man Byron R. (‘‘Whizzer’’) 
White, Chief Justice Burger made two es- 
sential alterations in obscenity standards. 

First, there is no longer a hypothetical 
“national” standard regarding what is 
considered ‘‘patently offensive.” Instead, 
“local” areas (which could mean anything 
from states to counties to municipalities) 
could determine for themselves what 
kinds of material they wish to permit. 
Mostly this judgement will be made by 
juries, traditional representatives of the 
average citizens of the area, although 
Burger has noted that state legislatures 
can draw statutes defining the permissi- 
ble range of material, subject, however, to 
construction by the judges whose job is to 
interpret the laws. 

Secondly, no work can be banned, even 
if it is found patently offensive, if the jury 
holds that, taken as a whole, the work has 
“serious literary, artistic, political or 
scientific value.’ This would not include 
porno films which, for example, contain 
segments of interpolated ‘‘educational” 
footage. However, the Chief Justice was 
notably narrow in the examples he gave of 
work with serious value. Citing not one 
novel or other work of art, he mentioned

only medical textbooks as an example of 
“seriousness.” 

Here in Boston, last week, law officers 
said they were interested only in cracking 
down on “hard-core” pornography. ““We 
are not concerned with raiding libraries, 
or with ‘softcore’ pornography, but only 
with the ‘hardcore’ material such as Deep 
Throat, not Last Tango in Paris,” said 
U.S. Attorney James M. Gabriel, who 
earlier this week participated in a por- 
nokrieg planning meeting involving 
himself, Suffolk County District Attorney 
Garrett H. Byrne, and Boston Police 
Commissioner Robert diGrazia. 

Deputy Superintendent of Boston 
Police John F. Doyle, Jr., who attended 
last week’s meetings, says the rulings 
have produced very little change in activi- 
ty in the Combat Zone. 

“‘We’ve has a continual drive against 
this stuff going for years, and there are 
numerous cases already pending before 
the courts, mostly on the so-called ‘dirty’ 
magazines sold there.” The big difference 
in what can now be busted, according to 
Supt. Doyle, is that “simulated” sexual 
acts can now be charged as well as depic- 
tions of actual sexual acts. 

The police do have to go through the 
usual arrest procedure as for any crime: 
they must take the material to a judge 
and establish to his satisfaction that there 
is ‘probable cause’’ that the material is 
obscene and that it is being sold or ex- 
hibited, and then the bench will issue a 
warrant for arrest. In practice, however, 
probable cause is almost always found. 

U.S. Attorney Gabriel particularly 
applauded the Court’s ruling. ‘‘At last we 
have some meaningful guidelines to work 
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with,” he said. 
“The idea of a national standard was 


‘unrealistic, and it was necessary for us to 


demonstrate a complete lack of redeem- 
ing social value. Now each area can deter- 


‘mine its:own. standards. I expect that 


eventually, after an initial period of some 


uncertainty, state courts will hand down 


in their states standards that will permit 
a workable arrangement by which each 
state can control pornography.” 

Queried as to why he thinks it impor- 
tant to clean up the kind of material he 
considers “hardcore,” Gabriel said he 
believes that such material leads to crimes 
such as rape, molestation, and unnatural 
acts. 

“That statistics aren’t conclusive,” he 
admits, ‘and if you want to call it im- 
posing morals on other people, go ahead. 
But you’ve never prosecuted cases and 
seen what kinds of acts this ‘hardcore’ 
stuff leads to. 

“This kind of stuff exercises an adverse 
effect on society, and that’s why I want to 
stop it.” 

Gabriel’s prosectorial role is limited 
to following through violations of feder- 
al laws such as transporting obscene 
materials acorss state lines on a common 
carrier such as a plane or a bus. But he 
has also pledged the power and influence 
of his office — including the resources of 
the FBI — to local agencies in the 
prospective clean-up of porn pockets like 
the Combat Zone. 

He also intends to look into the 
likelihood that organized crime money 
finances the production of pornography 
and to begin local investigations of his 
own if local District Attorneys prove lax. 


If the Burger Court’s decisions have left 
law enforcement agencies optimistic, they 
have created enormous problems for peo- 
ple who genuinely do not wish to violate 
the law and who publish books and 
magazines or who make films which deal 
in some way with sexual matters. 

It has now become impossible to plan 
any national distribution without reduc- 
ing the scope of the material to the least 
progressive sensibility in the nation or 
requiring the production of scores of ver- 
sions of the same work adjusted to 
different local standards. The confusions 
that are possible abound: e.g., in one com- 
munity is female pubic hair a “lewd ex- 
hibition of the genitals” or, by covering 
the genitals does it eliminate lewdness? 
How “serious” does a work have to be to 
overcome its ‘patently offensive’ (by 
community standards) content? Juries 
are going to be asked questions such as 
these, and what they are likely to decide is 
unlikely to be sensitive to questions of 
valid expression. 

Professor Countryman points out that 
the proposed “standards” are not at all 
precise. ‘“‘What they seem to be conten- 
ding is that there is still a purported 
‘national’ standard to determine 
‘seriousness,’ which will suffice to save the 
really important material such as Ulysses. 
But even that is left up to the appellate 
judges, who are almost all too old to deal 
with more modern works.”’ 

“Burger provides no real guidelines for 
local areas to follow in forming their own 
standards. In the long run, it’s going to be 
less uniform than ever before. All in all, I 
think these decisions have made the 
whole situation worse.” 

Burger appropriates a statement of 
Yale professor Alexander Bickel regarding 
the state interest in preserving ‘the 
rhythm and quality of life.”” Countryman 
sees this as Burger’s major support for 
promulgating censorship. “To me, it’s 
simply a matter of people imposing their 
morality on others. The President’s Com- 
mission on Obscenity and Pornography, 
in its majority report, concluded that 
there was no demonstrable correlation 
between pornography and crime. Even 
Burger doesn’t claim there is. He merely 
states that there is an ‘arguable’ connec- 
tion and that the states therefore have a 
right to regulate accordingly.” (The Com- 
mission’s Report, made in 1970, also 
noted that the cost of obscenity 
prosecutions could be conservatively es- 
timated at $10 to $15 million annually, a 
figure that is likely to rise appreciably in 
wake of the decisions.)- 
~ And through all of this confusion lurks 
the possibility of criminal sanctions, jail 
terms and fines. “‘It’s true that if someone 
wanted a prior determination of whether 
or not something is permissible, he could 
move for an injunction to obtain a 
declaratory ruling, provided he could 
prove that the film or book would be seiz- 
ed if he brought it into the state. And he 
would have to do this for every motion- 
picture, for every book he brought into his 
store.” In other words, a costly procedure 
would be required continually, and is only 
available if the prospective defendant can 
prove he is liable to be arrested, essential- 
ly by proving probable cause against 
himself. And the rulings are unlikely to be 
in his favor. 

Countryman refers to Justice Douglas’ 
dissent where he contended that the in- 
definiteness of what is going to be con- 
sidered obscene denied due process of the

Congress Should Probe Crash United 553

I got a late call the other night from a 
guy whe said he knew Washington Post 
writer Ronald* Kessler. Kessler did the 
story on Skolnick which I attacked 
(Phoenix 6/12) on grounds it was unfair 
and incomplete in summary and deficient 
in counterargument. This guy was calling 
to say he thought I was right. ‘“‘Kessler’s 
off the wall on Watergate. They told him 
a job to do. He did it. What Skolnick was 
saying against the FAA investigation he 


took to the FAA and wrote down their - 


answers, basically that Skolnick’s a nut. 
Kessler hadn’t even heard of Dwight 
Chapin till I showed him your story.” 

For synopsis watchers, Chapin is the 
Creep who left.the dirty tricks depart- 
ment of the secret group ‘exposed by 
Watergate. to become an executive of 
United Airlines about a month after the 
December 8 crash at Chicago Midway of 
United 553 from Washington carrying 
Dorothy Hunt, agent-wife of E. Howard 
Hunt, and as many as eleven others con- 
nected somehow to Watergate. I argued at 
the time that Chapin’s reassignment was 
a championship-class coincidence which 
in itself warranted a wider congressional 
investigation of the crash. I did not know 
at the time of two other exactly similar 
cases: 

°On December 9, the day after the 
crash, Egil Krogh was appointed 
Undersecretary of Transportation super- 
vising both the National Transport Safety 
Board and the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration, the two government agen- 
cies involved in the crash investigation. 
Krogh is recognized as a core member of 
the covert WH security force. He was also 
involved in the Ellsberg job. 

°Ten days later, December 19, Nixon’s 
deputy assistant and White House-CIA 
liaison Alexander P. Butterfield was 
made head of the FAA. 

I grant and emphasize that these are 
only circumstances. They prove nothing. 
Maybe we see Krogh, Butterfield and 
Chapin in nothing more sinister than 
flight from Watergate. 

Yet they are not small people in the 
world they move and have their being in. 
They are three of Nixon’s top-level 
semicovert agents, and it doesn’t take a 
countrified innocence to be made 
suspicious by the pattern of their 
movements last winter. There should be a 
full, public, Ervin-style investigation into 
this crash. Why should the Post or the 
Globe or the Times be too good to get into 
this story? Too dirty? 

All the more reason for demanding a 


high-level investigation and having some 
hope that it may happen is given in the 
‘letters printed below from NTSB Chair- 
man John Reed to Acting FBI Director 
William Ruckelshaus (June 5) and from 
Ruckelshaus back to Reed (June 13). 
Their subject is the remarkably irregular 
activity of the FBI in the 20 hours follow- 
ing the crash. Skolnick had been claiming 
from the first that the wreckage was sur- 
rounded all but immediately by some two 
hundred mysterious agents, but even 
friends thought he’d gone too far with 
this. It seemed an improbable, 
melodramatic, ultimately superfluous 
detail. But as the letters bring out, his 
version is now at least partly substan- 
tiated by the FBI’s own admissions. 
Reed’s letter, be it noted, shows that 
the crash is being probed at the staff level 
by the House Committee on Governmen 


Operations (Chairman Jack Brooks, "Fex- 
as Democrat). A spokesperson for this 


committee reached by phone last week in 
Washington said that the question of 
what Reed called the FBI’s ‘‘non-typical 
actions” is ‘‘still going back and forth.”’ 
The holes in Ruckelshaus’s answer may 
gape widely enough of themselves, but I 
can’t resist calling special attention to the 
fact that he explains only that the FBI 
had statutory authority to intervene. In so 
doing he raises the new question, What 
made the FBI think it might have a case 
of “willful disabling of a civil aircraft” or 
of ‘“‘Certain specified crimes aboard air- 
craft in flight, including assault, murder, 
and manslaughter” in connection with. 
553? And he leaves untouched the central 
question posed by Reed’s letter, namely: 
Why did the FBI, having apparently 
never exercised these authorities before, 
suddenly decide to exercise them around 
the Watergate crash? And 50. agents on 
the scene, some within 45 minutes? 
Really? Is it not a bit much to pass this off 
as just another Watergate coincidence?

As you may know, the National 
Transportation Safety Board is currently 
investigating the aircraft accident of the 


' United Air Lines Boeing 737, at Midway 


Airport, Chicago, on December 8, 1972. 
Our investigative team assigned to this 
accident discovered on the day following 
the accident that several FBI agents had 
taken a number of non-typical actions 
relating to this accident within the first 
few hours following the accident. 
Included were: for the first time in the 
memory of our staff, an FBI agent went to 
the control tower and listened to the tower 
tapes before our investigators had done 
so; and for the first time to our knowledge, 
in connection with an aircraft accident, 
an FBI agent interviewed witnesses to the 
crash, including flight attendants on the 


it aircraft prior to the NTSB interviews. As 
sure“you can understand, these ac- 


tions, particularly with respect to this 
flight on which Mrs. E. Howard Hunt was 
killed; have raised innumerable questions 
in the minds of those with: legitimate in- 


terests in ascertaining the cause of this ac-. 


cident. Included among.those who have 
asked questions, for example, is the 
Government Activities Subcommittee of 
the House Government Operations Com- 
mittee. On the basis of informal dis- 
cussions with the staff of the Committee, 
it is likely that questions as to what 


specific actions were taken by the FBI in — 


connection with this aircraft accident, 
and why such actions were taken, will 
come up in a public oversight hearing at 
which the NTSB will appear and which is 
now scheduled for June 13, 1973. 


In order to be fully responsive to the 
Committee, as well as to be fully informed 
ourselves about all aspects of this acci- 
dent so as to assure the complete accuracy 
of our determination of the probable 
cause, we would appreciate being advised 
of all details with respect to the FBI ac- 
tivities in connection with this accident. 
We would like to have, for example, the 
following information: the purpose of the 
FBI investigation, the reasons for the ear- 
ly response and unusual FBI actions in 
this case, the number of FBI personnel in- 
volved, all investigative actions taken by 
the agents and the times they took such 
actions (including the time the first FBI 
agents arrived on the scene), and copies of 
all reports and records made by the agents 
in connection with their investigations 
(we already have copies of 26 FBI inter- 
view reports; any other documents 
should be provided, therefore). 


While we have initiated action at the 
staff level between our agency and yours 
to effect better liaison and avoid engaging 
in efforts which may be in conflict in the 
future, we have determined that some 
more formal arrangement — in the nature 
of an interagency memorandum of agree- 
ment of understanding, for instance — 
would seem appropriate. I would clearly 
delineate our respective statutory respon- 
sibilities and set forth procedures to 
eliminate any future conflicts. We would 
therefore appreciate it if you would 
designate, at your earliest convenience, 
an official with whom we may discuss this 
matter and with the authority to 
negotiate such a formal agreement with 
the Safety Board. 

In the interim, however, we would like 
to receive, in advance of the- scheduled 
June 13, 1973 public oversight hearing, 
the specific information concerning: the 
actions of the FBI in connection with the 
Midway accident and the reasons 
therefor, in order to enable us to’be as ful- 
ly responsive as possible to- the. House 
Subcommittee.

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The Carpet Bombing Goes Cambodia

On June 29, Congress voted to allow 


President Nixon to carpet-bomb Cam- 
bodia until August 15. After that date, 
Nixon must get Congressional approval to 
continue his relentless bombing campaign 
— a campaign which he never had the 
constitutional authority to conduct in the 
first place. 

“Senator William Fulbright hailed the 
legislation as a practical effort to avoid a 
“serious confrontation between the two 
branches of government which would 
result in severe hardships for many.” 
(Boston Globe, June 30) Evidently the 
lives of Cambodian peasants are a small 
price to pay for sparing our highly prin- 
cipled congressmen the hardship and psy- 
chic tension of a crisis in government that 
would have occured if Congress kept 
pushing the President for an immediate 
bombing halt. For as Fulbright was 
speaking, and as liberals were basking in 
the light of Watergate, Cambodian 
children were fleeing the destruction 
brought to their country by the flying 
death-machines that came from the far- 
away Land of the People Whose Hearts 
Had Turned to Plastic. 

The lack of a sense of urgency and 
horror over Cambodia that prevails in the 
Congress and the national media shows 
that perhaps we are now ready to accept 
saturation bombing of poor countries as a 
way of life. At least there were daily 
headlines and loud outcries when we 
bombed Hanoi over Christmas. And yet 
the daily average of 1700 tons of bombs 
dropped on Cambodia in May (the last 
month for which figures have been releas- 
ed) was more than 40‘; greater than the 
1264 tons per day dropped on the northern 
part of Vietnam during our “Bombs for 
Peace” program. (Boston Globe, May 27 
& June 17) 


How heavy is the bombing? 

According to the Pentagon, 147,000 
tons of bombs were dropped on Cambodia 
in March, April and May. (Globe, June 5 
& 17) Extrapolating from that figure, the 
bomb tonnage dropped on Cambodia for 
March, April. May, June and the first 


part of July exceeds the 160,000 tons of 
conventional bombs dropped on Japan 
during all of World War II by about 30°-. 
(Globe, June 5) 

Who is the U.S. supporting in Cam- 
bodia? 

“I for one, Sir, do not wish to die for a 
foreign dictator.’ (from a letter sent to 
Senator Fulbright by a B-52 crewman 
bombing Cambodia. Globe. May 4) 

The Lon Nol government being 
propped up by the U.S. bombing is 
nothing but a corrupt clique of thieves 
that has little concern tor the Cambodian 
people (its enemy) and that is royally rip- 
ping off the average American taxpayer. 
Regarding Lon Nol. Senator Symington 
has said, “Apparently we will never learn 
that a massive application of American 
firepower in a civil war will not compen- 
sate for the weakness of a government 
that does not command the support of its 
own citizens. . .”” (Globe. April 28) 

The General Accounting Office reports 
that Lon Nol’s field commanders have 
been pocketing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars largely from U.S. aid for “phan- 
tom troops.” (Globe, July 4). It seems 
that the American taxpayer maintains 
two armies for Lon Nol: the “real” army 
of 200,000 and a 100.000 man phantom 
army that doesn't exist. 

Last spring, Lon Nol threw 50 of Cam- 
bodia’s top astrologers into jail for predic- 
ting the end of his government. And he 
spends thousands of dollars annually on 
his private stable of fortune tellers — a 
new concept in American advisors. 
(Globe, April 1) Unfortunately, however, 
he had to fire his chief astrologer for fail- 
ing to warn him of a bombing attack on 
his palace back in March. (Globe, April 1) 

In April, Lon Nol’s ministry of informa- 
tion issued instructions to journalists in 
Phnom Penh that henceforth the forces 
attacking Lon Nol should be referred to as 
“Vietnamese Communists and non- 
Communist forces without nationality.” 
lobe, April 22) 

Who are the forces the U.S. is 
fighting in Cambodia? 

U.S. Embassy sources in Phnom Penh 
report that there i+ no verifiable or 
documented evidence that North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cony 1: ps are actually 


engaged in combat in Cambodia. (Globe, 
April 22) 

These same sources said that “All es- 
timates indicate’’ that Cambodian 
government troops were fighting Cambo- 
dian insurgents led by Cambodian of- 
ficers. There may be Vietnamese cadres 
with some insurgent units, but “no one 
has been able to prove it,’’ an Embassy 
source said. (Globe, April 22) 

Sam Adams, an analyst of the Cambo- 


‘dian and Vietnamese Communists for the 


CIA until recently, wrote: “Structurally 
separate from Hanoi, the Cambodian 
Communist party is independent. The 
members of its central committee are all 
Cambodians who dislike Vietnamese. . .” 
(Globe, July 2) 

Based on a Senate team’s investigation 
of Cambodia bombing, Senator 
Symington claims “‘the struggle going on 
in Cambodia is essentially a civil war 
between opposing Cambodian groups.. .” 
(Globe, April 28). The Washington-Star 
News (April 27) reports from Cambodia 
that “observation of fighting leads to the 
conclusion that military ineptitude and 
poor morale in the army (Lon Nol’s army) 
— because of the gradual discovery that it 
is fighting fellow Cambodians, and not 
Vietnamese as before — combined with 
the sight of officers driving Mercedes to 
their posh villas, are eroding the Cambo- 
dian as a fighting soldier and leading to 
communist successes.’ Cambodian “‘in- 
surgents”’ now control 70‘: of the country. 

The Vietnamese, engaged in their own 
struggle for justice, know that such a 
struggle can only be won by the in- 
digenous common people of each country, 
in this case, the Cambodian peasantry. 
The U.S. is hardly concerned about 
justice in Indochina. So it is bombing 
Cambodian farmers and workers in an 
arrogant attempt to save Cambodia from 
its own people. Senator Brooke, recently 
returned from a fact finding tour of In- 
dochina, said that Cambodian refugees 
had told him that “the real enemy is the 
United States of America.” (Globe, May 
30). And they are right. 

Is the bombing causing suffering for 
the civilian population of Cambodia? 

“Bankram (a town in Cambodia) has 
been completely leveled,”’ said an in- 


telligence officer after interrogating 
refugees. ‘There have ben many dead, 
“many wounded and many secondary ex- 
plosions. We judge the bombing results 
quite satisfactory.” (Globe, April 7) 

United Press International reported 
from Phnom Penh over two months ago 
that “refugees swarming into the capital 
from target areas report dozens of 
villages, both east and southeast of 
Phnom Penh, have been destroved and as 
much as half their population killed or 
maimed in the current bombing raids by 
B-52's and F-111 tactical fighter bombers. 

. Western military sources said the 
United States initially was reluctant to 
bomb within the Phnom Penh environs 
because of the high population density.” 
(Globe, April 1) 

On Mav 29. Senate majority leader 
Mike Mansfield stated that ‘this country 
has pulverized. craterized and refugeeized 
Cambodia to a point where the people 
have no place to go.” (Globe, May 30) The 
Globe reported on April 8 that “B-52 
bombings are producing refugees by the 
thousands.” Joseph Treaster reported 
trom Phnom Penh on April 15 that U.S. 
bombing in Cambodia was causing “high 
civilian casualties... «New York Times, 
April 16) 

Krister Wickman, foreign minister ot 
Sweden charged that U.S. bombings “‘in- 
discriminately hit the civilian pop- 
ulation.”” (Globe, April 27) 

Senator Kennedy said on April 14 that 
a study group for his subcommittee had 
just returned trom Cambodia and “now 
estimates that some 3 million men, 
women, and children have become 
refugees since the American-sponsored in- 
vasion of that country three vears ago. 
Civilian casualties number in the tens of 
thousands — and housing, food, and 
medical conditions are rapidly 
deteriorating.’ (New York Times, April 
15) Rev. Robert Charlebois testified 
before the Senate subcommittee on 
refugees that the plight of the homeless in 
Cambodia ‘defies description.’ He said 
that in Cambodia “there are even serious 
doubts among some members of the 
government (as to) who is responsible for 
an orphan. (Globe, April 17) 

Three million refugees is 50‘ of the 
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population of Cambodia. 

Do the American people back the 
Cambodian bombing? 

For whatever polls are worth, a recent 
nationwide Gallup survey shows 
Americans opposed to the bombing in 
Cambodia and Laos by a 2-1 margin. 
(Globe, May 13) The latest Harris Poll in- 
dicates that Americans disapproved of 
the use of B-52’s in Cambodia by a 3-2 
margin. (Globe, May 7) Gallup reports 
that by a 6-1 margin Americans feel the 
President should seek a vote of approval 
from the Congress before carrying out ad- 
ditional military action in Southeast 
Asia. (Globe, May 13) 

Will Congress stop the bombing? 

Way back in March, Les Aspin of 
Wisconsin complained about the secrecy 
surrounding the Cambodian bombing. 
“What's actually happening,” Aspin said, 
“is that the Administration is conducting 
its own air war over there and no one 
seems to know anything about it. It’s way 
past time we found out who we're bom- 
bing, why, how much, and with what 
authority.” (Globe, March 23) That was 
well over 3 months and 180,000 tons of 
bombs ago. 

There is little doubt that Congress op- 
poses the bombing. Legislation stopping 
the bombing was passed at the end of 
June by sizeable majorities in the house 
and Senate. Nixon was on the ropes. He 
could provide no convincing lie to justify 
the bombing. 

But what Congress is all about is the 
furthering of its own interests and power, 
not the prevention of an aerial massacre 
of innocent people. Watergate is the issue 
it can best use to weaken Nixon and 
enhance itself, not Cambodia. For in our 
peculiar American value system, bugging 
the Democratic headquarters is a far more 
serious crime than destroying the lives 
and homes of millions of Asians. 

So when Nixon vetoed the bombing 
cut-off and threatened to veto any bill 
containing an anti-bombing amendment, 
Congress ‘‘compromised”’ and settled on 
the August 15 cut-off date. And so the 
bombs still fall. 

Will the American people stop the 
bombing? 

Despite the silence of Americans, some 
opposition to the Cambodian bombing 
has been coming from a segment of the

American people normally characterized 
by its blind obedience to the American 
warmakers — the B-52 crewmen and their 
wives. ‘“‘Where is the peace, and where is 
the honor?” writes one crewman. ‘“‘We are 
no more than a mercenary army fighting 


solely at the discretion of our President,” 


writes another. A third crewman writes, 
‘Every day of our bombing splashes blood 
on the face of America. What will we tell 
our children.”” (Globe, May 4) 

Wives of pilots from Westover and Grif- 
fiss Air Forcé bases are urging the public 
to write letters to the White House and 
Congress calling for a halt to the war. 
(Globe, May 17) Three B-52 crewmen 
have been grounded for joining in a suit 
challenging the constitutionality of the 


war. (Globe, June 8) One American pilot 
has recently retused to tly a combat mis- 
sion over Cambodia (Globe, July 5) 
Bishop Gumbleton of Detroit and other 
religious leaders have urged Air Force 
chaplains to encourage American airmen 
to refuse to do any more bombing of Cam- 
bodia. (Globe, May 26). 


But the generai public has been 
apathetic about doing something to stop 
the bombing. And so it has continued 
through a goed part of July. And right 
now, Nixon has « tree hand to bomb until 
August 15. 

But if a ceasefire hasn’t been signed 
by then, will the bombing stop? 

Defense Sx: James Schelesinger 


has said that it is quite possible that the 
Administration will ask Congress for an 
extension of its August 15 cutoff of bom- 
bing and other U.S. military operations in 
Cambodia. (Globe, July 7) 

If Congress refuses to go along with a 
new Gulf of Tonkin Resolution, then a 
Watergate-weakened Nixon. and the in- 
terests he represents, will have a tough 
choice. He can either agree to call off the 
bombing for a while and risk “losing Cam- 
bodia™ to the Cambodian people. or he 
can risk a serious Constitutional crisis by 
continuing the bombing despite the fact 
that it would violate the agreement he 
signed into law on June 29. Let's not 
forget, Corgress has never pushed Nixon 
to the wall vet. 
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Women's Centers: A Move Toward Liberation

A few years ago there was a radical 
women’s liberation movement with a 
large number of members. That move- 
ment had very little relation to NOW or 
the Feminist Party or the Women’s 
Political Caucus or Ms. magazine. Here in 
Boston its particular manifestation was 
known as Bread and Roses, and we in 
Bread and Roses felt that we were part of 
a vast network of similar groups which, 
unformalized as the connections were, 
formed a real nation-wide movement. 
This movement as a whole was highly 
visible and highly absorbent of the 
energies and commitment of its members. 

Bread and Roses died as an organiza- 
tion in late 1970; a few vague attempts to 
reassemble the “crumbs and petals”’ fail- 
ed. For a while the sense of a strong move- 
ment was still there; increasingly the 
energies of that movement became 
directed towards establishing a women’s 
center. In March 1971 there was the 
takeover of the Harvard-owned building 
at 888 Memorial Drive and a couple of 
glorious weeks of occupation. By the 
following year a house in Cambridge had 
been legitimately acquired and set up as a 
permanent women’s center. 

Other parts of the country seem to have 
seen roughly the same development; 
radical feminist organizations split, dis- 
solved, fell apart, and women’s centers 
were established. 

The organized women’s liberation 
movement is not the only movement that 
has fallen apart in the past few years. 
Even less trace remains of the organized 
old new left, the movement that we in the 
women’s movement sometimes called the 
“men’s movement,” though it was in fact 
a movement with which we were in- 
timately connected. It had virtually given 
birth to us; we had sprung fully-armed 
from its head like Pallas Athene, and we 
took its goals — the abolition of 
capitalism, imperialism, and racism — 
completely for granted, as a backdrop to 
our own. 

This country has seen a general ten- 


_ dency towards the disappearance of large, 


organized, multi-purpose, radical 
movements; instead there are now small- 
scale, single-purpose, practical projects — 
food ‘co-ops, clinics, tenants unions. In 
many ways these new projects can be seen 
as a healthy substitute for the endless 
demonstrations and the high rhetoric of 
the old days. Yet no individual project on 
its own carries the promise of the Revolu- 
tion we used to talk about, and the con- 
nections between them are tenuous. 

In this process of translation from spec- 
tacle to substance, the women’s move- 
ment in fact comes out considerably 
better than the men’s; not only does it 
have a large number of scattered in- 
dividual undertakings — health clinics, 
publications, counselling services — but 
it has the women’s centers as well. These 
centers are typically the homes of many 


specific projects; the Rape Crisis Center 
stands across the hallway from Emotional 
Counselling and the Lesbian Lounge, and 
you can see that they are interconnected, 
held together not merely under a concep- 
tual umbrella, but under an actual. 
bricks-and-mortar roof. 

If the radical women's liberation move- 
ment is to be found anywhere today. it is 
in the women’s centers. 


More Substantial 


Women’s centers are certainly more 
substantial than organizations like Bread 
and Roses, which consisted essentially of 
a loose ideology, a mailing-list, and a 
phone chain. Women’s centers are con- 
cerned with putting ideals into practical 
day-to-day effect, and in this process it is 
probably inevitable that some of the gilt

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will wear off those ideals. 

If I for one have a sense that three years 
ago I belonged to Bread and Roses in a 
way in which I cannot now belong to the 


-Cambridge women’s center, perhaps it is 


simply a function of my declining years 
and a tendency to romanticize the past, 
particularly those late ‘60s which were the 
golden vears for movements in general 
and the women's liberation movement in 
particular. 

Given that the women’s centers are the 
most obvious current manifestation of the 
women's liberation movement. the con- 
ference of Massachusetts women's centers 
held in the Berkshires over the weekend 
June 23-24 was an important event. 

This was not a highly organized con- 
ference; informal contacts had been 
made, people had decided that it would 
be a good idea to discuss the ¢ommon 
problems of women’s centers. and the 
news had spread largely by word of 
mouth. About 50 women were gathered 
together. They represented the Cam- 
bridge Women's Center, the Valley 
Women’s Center in Northampton, the 
Springfield Women’s Center. the Green- 
field Women's Center. and the 
Everywoman’s Center at U. Mass. 
Amherst. There were also some women 
from Worcester, though they had no con- 
nection with the Worcester Women's 
Center, which was unrepresented. In ad- 
dition, Female Liberation from Cam- 
bridge was there. this being one of the few 
women’s liberation groups that has in fact 
survived as an organization; its survival 
may have something to do with the fact 
that at the time when other groups were 
falling apart organizationally, Female 
Liberation was controlled by the Socialist 
Workers Party, which has always had 
great talent for creating and dominating 
organizations, or the semblances or 
organizations. I hasten to add that 
Female Liberation is now quite clean, all 
the SWP members having departed; it 
continues as a small but solid organiza- 
tion, and one which is on the best of terms 
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with the Cambridge Women’s Center; on 
several occasions the two have jointly 
sponsored events. 

‘The venue of the soatabense was a place 
called the Cummington Community of 
the Arts, a sprawl of farmhouses, barns 
und cabins set in rolling green fields 
among the hills. There were flowers, 
butterflies, wild strawberries, a stream 
down the road, and a panoramic green 
vista of the valley below. We would meet 
in a circle on the grass, while dogs and 
children frolicked around. 

The idyllic sylvan surroundings 
probably had something to do with the 
tact that the atmosphere throughout was 
relaxed and friendly; there was hardly a 
raised voice or a hint of acrimony at any 
point. 


Homogeneous Group 


On the other hand, another factor in 
this general harmony was undoubtedly 
the homogeneity of the participants; with 
very few exceptions they were young, had 
some college education, and dressed in 
the same comfortably casual style; at 
least three-quarters of those present were 
lesbians. 

Aha — so the women’s centers are dis- 
closed as a lesbian plot? Not really. The 
Cambridge Women’s Center is used by a 
very large number of straight women; for 
instance, a survey of 131 students and 
teachers at the Women’s Center School 
found only 18 who identified as lesbians. 
On the other hand, among the central 
core of women who are most committed to 
the Center and who are most often there, 
the proportion of lesbians is a good deal 
higher. There are obvious reasons for the 
deeper commitment of lesbians and for 
their greater use of women’s centers as 
social centers; these same reasons explain 
why so high a proportion of lesbians 
should come to the conference. 

If anything, lesbianism has been, for 
many women, the result of a women’s 
“movement “‘plot,” and not the other way 

round. It is not hard to see how, for the 
dedicated feminist, lesbianism, with its 
total commitment to women, is often a 
_ logical endpoint. 
' One woman at the conference had an 
interesting theory to explain the in- 
creasing predominance of lesbians in the 
radical women’s movement. She main- 
tained that many of the academic women 
who had earlier flocked to the movement 
had now made it professionally, often by 
exploiting their new-found feminism, and 
proceeded to abandon the movement, 
leaving it to the truly dedicated. 

The conference included workshops to

discuss the split between lesbians and 
others — ‘‘non-lesbians’’ was the 
suggested term. “Gay” is incidentally a 
term losing its popularity among women, 
though some still used it; one woman, 
confused over either the terminology or 
her own identity, spoke of “strays and 
gates.” 

The split under discussion seemed 
hardly perceptible in the workshop I 
attended. This may have had to do.with 
the relative proportions of lesbians to 
others; I like to think, however, that in 
Massachusetts, always a vanguard state, 
women have outgrown the growing pains 
and tensions reported from elsewhere and 
learned to accept and respect each other’s 
sexual identities. 

Lesbians did speak of their difficulties 
in relating to the world outside the 
women’s movement, and of the need they 
felt to conceal their identities while work- 
ing at straight jobs. 


Views on Men 


As for men, most women in the group 
seemed to feel that they had been through 
a phase of active man-hating and gotten 
over it; some said that they now felt 
themselves able to have individual men as 
friends for the first time, having removed 
themselves from the heterosexual market. 
When it came to men as a class, no one ac- 
tually wanted to get rid of them; hardly 
anyone, on the other hand, wanted to 
have anything much to do with them. “I 
just don’t want to be responsible for men” 
was a common attitude. 

Some extended this attitude to 


heterosexual women too — “Let them 
look after themselves, we don’t want to 
have to deal with their problems.” At this 
point I was briefly chilled, out there in the 
wide sunny field, by a fear that these 
women’s concerns might shrink to a 
claustrophobic and self-centered arena of 
the world. 

Other workshops dealt with politics and 
ideology, with issues of leadership, with 
the staffing, structure, and funding of 
women’s centers, and with their 
relationship to the communities around 
them. I attended the last. 

Every center represented came up with 
essentially the same picture: all were 
located in or near working-class com- 
munities, often with significant numbers 
of blacks or Puerto Ricans; none had 
made any strong connection with the 
women in these communities. Instead, all 
attracted in the main essentially the same 
kind of woman — “‘youngish, whitish, and 
fairly well-educated,” as a Springfield 
representative described her; mobile, too, 
a woman from Greenfield added — their 
center attracted women who were “rejects 
and dropouts” from everywhere in the 
U.S. but Franklin County, where it is 
located. 

Every center, at least on the plane of 
ideal; wanted to relate to its local com- 
munity. Yet all hedged this wish with 
doubts and qualifications; on one hand, 
they did not want to come on as mis- 
sionaries telling women they knew what 
was best for them; on the other, they had 
very serious doubts about whether it 


‘would be worth changing the direction or 


atmosphere of women’s centers in any 


way in order to try to attract the local 
community. 

Someone raised the point that women’s 
centers were both service centers, as 
which they offered potential aid to a wide 
range of women, and social centers, 
typically for a much narrower range of 
women. As social centers they developed a 
particular atmosphere, often giving an 
impression of ‘‘cliquiness’’ which 
probably handicapped their function as 
service centers. And yet no one wanted to 
see them become service centers alone; it 
was important that they function 
holistically, and that a female culture be 
developed within them as an alternative 
to the world women live in outside. 

In any case, a woman from the Valley 
Center added, there were limitations to 
the value of services. Many women would 
come to the center for such specific ser- 
vices as welfare counselling; however, 
there was no indication that such women 
were radicalized by this contact — in fact, 
counsellors often ended up feeling that 
they were simply providing band-aid 
social services for free, acting as buffers, 
and ultimately helping the System to 
werk more smoothly. The solution, she 
suggested, was perhaps to work more with 
a self-help concept; for instance, putting 
women with similar problems in contact 
with one antoher and encouraging them to 
figure out solutions as a group. 

This workshop was presumably attend- 
ed by those women most interested in 
reaching out from women’s centers to 
wider communities. Among certain other 
women at the conference, I detected an air

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Were Getting Over Our Gas Pains

A few weekends ago, when Denver ran 
out of gas, the evening news filmclips 
showed tow trucks hauling in stranded 
cars, gas station attendants telling folks, 
“We're out’’, and lots of very unhappy 
faces. Bostonians can watch the gas shor- 
tage on TV. Happily for us, it’s the closest 
we're going to get to it. From now on the 
road ahead is clear. 


Improvement in the gas squeeze first 
became noticeable last week, when 
stations began reporting that they plann- 
ed to go back to their old schedules: stay- 
ing open longer in the evening, and tear- 
ing up the “Closed on Sunday” signs. 


That’s not to say everyone's going back 


to business as usual. Some independent 
stations are closed for good, and others 
continue to be harassed by large gasoline 
suppliers who wish that all the in- 
dependents would go away and stay away. 
But last week, for the first time since the 
shortage began, the AAA Gas Gauge 
Report indicated that there’s been a 
reversal in the trend toward shorter 
operating hours. (That is, the number of 
gas stations returning to regular, or pre- 
shortage, hours exceeded- the number of 
stations on shortened schedules.) The 
‘scare’ publicity about severe rationing in 
the western part of the commonwealth 
and on the Cape is not only untrue, but 
damaging to an essential industry in 
Massachusetts — tourism. And it’s kind 
of unfair for Bostonians to be told that 
they’re liable to be stuck with empty gas 
tanks if they venture to the Pittsfield 
area. Tanglewood and Jacob’s Pillow are 
there. Gas stations are there. And people 
should be encouraged to be there too. Un- 
fortunately, a report which came out last 


week (and which subsequently received a 
lot of publicity) said that the Pittsfield 
area was experiencing “extremely severe 
supply problems.” That was the ALA 
(Automibile Legal Association, or, more 
recently called the ALA Auto and Travel 
Club) weekly report. 


“ALA,” Richard Hoover of Triple A 
said, “Is our smalltime imitator. They 
caused quite a scare with that (Pittsfield) 
report, but it’s unfounded. There’s no ex- 
treme condition out there.” 


According to Triple A reports, the 
situation is good in the Tanglewood area, 
and for most of western Massachusetts as 
well. Stations report they are getting in- 
creased alottments from suppliers. Six 
out of seven reporting stations say they’re 
no longer limiting gas purchases, so the 
ten gallons per customer rules will be 
abandoned. And one jubilant indepen- 
dant gas station owner reported that he’s 
going back to 24-hour operation. 


On Cape Cod, Nantucket and Martha’s 
Vineyard gas stations report normal 
supplies and operating hours. Two weeks 
ago six out of seven stations in that area 
were operating on shortened schedules. 
Now only one in seven continues 
operating less than normal hours, and the 
prediction from Triple A is for continued 
improvement. 


The Mass Pike continues allocations 
per customer of 12 to 15 gallons, and the 
New York Thruway limits remain at 10 
gallons. But the picture throughout most 
of New England is happier. New 
Hampshire is in good shape. Last week 
only six out of 25 reporting stations were 
operating on pre-shortage schedules; this 


week 12 out of 25 are back to normal. Ver- | 


mont shows a marked improvement, with 
22 of 29 reporting stations on regular 
operating schedules. In Maine, the Exxon 
stations have discontinued rationing or 
limiting purchases, and Citgo stations 
have increased their limit per customer 
from 12 to 15 gallons. There are no 
reported gas shortages in Maine. 

The Canadian provinces aren't ex- 
periencing an extreme shortage, but 
prices per gallon have gone up. A problem 
remaining unsolved in Canada is Sunday 
closings, especially in rural areas. 
Travellers there are urged to fill the gas 
tank during the day, and to remember 
that there are many areas where they 
won't be able to purchase gas on Sunday. 


Connecticut seems to be the only state 
where rationing by stations is still largely 
in effect. The allocation is ten gallons on 
the Connecticut Pike, and the Merritt 
and Wilbur Crossways where there was a 
severe shortage a couple of weeks ago. In 
Darien and Madison, the allocation per 
customer has risen from five to ten gallons 
in the past week. 


There are still problems, even in areas 
where there are no limitations on 
purchase of gas, but these are minimal in 
comparison with the shortages predicted 
by large suppliers during the spring 
months. You may not be able to get the 
brand, octane. or station you want. But 
you can get gas.

of near-hostility to the thought of this 
kind of outreach. One woman blithely re- 
jected the rest of the world, announcing 
flatly, “I just want to create my own com- 
munity.” Again I thought of the shrinking 
rooms in horror stories. 

This conference had been set up to dis- 
cuss the problems of women’s centers, not 
to enumerate their successes. No one 
wasted time in congratulating themselves 
on the many substantial achievements 
they had made. 


Common Problems 


By the end, the problems had been pos- 
ed, and recognized as common to all. 
Solutions, for the most part, were still far 


away. Beyond that, communications had 
been opened up, and plans set afoot for 
another meeting. to include campus 
women’s centers as well, in the fall. 

There are many difficulties to be solv- 
ed. My own greatest fears were aroused by 
the tendency I perceived for the world to 
contract, for communities of interest to be 
more and more narrowly defined, for 
anger to be directed at those closer and 
closer to home instead of the real enemies, 
who are so much harder of access. I think 
— | profoundly hope — that this is a 
minority tendency, and that it exists 
mainly in the realm of rhetoric. 

The women’s centers are an exciting 
reality. Perhaps it is not too much to hope 
that from the concrete basis of these new, 
functioning institutions and from their 
cooperation in a spreading network a 
wide-ranging women’s movement will 
grow, founded on their solid reality.

foreign air commerce. In addition, 
Congress specifically designated the FBI 
to handle investigations under the Crime 
Aboard Aircraft (CAA) Statute, Title 49, 
Section 1472, U. S. Code, pertaining, 
among other things, to aircraft piracy, in- 
terference with flight crew members and 
certain specified crimes aboard aircraft in 
flight, including assault, murder, 
manslaughter and attempts to commit 
murder or manslaughter. 

FBI investigation of the December 8, 
1972, United Air Lines crash was in- 
stituted to determine if a violation of the 
DAMV or CAA Statutes had occurred and 
for no other reason. The fact that Mrs. E. 
Howard Hunt was aboard the plane was 
unknown to the FBI at the time our in- 
vestigation was instituted. 

It has been longstanding FBI policy to 
immediately proceed to the scene of an 
airplane crash for the purpose of develop- 
ing any information indicating a possible 
Federal violation within the investigative 
jurisdiction of the FBI. In all such in- 
stances liaison is immediately established 
with the National Transportation Safety 
Board (NTSB) personnel upon their 
arrival at the scene. 

Approximately 50 FBI Agents respond- 
ed to the crash scene, the first ones arriv- 
ing within 45 minutes of the crash. FBI 
Agents did interview witnesses to the 
crash, including flight attendants. 
Special Agent (SA) Robert E. Hartz 
proceeded to the Midway Airport tower 


shortly after the crash to determine if 
tower personnel could shed any light as to 
the reason for the crash. On arriving at 
the tower, SA Hartz identified himself as 
an FBI Agent and explained the reason for 
his presence. He was invited by Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) personnel 
at the tower to listen to the recording 
made at the tower of the conversation 
between the tower and United Air Lines 
Flight 553. At no time did SA Hartz re- 
quest to be allowed to listen to the tapes. 
After listening to the tapes, SA Hartz 
identified a sound as being that of the 
stall indicator on the aircraft. The FAA 
agreed that SA Hartz was right and im- 
mediately notified FAA Headquarters at 
Washington, D. C. 


The FBI’s investigation in this matter 
was terminated within 20 hours of the ac- 
cident and on December 11, 1972, Mr. 
William L. Lamb, NTSB, was furnished 
with copies of the complete FBI investiga- 
tion pertaining to this crash after it was 
determined there was apparently no 
violation of the DAMV or CAA Statutes. 


In order to avoid the possibility of any 
misunderstanding concerning our respec- 
tive agencies’ responsibilities and to in- 
sure continued effective liaison between 
the NTSB and the FBI, I have designated 
SA Richard F. Bates, Section Chief, 
Criminal Section, General Investigative 
Division, FBI Headquarters, Washington, 
D. C., telephone number 324-2281, to 
represent the FBI concerning any matters 
of mutual interest.

Roadblock on Bike Paths 


It’s been something of a truism, ap- 
parent to anyone on Mass. Ave., Cam- 
bridge, or the Commonwealth Ave. 
mall, that the bicycle has arrived as a 
means of contemporary transporta- 
tion. It can end fuel shortages, air 
pollution and heart disease for a price 
as low as a single monthly car pay- 
ment. Bicycles out-sold autos in the 
U.S. last year, 14 million to 11 million. 

None of that should be news to 
anyone. Apparently, however, it is 
news to a group that the state can least 
afford being ill-informed on the matter 
— the legislature’s Joint Transporta- 
tion Committee. 


The historically auto-biased com- 
mittee has turned back a most modest 
assault on the state’s vast Highway 
Fund, the storehouse of gas tax 
revenues that has been idling since 
Gov. Sargent’s highway- building 
moratorium was imposed. The assault 
came from Rep. Terence McCarthy 
(D-Oak Bluffs), whose Martha’s 
Vinyard constituency wanted bicycle 
paths both to promote tourism and dis- 
courage auto traffic on the island. 
McCarthy filed two bills aimed at tap- 
ping highway money for bike paths. 
The more important one, H-1444, has 
been killed outright by the transporta- 
tion committee. It would have directly 
siphoned a part of the Highway Fund 
to bicyclists. Another McCarthy bill, 


H1646, asking only general revenues 
for bikes, currently shares the fate of 
five other bike-related bills that have 
languished in committee since their 
February 12 hearing. 

Among the other bills is a proposal 
to direct to bike paths part of the 
state’s so-called Chapter 90 funds, 
reserved now for highway im- 
provements, as opposed to construc- 
tion. Other proposals include a call for 
coin-operated bike locks in urban areas 
and continuation of a master plan bike 
path study begun last year. Even Rep. 
George Sacco, outspoken prison reform 
critic, has gotten into the act: he’s filed 
a bill increasing penalties for bike 
thieves. 

The bike path bills propose con- 
struction of three styles of cycling 
thoroughfares: park trails, widened 
secondary road shoulders, and special 
bike-only lanes in cities to augment 
“green belt” systems like those along 
the Charles and the Fens. The latter 
style appeals most to the sponsor of the 
master plan bill, Rep. John Ames (D- 
Easton). He says, ‘“‘We don’t want the 
bike to be treated only as a means of 
recreation. It’s not a toy, but, rather, a 
very legitimate ‘means of transporta- 
tion. We should get started on building 
paths right away where they'll help 
the most — the crunch of the urban 


setting.”

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Just Who Does Rent Control Cover?

It was not an easy week for Boston Rent 
Control Administrator John Grace as he 
began the first public hearings on lengthy 
proposed control regulations. First, 
representatives of the city tenant coali- 
tion, CURB (Citizens United for a Real 
Boston), accused Grace of unnecessarily 
delaying the hearings (the rent control 
law was passed eight months ago), then 
holding them at an inconvenient time for 
tenants (5:30 Monday, July 9, at Fanueil 
Hall). 

Then landlord representatives attacked 
the proposed regulations and re-affirmed 
their opposition to any rent control. 

But, third, and perhaps most impor- 
tant, the rent control administration con- 
tinued to be unclear about what is 


perhaps its most important question: 


who, exactly, do they control? 

To understand the problem, let’s begin 
with some history. 

Last January, when the city council 
declared a housing emergency, created a 
strict enabling law for rent control, and 
authorized Grace to ‘‘promulgate 
regulations” it had two overriding goals: 
ease the housing shortage and inflationary 
rents, but avoid the chaos encountered by 
Brookline and Cambridge when those 
municipalities switched to rent control. 

With two years of practice under the old 
rent review system, the outlook for a 
smooth rent control operation was bright. 
There was a qualified staff of lawyers and 
hearing officers, and an experienced ad- 
ministrator, John Grace. Today, eight 
months since the Council vote, while the 
rents of some tenants have decreased, the 
potential for chaos is definitely on the 
rise. 

As things stand, the verdict on who ex- 
actly is governed by rent control, is still 
out, with six major court cases on the 
matter pending, any one of which may, 
(says the city Law Department), become 
a major test case in the U.S. Supreme 
Court, and which could exempt from rent 
control some 17,000 tenants in federally- 
subsidized housing. Tenant groups 
critical of the rent administration say that 
loopholes in the regulations currently be- 
ing pondered by Grace could exempt 
thousands more, including 10,000 units in 
the Model Cities neighborhoods alone.

FHA Housing 


The most direct threat to the success of 
rent control in the city has come from the 
owners of housing subsidized by the 
Federal Housing Administration (FHA), 
which offers low interest loans and tax 
breaks to private developers to encourage 
building in housing-poor areas. When the 
City Council adopted rent control, it pass- 
ed a special bill to include FHA housing, 
primarily because of efforts by Councilor 
Joseph Tierney, a former FHA project 
resident. The federally-subsidized units 
(which are scattered and low-rise and not 
to be confused with public housing which 
has its own exemption from rent control), 
account for 17,000 units in the city, some 
12 percent of the housing total. If you live 
in Castle Square, Camelot Court, High 
Point Village, Warrent Gardens and even 
Charles River Park (FHA sponsors both 
luxury and low-income units), this means 
you. Your landlords are suing the Rent 
Control board that governs how much you 
pay (John Grace, as rent administrator, 
governs only private housing; FHA is 
governed by a 5-person rent board headed 
by a Leo V. McCusker). 

The owners of FHA housing have charg- 
ed in federal court cases that the City 


Council had no right to include them in 
rent control. The FHA, they claim, 
regularly reviews their rents and holds 
them within healthy guidelines. Tenant 
representatives like Jerry Katz of the 
Boston Tenant Board (serving Roxbury) 
and rent control officials disagree, 
however, saying the FHA has historically 
granted unwarranted rent increases, often 
without the kind of strict code inspections 
required by the city. 

Worse, FHA regulations allow owners 
to write off the complete cost of capital 
improvements over a seven-year period. 
Tenant organizers say that this “tax 
shelter’’ encourages wealthy investors to 
hide their profits from other ventures in 
FHA housing, only to dump the projects 
after the seven years. This creates severe 
maintenance problems, as it has at Castle 
Square (South End) and Warren Gardens 
(Roxbury) where rents have been raised 
substantially in recent years once owners 
could not longer write off maintenance 
under the lenient FHA tax law. 

None of this would be a problem if the 
city can keep control of the FHA housing, 
and thus keep rents and code enforcement 
under city regulations. And, so far, 
Federal Judge Arthur Garrity (not to be 


confused with Paul Garrity of city Hous- 
ing Court), has refused landlord requests 
for an injunction against rent control pen- 


.ding the outcome of the six FHA cases. 


City lawyer Tom Martin says, “I suspect 
the underlying motive of the landlords is 
merely to get an injunction. I don’t think 
they believe they can win the case in a 
higher court. But if they get the injunc- 
tion, it will so screw up the rent board 
when it finally has to deal with those un- 
its, that we'll have a situation like 
Brookline and Cambridge where the 
boards granted across-the-board increases 
just because they couldn’t keep up with 
the workload.” 

Martin’s warning finds seeming cor- 
roboration from Robert Page, attorney for 


the landlords’ lobby, called the Boston. 


Rental Housing Association. Page, while 


speaking at the public hearings on propos- 


ed rent control regulations, told Ad- 
ministrator Grace that his clients were 
“opposed to any rent control or any ero- 
sion of the free market system.”’

law. “The criminal law becomes a trap,” 
the Justice wrote, when a person cannot 
know whether or not he is committing a 
criminal act. Among the dissenting 
justices, Douglas opposed all censorship, 
while Brennan, speaking for others, 
suggested only restraints on material 
reaching minors or nonconsenting adults. 


Burger, for his part, couldn’t care if 
only people who wanted to see the 
material did so, because permitting it 
would interfere with his conceptions of 
how the quality of life ought to be. To his 
mind, all this sexual material is un- 
necessary. ‘“There is no evidence,” he con- 
tended in his legal opinion, ‘‘empirical or 
historical, that the stern 19th century 
American censorship of public distribu- 
tion and display of material relating to 
sex in any way limited or affected expres- 
sion of serious literary, artistic, political 
or scientific ideas.’ Meanwhile, even 
serious bookstores are reconsidering their 
inventories. 


The difference between the Burger ma- 
jority and the civil libertarian minority 
frequently manifests itself in a matter of 
faith: Burger and his associates presume 
rights will not be violated; Douglas, et al., 
insist for provisions to discourage their 
violation. Law officials in Boston can 


assure us that they do not intend to sup- 
press any material that isn’t utterly 
worthless, and they mean it, and in all 
likelihood they won’t. But there is nothing 
to stop them from doing so but their own 
judgement and sense of responsibility. 
Meanwhile, that Georgia court held Mike 
Nichols’ Carnal Knowledge obscene and 
the Dallas authorities hassle Paper Moon. 


Yet the awful blight of porno marquees 

is likely to shrink significantly as a result 
of the decision, and maybe the man inthe ~ 
street doesn’t care about the vagaries of ~ 
free speech when concrete improvements = 
seem to be taking place around his city. Is 
it then worth carping about the Court’s 
imposed moral standards? Yes, asserts 
Professor Countryman. ‘‘The Bill of 
Rights’ was specifically added to the 
Constitution in order to protect the rights 
of the minority. The Bill was drafted out 
of clear recognition that the majority can- 
not be relied upon to preserve and secure 
the rights of the minority. These rights 
aren’t supposed to be regulated; that’s 
why they are there.’’ Under the Court’s 
ruling, it doesn’t even take a majority to 
infringe the rights of minorities — it only 
takes a minority that has ganged up 
enough in a given location to impose its 
standards or morality on the free speech 
and freedom of the press of others. A right 
that can be compromised becomes a mere 
privilege. Meanwhile, signs are going up 
in stores throughout the Combat Zone: 
“Clearance Sale. 50°¢ Off All Items.”’

French Cuisine: Haute Basse

It’s rare these days to find a restaurant 
with a brook in back. Brook-backed 
restaurants live mostly in the imagina- 
tion, in the realm of oughts, along with 
other perfectly tailored landscapes. And 
it’s rare to find a restaurant that canbe an 
experience unto itself, not simply part of a 
larger experience or just an event lodged 
between drinks and the theatre or the 
demarcation between afternoon and even- 
ing. 

Le Lyonnais on Route 2-A in Acton is 
one of those places where there’s enough 
space for a brook in back and enough 
freedom for a long meal. A meal needs 
some room in which to be itself; it has to 
be set off from the rest of the day by com- 
mas, become an independent clause of 
time. This is possible out in Acton while 
it remains improbable in the city which so 
intimidates experience sometimes that 
you need a lot of them to fill an evening 
because one’s just not enough. 

Though slightly threatened by surroun- 
ding condominiums, Le Lyonnais has not 
yet been deprived of its rusticity. Owner 
and chef Gerard LaBrosse lives with his 
Sicilian wife and small daughter on the 
second floor of the beautiful white house 
whose first floor serves as the restaurant. 
LaBrosse began his apprenticeship in 
Paris kitchens when he was 14 and con- 
tinued his training later in Boston for ten 
years at Chez Jean, Pier 4, and Igo’s, 
among others. He began Le Lyonnais in 
November of 1971 and, although the 
LaBrosses have done no advertising and 
have been the beneficiary of only one arti- 
cle (in a Lowell paper), the restaurant has 
enjoyed a gradually improving prosperity 
tothe point now that it’s next to impossi- 
ble to get booked on a Friday or Saturday 
night. The clientele is split roughly 
between locals and diners from other sub- 
urbs., 

Gerard does all the cooking except for 
salads and his wife takes care of all the 
bookkeeping and payroll and although I 


-.can’t say whether Le Lyonnais’ modest 


staff is well-paid or not, they are certainly 
well-fed and more than one member 
spoke of the establishment with a 
fondness not usually reserved for places of 
employment or even the members of one’s 
family, for that matter. In addition, they 
were unusually well-informed about the 
food, an initial clue to the de-alienation of 
labor in this establishment. 

Three small dining rooms share the 
seventeen white-clothed tables,each grac- 
ed with fresh flowers. The settings are 
simple and elegant ( a description so often 
used in this and other culinary columns 
that it should be abbreviated S & E), the 
service almost too eager, and the interior, 
marred only by occasional outbreaks of 
orchestral muzak, and governed by a 
serenity only partially explained by the 


’ fact that it was Sunday, not a very heavy 


night for them. The bread was excellent 
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and faintly warm, the house pate was ex- 
cellent and room temperature; our big 
mistake was ordering their cheapest dry 
white, a Bordeaux by the name of 
Chateau Graville Lacoste 1971 which 
turned out to be a too-dry, impecunious 
number which was aptly described by a 
member of the party as having only one 
taste ‘“‘Where a good wine gives you two or 
three as it goes: down.” 

Among the soups, the onion was un- 
remarkable, the vichysoisse thin and a lit- 
tle light on leeks, the cream of vegetable 
(a puree of asparagus and broccoli) was 
unseasoned but honest, and the 
Marseillaise fish soup, although not a 
bouillabaisse by any means, was tasty 
despite a bit of upstaging on the part of 
the garlic. It should be noted by now that 
Le Lyonnais does not serve Lyonnaise 
cuisine which is renowned for its regional 
sausage and pork specialties, its Bresse 
poultry and the quality of its onions and 
potatoes. The Lyonnais’ menu, embellish- 
ed by specials such as the rabbit we en- 
joyed on Sunday, is closer to an anthology 
of Parisian dishes, though we missed not 
having a good Steack au poivre on the list. 

After the native lettuce salads (almost 
all LaBrosse’s vegetables come from the 
area and are delivered daily), our ample 
entrees arrived with heated plates. The 
rabbit, in a rich red wine sauce, was out- 
standing. The veal sweetbreads, with 
fresh mushrooms and olives, were good 
but paled before the hare. The frogs legs 
were a little dry and the veal marengo was 
fine (in the end, though, don’t you think 
there’s always something a little banal 
about veal marengo which, like the San 
Diego Padres, can never quite rise above a 
certain level?). A pan of sauteed summer 
and zucchini squash with onions in a light 
tomato sauce accompanied the meal. 
Subsequent chocolate mousses and creme 
de caramels finished us off. A meal, 
without wine, comes to about six or seven 
dollars which, considering the food, the 
atmosphere, and the brook in. back, 
makes Burger King look like a rip-off. 

There is no paper-thin grandeur here. 
M. LaBrosse’s skills have not been learn- 
ed overnight and his insistence on 
overseeing the meal’s production from 
beginning to end distinguish his place 
from all the thousands of restaurants 
aroundherewhich make the various forms 
of alienation a way of life.

If Le Lyonnais did not try to be any 
more than it was (and was a great deal by 
vjrtue of that), a new “French” restaurant 
called Le Bouchon suffers from a massive 
crise d'identite. It’s located on Route 2 in 
Cambridge just beyond the Turnpike 
Bowladrome (‘‘Hey Ralph. Let’s bowl one 
more line and run next door for some 
quiche.”’) in that large building which 
also houses Aku Aku, the Venus Lounge, 
the Lanuki Lounge, King’s Pub and the 
Cockatoo Lounge. 


Le Bouchon, which is where the Empire 
Room used to be, was opened last April by 
two German brothers named Rainer and 
Herbie who also own Grendel’s Den and 
the Blue Parrot in Harvard Square which 
are not unpleasant places to eat if you can 
take the Square in the first place. But the 
ideas that make those two establishments 
go in Harvard Square — intimacy, 
relatively simple, relatively overpriced 
food, and a ready-made market for the 
European grotto textures of the two places 
— just don’t work out there on that 
lonesome highway next to the 
Bowladrome. 

Le Bouchon is one large room 50 feet 
square with yellow walls and red walls 
adorned with expensively framed art 
posters, and terrariums in huge bottles 
and suspended lighting and white table 
cloths and an espresso machine and an 
exposed wine “cellar” level with the din- 
ing room and a raised eating area. The 


place is attractive in a sort of abstract 
way; it strikes as many contemporary 
poses as possible, possessing the prints of 
an art gallery, the colors of a boutique, 
the raised platforms of a discotheque, and 
the dimensions of a small furniture mart. 
At Le Lyonnais, the chef and his wife are 
implicated in almost every aspect of the 


_ experience. But at Le Bouchon, the im- 


print is not that of one or two people, but 
a contemporary culture and its ideas 
about what is attractive. 

The salad buffet (50 cents with entree, 
$1.50 without) is much like the one 
available at Grendel’s Den: macaroni and 
kidney bean salad; pickled beets; rice 
salad with raisins, canned peaches, and 
peas; cheese, ham, iceberg lettuce, 
tomato, and scallion salad in oil and 
vinegar. The broiled scallops ($4.75, or 
the cost of almost eight lines of ten-pins 
next door) were neither plentiful nor 
delicious and were accompanied by frozen 
or canned corn niblets in a bowl and some 
white rice in yet another bowl. While I 
protested this segregation, my dinner 
partner, whose plate the scallops oc- 
cupied, said, “It’s alright if you like to 
compartmentalize. There are times when 
I really don’t want my rice to mix with my 
scallops. Or I want to control the rate at 
which they do.” 

I was more concerned with controlling 
my irritation at the poor quality of food on 
the dinner buffet ($3.95 at dinner, $1.95 at 
lunch). After helping myself to a dollop 
from a four and a half foot-square quiche, 
I moved on to uninteresting tomatoes 
stuffed with rice and ground beef, a beouf 
roulade which might have been Encore 
Frozen Roast Beef for all its dis- 
tinguishing characteristics, parsley 
potatoes, and corn niblets again. But 
since they change their buffet menu every 
‘luesday, next week might be a different 
story. 

But even if they make a recovery at the 
buffet table, there’s still some trouble. Le 


-Bouchon seems to know a lot of the right 


moves, but I'd like to see more in the way 
of sure-footed dishes dnd a little less in 
the way of all this fashionable 
choreography.

the 17,000 FHA units are controlled, 
attention from tenant groups is likely to 
turn fulltime to the proposed rent 
regulations which Grace began to air 
publicly last Monday at Faneuil Hall. 
The eight regulations, covering 30 pages, 
drew fire at the Faneuil Hall hearing for 
alleged loopholes that could severely limit 
both the jurisdiction and effectiveness of 
rent control. Administrator Grace must, 
after public hearings, decide how the 
regulations will read in thir final form 
(the rent control staff has been using the 
tentative proposals for the past three 
months). 

The most glaring loophole that tenant 
groups and advisors like Urban Planning 
Aid of Cambridge criticized at the public 
hearing was Regulation 8, which allows a 
rent conrol exemption for any building on 
which $10,000 is spent in 
“rehabilitation”. It was estimated that 
the “rehab” exemption could allow evic- 
tions of up to 10,000 units in the Model 
Cities area alone, under the guise of 
rehabilitation. Once the $10,000 invest- 
ment is made, the building is considered 
“new” and unbound by controls. 

The rub with rehab has been vividly 
described by Lou Finfer of the Dorchester 
Tenant Action Council (DTAC), which 
recently won a small victory in the city 
Housing Court in which evictions of 20 
tenants in Long Wharf’s Custom House 
block were reversed (see Boston Phoenix, 
July 10). Finfer, testifying at Fanueil 
Hall, asked, however, that the $10,000 ex- 
emption be completely stricken from the 
rent control regulations. 

Citing the coming of UMass to 
Dorchester and its accompanying need for 
student housing, Finfer described the 
rehab exemption as an invitation to 
speculators to buy up old 3-deckers, evict 
long-time tenants, and convert the 
buildings to studio apartments for 
students at considerably higher rents. 


The $10,000 investment, thus,. would 
speed the Dorchester waterfront’ s con- 
version to another Allston- Brighton, and 
would.also allow landlords to escape rent 
control. 

The rehabilitation while 
controversial, is only one of many 
regulations attacked by both tenants and 
landlords, who seem to agree only that the 
rent control board favors the wrong party. 
(The landlords, by the way, want the 
rehab exemption to be granted for 
anything costing more than $6,000). John 
Grace will also have to decide whether to 
include rooming houses under rent con- 
trol, to draw up new regulations governing 
security deposits (not mentioned in 
current proposals), and whether landlords 
should be allowd to continue to pass on 
the full cost of property taxes to tenants. 
Tenant representatives asked him to 
ponder all those points. Robert Page, on 
the other hand, asked that Grace 
decrease the waiting period for evictions 
(now two months), allow taxes to be ex- 
cluded from computation of a tenant’s 
base rent, and pressed for luxury housing 
to be excluded from control. (This is also 
part of the federal court case). 

As all this goes on, the rent control staff 
concedes that it’s having a hard time 
keeping up with even non-controversial 
regulations. Thousands of buildings remain 
unregistered under rent control statutes, 
many more rent-controlled buildings have 
yet to be inspected, and such rent control 
powers as rolling back rents because of 
code violations have not yet been tried, 
primarily because of an admitted lack of 
coordination between the rent control ad- 
ministration and city housing depart- 
ment. (Rent control inspectors cannot, 
unless Grace changes the regulations, cer- 
tify code violations. Tenants have med 
that he do so.) 

About the only definite action to ¢ come 
out of last Monday’s Fanueil Hall hearing 
was a pledge from Grace that he would 
hold more hearings, not previously 
scheduled, in various city neighborhoods, 
and at times ‘‘more convenient to working 


people’’.

YANKEE VS. COWBOY? 


To the Editor: 

Carl Oglesby’s article stressed 
that America’s historical and 
present-day dilemmas can be at- 
tributed to the polarizing forces 
of “Yankees” and “Cowboys”. 
He contends that their economic 
and political differences (i.e. 
“Yankee socialism” vs. “first 
generation Southern money”) 
provide undeniable motives for 
the link between Watergate- 
Dallas-the ensuing reactionary 
Johnson foreign policy-Vesco- 
etc. 

I question this form of logic, as 
Mr. Oglesby’s obsession with 
American regional polarization 
can be generalized about any 
country that has a political 
structure that incorporates a 
doctrine of unification, over a 
diverse populace. If one wants to 
_make a rational judgement on 
regional political and economic 
differences, then it is necessary 
to analyze the impact this rift 
has had on such specific items as 
foreign policy and level of 
domestic freedom. From this 
framework, any existing rift in 


America takes on a minute. 


perspective when compared to 
any of the other superpowers 
(with the possible exception of 
Japan; a military-less political 
novelty item.): 

1) Since the French Revolu- 
tion, the French political system 
has been attempting to rise from 
the ineffectiveness caused by an 
over-abundance of political par- 
ties—many with regional fac- 
tionalism forming the core of 
their ideology. 

2) Although we cannot yet ap- 
preciably analyze the Cultural 
Revolution of the Peoples 


Republic of China, many of the 
attempted unifying themes of 
Chairman Mao are falling short 
of their goals. From the extremes 
of the Chinese government’s 
seemingly bourgeois interest in 
Col. Sanders, to the refusal of 
the lamas to give up their arabic 
script; we can see the beginning 
of a series of political events 
which have repeatedly marked 
the Chinese experience. The 
Chinese peasant is willing to 
tolerate the government only 
because he realizes the 
“superiority’’ of the Chinese 
culture, and its ability to absorb 
any new form of ideology; 
(repressive or liberating) rather 
than have any new ideology 
effect it. This Confucius-fed 
belief has kept China’s inter- 
national stability; while main- 
taining a domestic segregation 
between the linguistically and 
culturally differing regions. 

3) The Soviet Union’s invasion 
of Czechoslovakia was necessary 
to avoid what John Platt truly 
meant with the term “crises of 
crises”. This repressive attack 
was absolutely imperative for 
the Russians, as the entire Soviet 
political and economic system 
depends on the passive sub- 
missiveness of the 100 million 
non-Russians living in the Soviet 
Union. If one blends this 
precarious political situation 
with a knowledge of the 
nationalistic strivings of such 
diverse states as Lithuania, Rus- 
sian Turkestan, and Azerbaijan, 
then a true conception of the ex- 
istence and effects of regional 
differences can be grasped.

UNSUITABLE FOR 
POSTS 


To the Editor: 

Awaiting Senate confirmation 
are William H. Sullivan, 
nominated by President Nixon 
to be Ambassador to the Philip- 


pines, and G. McMurtrie 
Godley, nominated as Assistant 
Secretary for East Asian and 
Pacific Affairs. In our opinion 
the close identification of both 
men with previous policy makes 
them unsuitable for the posts 
named. Mr. Sullivan, in South 
Vietnam in 1963-64, was in 
charge of the Vietnam Working 
Group, the body that laid plans 
for the U. S. bombing of the 
North and the massive introduc- 
tion of ground forces many 
months before they were put into 
effect. Later, as Ambassador to 
Laos, Mr. Sullivan initiated and 
supervised the bombing of that 
country, in an outstanding ex- 
ample of executive ursurpation 
of Congressional war-making 
powers. In June 1969 Mr. Godley 
followed Mr. Sullivan as Am- 
bassador to Laos. His accession 
increased military domination of 
U. S. policy in that country and 
brought a dramatic rise in both 
the number of air sorties and 
bombing of civilian targets, as 
Ambassador Godley told jour- 
nalists, “‘Air power is very effec- 
tive and I will use it wherever 
and whenever I can.” It was the 
policy initiated by Sullivan and 
carried forward by Godley that 
eventually turned Laos into one 
of the most heavily bombed 
countries in the history of the 
world. 

If, in his proposed post, Mr. 
Godley may again be especially 
susceptible to the pressure of the 
military, there is another (but 
related) cause for concern in the 
appointment of William H. 
Sullivan as Ambassador to the 
Philippines. Today the situation 
in the Philippines bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to that in South 
Vietnam some ten years ago as 
the Marcos regime tries to main- 
tain itself in power by dictatorial 
and repressive methods which 
have stimulated popular unrest 
and outright guerrilla warfare. 
Moreover, we recall that it was 
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Mr. Sullivan, who, in such a 
situation ten years ago, fostered 
policies which led to all-out U. S. 
military intervention on behalf 
of the beleaguered government of 
South Vietnam. In this light, we 
believe that the appointment of 
Mr. Sullivan as Ambassador to 
the Philippines, as much as any 
other single step, would involve 
the United States in the danger 
of another Vietnam. 

As we see it, the public record 
of both men is such as to render 
questionable their further par- 
ticipation in the direction of U. 
S. foreign affairs in the still- 
volatile East Asian area, par- 
ticularly at a time when the 
American public, as 
demonstrated by the Congress 
Cambodia vote, wishes to have 
done with the policies embodied 
in the Indochina War.

have to be accompanied by a prison of- 
ficial at all times. One ex-inmate pointed 
out the obvious, that the rules also must 
provide a prisoner as guide because of- 
ficials will always show newspeople the 
prison’s show areas and steer the press 
away from those most dissatisfied with 
the system. 

New regulations requiring countless 
character references, character checks, 
unspecified hours of “‘orientation” classes 
for volunteers seeking to work with in- 
mates would destroy existing programs. 
Walpole community services director 
Max Horvet said it is impossible for him 
to function at Walpole now, and further 
emphasized that the massive red tape 
created by the new rules would discourage 
any community involvement in the 
prisons. Over the last few months Horvet 
estimated in an average week some 300 
volunteers pass through his office on their 
way into work at the prisons. Complex 
security checks would choke this stream 
off to a trickle. And since only about five 
per cent of the corrections department 
hudget goes to rehabilitative or human 
services (as opposed to security) prisoners 


have had to depend largely on volunteers 
for help in setting up educational and 
rehabilitative programs. 

Department council Robert Bell, a civil 
libertarian law professor from BU and a 
Boone appointee, chaired the hearings 
and emphasized that the objections to the 
draft regulations would be taken serious- 
ly, that there would be changes before the 
rules are promulgated. His open- 
mindedness is not exactly soothing. Com- 
munity and volunteer groups had been 
working for months with a Boone ap- 
pointee on rewording the rules for 
volunteer programs but the draft which 
appeared at the hearing contained few 
improvements over the original proposals. 

Tucked deep in the rules on educational 
and training programs is a section which 
really gets to the heart of the community 
based corrections, allowing residents to be 
housed in the community while attending 
programs outside the prison. This gives 
body to Boone’s ideas. Reformers within 
the department feel the regulations are 
important and innovative just for that 
reason. 

However, it remains true that many of 
the other provisions as firey reform 
spokesperson Lou Brin testified, are 
“provocative and gratuitous,” denying 
what Boone set out to do—that was 
breaking down the prison walls by assur- 


ing every tax payer the right to see what is 

being done with his money and providing 
prisoners with both the right and the op- 
portunity to get out under conditions that 
will let him make it on the outside. 

Finally, acting commissioner Joseph 
Higgins, a staunch Boone opponent, will 
now be the one to pass on the new 
regulations. That is reason enough not to 
be wildly enthusiastic about the outcome. 

Another reason is the legislature. The 
House Ways and Means committee 
already nixed the department’s budget 
request for community corrections. When 
Boone left, his department was trying to 
get the money back in Senate Ways and 
Means. How hard the department con- 
tinues to push and how successful it is will 
be a real test of the life expectancy of 
Boone’s reforms. 

And always and mostly there is 
Walpole. Locked up. It is hard, almost 
impossible to get an account of what is go- 
ing on in the prison now. Saturday two 
weeks ago the civilian observers were con- 
fined to the guard’s dining room while 
state troopers in riot gear moved in to get 
inmates who were protesting the new 
regime back into their cells. When the 
observers were let out they could hear 
through an open window in the minimum 
security wing the men in the segregation 
unit yelling to each other, trying to find 


out how badly their friends had been 
beaten. 

And Joe Sandler of the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee on Prison Reform told of the horri- 
ble stench from the garbage in the halls of 
the maximum security blocks, rotting in 
last week’s heat wave along cell blocks 
that don’t even have windows. 

On Friday afternoon, news represen- 
tatives were allowed into Walpole for 15 
minutes but were confined to the main 
hallways. Theywere not allowed to talk 
with inmates, nor use cameras or tape 
recorders. The Governor’s office allowed 
the press to enter on short notice after 
receiving a strongly-worded letter that 
morning from Tom Winship, editor of the 
Boston Globe. The conditions under 
which the media was admitted indicate 
the power of Moriarty. 

Acting superintendent Col. John 
Moriarty claims to have a plan to re-open 
the prison and has been letting some in- 
mates out of their cells for yard exercise 
and meals. But he still refuses to 
recognize or talk to the NPRA, the 
prisoners’ union, and has actively dis- 
couraged the observer program. As Boone 
has pointed out and as NPRA leader Pete 
Wilson wrote in a moving letter from 
Walpole reprinted in the Globe ten days 
ago conditions at Walpole now can only 
lead to bloodshed.

things blow but that’s self-defeating. 1 
may be spinning my wheels but at least 
I’m doing something.” 

With this goes a fervid conviction that 
prisons are where its really at. Prisons are 
the society and its problems writ small. 
He strongly rejects a suggestion that it 
may be useless to try to change prisons 
without also changing the society which 
maintains them. The reverse is true: 
reforming the prisons will change society. 
From the prisons will come the leaders 
we’ve been waiting for. Look at Malcolm 
X. He was a prisoner. “Ain’t nothing out 
here now. We’ve got to get the leaders in 
prison out there. And there are beautiful 
leaders coming out of prison. More and 
more will come out and one of these days 
they will lead a revolution or make the 
system work. There are some strong men 
in these prisons and they’ve got the guts 
to lead the community and save the 
nation.” 

That was the heart of Boone’s attempts 
at correctional reforms — getting the men 
out of the institutions. And some of the 
strongest like Bill Farmer he took with 
him to help do it. His dream for his 
national organization is “‘a good number 
of ex-offenders really burning to make 
changes.” 

It was beginning to happen at Walpole. 
In a sense the place was a model for the 
outside. “The black groups there don’t 
like the Irish or the Italians. Some of them 


are there for killing each other in their 
own communities. But they were begin- 
ning to talk about crucial common issues, 
agitating for decent medical services, the 
right to fair hearings, good food, a decent 
classification system. And the Establish- 
ment didn’t like that.” 

(Perhaps the most tangible evidence of 
the new working order within the inmate 
population was the relatively new 
National Prisoners Rights Association. 
It’s Walpole executive board included 
nine black, nine white, and three 
Spanish-speaking inmates. Until Col. 
Moriarty took over the prison on Boone’s 
demise and refused to recognize the 
NPRA, the group had been the main voice 
of the prisoners.) 

In the short run, things are going to get 
very bad in prisons. In the last few weeks 
at least five prison guards and an un- 
known number of inmates have been 
murdered in prisons across the country. 
“It’s going to be like the Jericho Road. 
Very, very dangerous.” 

Walpole, the prison which proved the 
immediate cause of (or excuse for) 
Boone’s fall is going into the fourth week 
of a lock-up. “I don’t believe there is any 
plan to reopen it.. They (prison officials) 
have to recognize some inmate group and 
get a civilians’ group in there to keep 
some kind of perspective between the 
guards and the prisoners. If they don’t 


_ talk they’re going to have to keep the 


prisoners locked up or face some kind of 
disaster. And the officials there now don’t 
want to deal with the prisoners because 
they don’t think they’re people.” 

(At the end of last week the civilian 


observers — with the NPRA they are 
credited with keeping the prison cool 
when the guards walked out this Spring 
— announced they were pulling out of 
Walpole because the administration there 
had made it impossible for the program to 
operate effectively.) 


Walpole the Key 

In a sense Walpole is the key. “You 
can’t duck Walpole.” Gains made at other 
prison institutions still under the control 
of Boone appointees will be wiped out if 
there is no answer to Walpole. ‘You can’t 
take men who’ve been treated like 
vegetables at Walpole and take them near 
their release date and put them into 
Framingham and expect it to work. Some 
of my superintendents think you can use 
Walpole as a big threat. If you’re not a 
good little boy we'll ship you back to 
Walpole. That’s an unintelligent ap- 
proach. We tried it for 25 years and it only 
escalated recidivism.” 

The reforms Boone initiated like the 
highly successful furlough program could 
be used to bolster the old system, destroy- 
ing their value. ““You can’t use furloughs 
as carrots. That’s how they ran the 
prisons before, offering rewards to those 
who cooperated with you, who came and 
told you who was bringing in the drugs, 
who was agitating things. That’s the old 
boss con system. In the South you could 
run a gambling game just as long as you 
gave (the guards) a cut. In New Orleans, a 
man came up to me, he was skin and 
bones. He hadn’t eaten in a month. A big 
strong black inmate was issuing the food 
and if you didn’t have money you didn’t 
eat. If you were strong and wanted to take 


advantage of a young man the guards 
would wink an eye. So now you have new 
tools — the furloughs — and they’re 
saleable, corruptible. If these reforms are 
used to control people it will destroy them 
faster than any prisoner escaping while on 
furlough.” 

“Those who are going to control and 
contain are sending the nation down the 
drain.” But there is no anger at the guards 
although the guards are the most often 
blamed for Boone’s firing. ““The guards 
are victims too. It’s the same system as 
slavery. The way they maintained slavery 
is by getting the poor whites to look down 
on the slaves. The poor white guards and 
the poor white and black criminals hate 
each other. The prisons become cess pools 
to keep the drop-outs from a bad system, 
from bad schools, from no job training, no 
mental health programs.” 


Boone says his phone has been tapped 
for fifteen years, his taxes audited for the 
last ten. “‘They could pick up any black or 
white leader inside two weeks. When I say 
‘they’ I’m not talking about particular 
people but about forces.’ But Boone still 
believes prison reform is irreversible, 
whatever Sargent says or does or does not 
do.

Red Sox: 


Ripping Through the West

BLOOMINGTON, MINN.—A team 
that can go through a road trip playing 
three strong teams, contenders, if you 
will, and manage to lose but one game per 
series against each of them, is to be 
reckoned with. So the saying goeth. 

The 1973 Boston Red Sox managed to 
accomplish precisely that last week. After 
the 4 of 5 in Yankee Stadium, the Sox 
meandered into Chicago and performed a 
similar feat against what is left of the 
White Sox. (Jay Johnstone, Ed Spezio, 
and Rick Reichardt all—choose one— (a) 
quit or (b) were given their unconditional 
releases this season; Stan Bahnsen came 
within an ace of the same fate and no 
sooner had the Bostons gotten out of town 
than Mike Andrews joined the ranks.) 
With Dick Allen in the stands, injured, 
and Wilbur Wood’s balloon punctured, 
the one-time odds-on choice to win the 
American League West was in sad shape 
indeed, and afer flattening the White Sox 
the Boston club would venture into the 
Land of Sky Blue Waters to dump the 
Twins all the way back to where many 
people thought they belonged all along: 
fifth place. 

With Luis Tiant on the mound, the Red 
Sox opened in White Sox Park with an 
impressive 5-2 win. (“‘Wow!” exclaimed a 
friend accustomed to watching Chicago 
play its own inimitable brand of baseball, 
“do they always hit like hat?’’) 

“Sure,” I replied. Sure. 

The outcome was threatened only brief- 
ly. In the eighth, Bob Veale relieved Tiant 
and promptly filled the bases with nobody 
out. “Three Johnsons on base,” said 
Veale, ‘“‘had to get ‘em out.” So he did, 
without one Johnson scoring. 

Later that night after the Sox had 
battered Wood, Eddie Popowski sipped 
on a beer back at the hotel. “Naw, it don’t 
surprise me at all,”’ growled the third base 


coach. “I been telling people all along this 
would happen. It ain’t he’s getting tired 
pitching with two days rest—you don’t 
get tired throwing that thing the way he 
does—but it’s summer now. The air’s 
lighter and he ain't got all that wind to 
blow the ball around. And the batters’re 
getting smarter, too. A knuckleball ain’t 
gonna break the same way in July and 
August it did in April, that’s all. Thirty- 
five games my ass!” 

And, of course, following the lead of the 
Oakland A’s—and other teams after 
them—some of the Sox batters had 
employed a new stratagem against Wood, 
moving up in the batters’s box and fre- 
quently catching the knuckler before it 
began to so much as twitch. When, in the 
ninth inning, with the Red Sox already 
leading 4-2, Pudge Fisk sent Wilbur to 
the clubhouse by pounding one of his 
knuckleballs into an ovate shape, dis- 
patching it well over the centerfield fence 
in the process, the issue was settled. 

“Besides,” added Pop, “‘this team (the 
White Sox) just ain’t the same without 
the Big Guy.” 

Dick Allen was, at that point, suf- 
ficiently recovered from the hairline frac- 
ture in his leg to play, but due to the 
vagaries of the disabled list regulations, 
could not be activated until Bastille Day. 
If his presence at the bat was sorely miss- 
ed, the White Sox’ performance in the 
field pointed up at least two more 
deficiencies spawned by his absence. One 
was that with the partial exception of 
Carlos May there is no on-the-field leader 
to take up the slack. The other is that the 
White Sox are one of the few teams in 
organized baseball that could find 
themselves bemoaning the absence of 
Dick Allen’s glove. 

So facing John Duffield Curtis II on 
Saturday, Chicago manager Chuck 


Tanner was forced to go with Mike An- 
drews—the only under-30 ballplayer for 
whom the designated hitter rule was 
tailor-made—at first base against the 
lefthander. To round out the all-ex-Red 
Sox right side of the infield Tanner put 
Luis (Remember?) Alvarado in place of 
the lefthand-hitting Jorge Orta. (The 
collective fortitude of the White Sox’ se- 
cond basemen in the face of oncoming 
baserunners is such that when Orta and 
Alvarado reach the imminent conclusion 
of their major league careers they should 
jointly open a poultry farm.) 

The first-second combination was so 
imposing that one onlooker observed 
“Jesus, Tanner’s heart must flutter every 
time a ball get hit over there.” In the third 
inning, with Rico Petrocelli on second via 
a walk and a groundout, one was. Dwight 
Evans popped up behind first base with 
two out. Andrews yelled for the ball but 
was called off by a more prudent Stan 
Bahnsen, who, opting for the lesser of two 
evils as the two circled under the ball like 
a pair of crippled vultures, designated 
Alvarado, who promptly dropped it, 
allowing the second Boston run to 
score. 

Then in the eighth with two on, Evans 
banged a sure double-play ball at third 
baseman Bill Melton, who made a perfect 
throw across second base. Rick Miller suf- 
ficiently intimidated Alvarado with his 
slide that the ball sailed untouched into 
center field while Alvarado avoided the 
play nearl:: as adroitly as he had the 
throw on Tommy Harpers steal in the first 
inning—which led to the Sox’ first run. 
Melton, like catcher Ed Brinkman in the 
first inning, was charged with an error. 
And the Red Sox went on to score four 
runs in the 8th. 


_White Sox broadcaster Harry Caray, 
simulcasting the game sans shirt trom the 


centerfield bleachers (when your TV- 
radio contract gives you a piece of the gate 
you do things like that, star or no), ex- 
claimed “Holy Cow! Well,” he added, 
“there’s one thing about Luis Alvarado. 
You don’t have to worry much about him 
getting injured in a collision.” 

Which is not to say that the Sox were 
not error-prone themselves on Saturday. 
The outfield committed two in one in- 
ning, leading to two of Chicago's three 
runs. (The third came on a ninth inning 
homer by Buddy Bradford, who was 
recalled from Indianapolis to replace 
Reichardt on July 1st— and hit 3 of them 
in 3 games against Boston.) It was not one 
of Duffield’s shutout-gear performances, 
but he threw a better game than 7-3 
would indicate. 

The error jinx would follow the Red Sox 
into the first- game of Sunday's 
doubleheader. Eddie Kasko decided to 
rest Rico Petrocelli in favor of John 


- Kennedy, and Supersub responded by 


playing soccer with the baseball. He 
booted one for an error in the third, and 
with the bases loaded in the fifth picked 
up a slow roller to third and, before he 
could decide where to throw it, dropped it 
again. Later he booted a foul ball. and 
when he kicked another one-hopper into 
left field only the intercession of the of- 
ficial scorer deprived him of a hat trick. 

Not that it was all that crucial; the 
White Sox were clobbering everything 
Marty Pattin threw toward the plate. 
while Steve Stone was at the same time 
pitching brilliant baseball. He left the 
game with a shutout going in the eight. 
and was charged with his only run when 
reliever Cy Acosta wild-pitched Carl 
Yastrzemski home. 

The second game went intoextra innings . 
tied at 2-2 after the Bostons had left no

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Will Success Spoil the Rangers?

If you had spent the last month or so 
lost in the woods or asleep in a cave or, 
perchance, in a POW camp somewhere in 
Norfolk County, and returned to civiliza- 
tion just in time to pick up the newspaper 
Friday morning, you would have dis- 
covered that the Boston Red Sox 
solidified their tenancy in the first divi- 
sion by defeating, once again, the wretch- 
ed Texas Rangers by a score of 5-2. And a 
cursory glance .at the box score would 
have revealed that the losing Ranger 
pitcher (and aren’t all Rangers pitchers 
losers?) was some Clyde named Clyde, 
and that the hard-hitting Red Sox had 
knocked him out of the box after six in- 
nings.. This Clyde’s record, you would 
read, was now 1-2, or .333, which is just 
about what one would expect a Texas 
Rangers’ pitcher to be. 

But if, like most of baseball-watching 
America, you've turned on your television 
or read a newspaper or magazine recently, 
you would know that David Lee Clyde is 
not just any other pitcher. A matter of 
weeks ago, he was pitching for 
Westchester High School in Houston, 
Texas, where he not only won with unsur- 
passed regularity, but pitched no-hitters 
about as often as not. After signing with 
the Rangers for a six-figure bonus, he has 
struck out American League batters at a 


K’s-per-inning ratio unmatched by his 
peers, and while he has yet to complete a 
game it is because his manager, Whitey 
Herzog, had declined to let him finish 
one. Clyde left Thursday night’s game 
trailing 2-1; had he stuck around he might 
or might not have won the game, but he 
almost certainly would not have lost it 
since Jeff Burroughs homered for Texas in 
the 9th. The Red Sox’ other three runs 
came on a 3-run homer by Carl 
Yastrzemski off right-handed reliever Bill 
Gogolewski (who sounds like he should be 
a soccer-style placekicker); lefty Clyde 
had handcuffed Yaz (double play, 
strikeout, fly ball) the three times he fac- 
ed him. 


Comparisons, said the Buddha, are 
odious. Nonetheless, Clyde has inevitably 
drawn comparisons to other lefthanded 
fireballers of the ‘“‘phenom”’ variety. Vida 
Blue and Sandy Koufax, for example. 

“This kid is better than Blue. He was 
tonight, ayway,”’ approved plate umpire 
Bill Deegan. 

“I might as well have been batting 
against Koufax,” said a rueful Rico 
Petrocelli, who had struck out three times 
— twice looking — against Clyde, another 
time against Gogolewski. The only Sox 
batter to genuinely get to Clyde was Tom-

my Harper, who poled one over the left 
field wall in the fifth. ‘I guessed fast ball, 
and I was lucky. But Damn, can he throw 
hard.” 

What, the hypothetical question was 
posed to Clyde, if you had been drafted by 
Boston instead of Texas and had to pitch 
in Fenway all the time? 

He shrugged. “This park is just like my 
high school field. Short left field, Jong 
right field. Don’t make no difference.”’ He 
— down half a hamburger and smil- 
ed. 


David Clyde, at eighteen, looks like a 
cross between Sonny Siebert and Steve 
McQueen, only 20 years younger. The 
poise with which he has accepted his 
celebrity status is literally mind-boggling. 
(“Oh, they used to write about me in 
newspapers in Houston too. Newspapers, 
well, they’re something that'll be nice to 
reminisce over some day when I’m 
through playing, but I don’t pay much 
attention to publicity.’”’) Just about the 
only adjustment he had had to make in 
going from high school hero to big Jeague 
pitcher is that he has to leave his phone 
off the hook wherever he goes now. (“The 
phone starts ringing about 7:30 in the 
morning,” says his roommate, infielder

play. (Ray Culp had been relieved by 
Rogelio Moret after five innings, and 
Moret proceeded topitch virtually flawless 
baseball through the rest of the game—he 
did walk one batter, but erased him in a 
double play, thereby facing the minimum 
number of batters over four innings.) 
Harry Hunter, called up from Paw- 
tucket when Doug Griffin broke his hand, 
had been with the team for 6 weeks and 
had accumulated just 3 at-bats. Getting 
his first chance to start a game, he 
managed to come to hat in the tenth in- 
ning having gone 0-for-0(two walks, hit by 


a pitch, and a sacrifice). 
Inasmuch as he drove in what proved to 


be the winning run and collected still 
another hit in the 10th, he should have, by 
all rights, been the focus of attention, but 
in the 10th inning, a 30-minute job 
reminiscent of Opening Day at Fenway 
Park, his teammates pounded the White 
Sox bullpen for 9 runs and 8 hits in the in- 
ning, including a grand-slam hammer by 
Monty Montgomery. Some guys just can’t 


win. 
The 3 of 4 in Chicago had assured the 


Red Sox of a winning trip even before they 
arrived in Minnesota. On Monday night 
there Bill Lee entertained 13,692 fans 
there and, via television, the city of Mon- 
treal (it was the NBC backup game) and 
introduced them to some Space Magic.. 
His most serious difficulties came when 
he engaged minor league umpire Joe 
Brinkman in some verbal repartee for 
which the latter was clearly unsuited, and 
once the argument had concluded 
Brinkman was still mumbling at Lee 
when the latter left the mound after the 
fourth. Avoiding serious, non-umpire 
trouble throughout, Lee’s only real 
problems ensued when he (a) covered first 
base late on a Steve Braun grounder deep 
in the hole to Yastrzemski’s right and (b) 
unsuccessfully tried a Frankie Albert- 
type jump pass to first in the 4th with the 
slow-running Joe Lis ambling half way 
down the line toward first. Wounded 
Knee Cepeda had singled in the second 
inning, and Rico Petrocelli had followed 
with a shot to left-center directly over the 
365 fo t sign. Cepeda went 3 for 4thatnight, 
and the non-hit traveled exactly 430 feet 
only to be caught at the base of the 
centerfield fence. There is only one other 
park in the American League where that 
could have happened: Yankee Stadium. 
Spaceman, now 11-3, proceeded toapprise 
Maury Wills—presumably for the benefit 


of the folks in Montreal—of his opinions 
on the Designated Hitter rule. Fully half 
an hour later Wills was still shaking his 
head. ‘“That dude is, well, weird.” 

“I’m going to get a copy of that tape 
and send it to Bowie Kuhn,” laughed Lee, 
who had just thrown his first big-league 
shutout. 

By the time Luis Tiant beat the 
Minnesotas 2-1 Tuesday there was 
already talk of a riot fomenting at Logan 
Airport. Tiant had been masterful—the 
game could have been a no-hitter with 
ease, save for one horseshit pitch to the 
immortal Joe Lis—which he hit for a run- 
scoring double—and another hit in the 
ninth which bounced off the heel of the 
diving Tommy Harper’s glove. A big two- 
run rally in the third had provided him 
with all the support he was to need. With 
the record 9-2 on the trip, word was filter- 
ing back that Boston DJ’s were announ- 
cing the time and place of the team’s 
arrival and urging fans to turn out at the 
airport. 

The Sox’ officialdom was nearing the 
panic stage. After all, in 1967 the team 


had returned from a trip only to be . 


swamped by a crowd that nearly turned 
the bus over, and almost turned East 
Boston into a crater by smoking around 
refueling aircraft as well. But the best- 
laid plans of mice and men... 


To begin with, or, more appropriately, 
to end with, the Sox lost the last game. 
Quite unspectacularly, as Bert 
Blyleven—who has been the best pitcher 
in the league over the last 6 weeks—pitch- 
ed a game in which no one was going to 
beat him. Duffield, on the other hand, 
dropped his record to 2-1 on the trip, and 
while he only gave up-3 runs he sur- 
rendered 11 hits in the process. His was 
one of those games where had it been foot- 
ball Jimmy the Greek could have laid half 
a point all day long and cleaned up. The 
Sox’ hold on first place had lasted nearly 
16 hours. 

So the Sox’ plane took off an hour early 
and landed in some secret location at 
Logan and the second-place team. was 
whisked into a bus and off to the ball 


park, to the utter frustration of the 


waiting mob. All three of them. 

Still, the Bostons had started the trip 6 
games out and, even if they were only 
number two, they were now 8 percentage 
points, one game behind the Yankees and 
facing four games against the Texas 
Rangers. That, folks, is by most people’s 
calculations, very much akin to taking on 
the WBCN Hot Dogs, David Clyde 
notwithstanding. And besides, mob or no

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The Oklahoma Kid: ‘Howdy, Stranger’

AMHERST—And so now the 
Oklahoma Kid—long, lean and, best of 
all, glinty-eyed—has ridden into lawless 
Foxboro City to clean up the town, bring 
Lawn Order, make it safe for folks to raise 
their young’uns.

The only shade 
for the two-a-day workouts came from the 
orange tower which Marr Scaffolding so 
graciously provided, and from which Fair- 
banks would watch some of the day’s 
practice. 

“Hell, no,” said Chuck Fairbanks on 
Monday, keeping his head cool while 
those about him were losing theirs’due to 
flood-like perspiration: “In Oklahoma, 
this is a nice cool day.” 

‘The camp consisted for the first three 
days (Sunday throughTuesday)of rookies, 
free agents and a smattering of veterans. 
The rest of the team arrived on Thursday.

“But don’t tell anyone,” said Fair- 
banks, using up one of his allotted smiles 
for the week. ‘“That’s our secret weapon.” 

Fairbanks, who raised his voice for the 
last time when he was born, split his time 
at practice between the tower and the 
field. He would slowly pace from group to 
group when on the field, nattily attired in 
pale blue Patriots knit shirt and royal 
blue slacks. He would smoke an oc- 
casional cigarette. And he would miss 
very little: 

After one particularly unimpressive 
drill had ended, Fairbanks stopped his 
charges as they milled about waiting for 
the bullhorn to sound. 

“Hold it,” came the voice from the 
tower. ‘‘Just hold it right there.” A pause. 
“You just wasted a goddam 
minute of my time. Now, goddammit, get 
your asses in gear out there. I’m not here 
to waste time.” There was a decided 
sharpness between the drills thereafter. 
Mr. Fairbanks believes in attention to 
detail. 

“‘When the man wants something done, 
it gets done,” said Assistant Director of 
Public Relations Denny Lynch. “Like 
yesterday, a couple of writers complained 


. that they couldn’t tell the players if they 


didn’t have numbers on the. jerseys. To- 
day, there are numbers on the jerseys. 4 
“You know, everybody can do the little 
things — passing and catching. But it’s © 
the little things that make the difference. | 
It’s not the popsicles or the numbers on 
‘the jerseys. But add up 150 of those 
things, and you begin to understand how

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burst for short periods of time,” Fair- 
“That’s how you play in 
games. You take a short rest in the hud- 
dle, and then you go crazy for about thirty

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important they are. 

“There’s nothing that goes on here that 
isn't thought out first. The coaches work 
until 11:30 each night. And I don’t mean 
they sit around and talk and have a few 
beers. They work.”’ 

“There's no doubt about the fresh at- 
titude,”” said a svelte James Plunkett, 
who reported in at 199, a full twenty 
pounds under last year’s playing weight. 
Plunkett must feel that the offensive line 
is going to be better, because the extra 
twenty pounds he shed were his last line 
of defense in 1972. ‘Everyone is excited 
about the season. It’s good to see all the 
guys working so hard on the little things.” 

The little things. It is one of the rallying 
cries of the new regime. On Tuesday, the 
offensive backfield was working on a 
tackle-to-tackle running drill under the 
tower-ing gaze of Fairbanks. As Charles 
(Don’t cali me Charlie) Davis was taking 
his stance prior to the snap of the ball, the 
soft voice eased its way down to the field 
once more. 


‘Get him out of there,”’ Fairbanks said. 
Everyone in the drill, coaches included, 
turned and looked up at Fairbanks, but 
no one moved. “‘I said get him the hell out 
of here. And when he gets back in, he 
better know how to take a goddam (Fair- 
banks puts a special emphasis on his cuss 
words) stance.”’ Davis got out of there. He 
and his coach had a short conversation 
after practice. 

“I believe in having them go full out in 


“I don’t like to waste any time. I don’t 
like to see people standing around. Both 
the players and the coaches know what 
they are going to do, and how long they 
are going to be doing it. Each part of the 
practice has a reason and a purpose. 

‘We take into consideration the fatigue- 
element in every drill. There are certain 
things that require more mental dis- 
cipline than others. So we schedule them 
early in the practice instead of later.” 

Daryl Johnson, who is back trying out 
as a free agent this season after being 
waived by both the Patriots and the 
Bengals last year, has been impressed 
with the Fairbanks Method. Johnson has 
a solid frame of reference, as he played 
under both John Mazur and Clive Rush in 
his first three years with the Patriots. 

“This man and his staff,” Johnson said, 
“are the most organized staff I’ve ever 
seen, college or pro. And besides that, 
they’re smart. 

“I’m not saying this to keep my job 
because right now I got no jok. I know the 
Patriots fans have been down on the team 
the past couple of years, but they gotta 
know this: This man’s gonna win here. 
And it’s not gonna take him the five years 
of that contract to do it.” 

Fairbanks, despite the taciturn 
manner, does have a sense of humor made 
all the more effective by the deadpan ex- 
pression with which he will deliver his 
jokes. At his daily press conference on 
Tuesday, a writer from one of the small 


local dailies came in late and asked about 
the condition of Plunkett’s left knee, 
which was operated on during the off 
season. The subject had come up at Mon- 
day’s conference, and the writers on hand 
learned that the knee was fine. 

“You mean you didn’t see it?” Fair- 
banks gasped in response to the question. 
“You didn’t see him buckle at the end of 
practice? I’m on my way over to the infir- 
mary right now.” With that, Fairbanks 
got up and left the room, leaving the 
questioner in an anxious state of 
astonishment. 


And so the New England Patriots move 
into the fourteenth year of their existence. 
Or is it the first? There has never been a 
sheriff like Chuck Fairbanks in town, nor 
anyone even remotely resembling him. 
The training camp in Amherst is Billy 
Sullivan’s brave new world. 

Even the players in their leisure time 
pay attention to detail now. On Tuesday 
night the rookies were called upon to sing 
their school songs. John Smith, an 
English soccer-style kicker in competition 
with Mike Walker and Charlie-Gogolak for 
the placekicking job stood up and began 
to sing “Rule Brittania.””

Hepburn: The Best and the Brightest

Editor’s Note: The Park Square 
Movie House begins its Hepburn 
retrospective this week, with a series 
set to include The Philadelphia 
Story, Pat and Mike, Adam’s Rib, 
Woman of the heat and Little 
Women. 

I think that Katharine Hepburn is 
the finest actress this country has 
ever produced, and few women in 
the history of American movies can 
even be spoken of in the same 
sentence. When Hepburn started 
out in the early thirties, there were 
only two others — Bette Davis and 
Greta Garbo (whose greatest 
triumphs were in this country, 
though she was not American) — 
and by the end of the decade, there 
was also Jean Arthur. Taken 


together, Hepburn (who worked in ~ 


this period mainly for RKO-Radio), 
Davis (Warner Brothers) and Arthur 
(Columbia) represented an 
archetype that has all but dis- 
appeared since World War II: the in- 
dependent American female. Each 
of the three actresses interpreted the 
role a little differently, and each 


brought her own equipment to it. .~ 


Jean Arthur was cynical and wise; 
she could survive in this corrupt 
man’s world» because. she'd been 


weapon was that cracked walnut 
shell voice. Bette Davis, with her 
magnificently controlled stalking 
cat movements, had an intuitive un- 
derstanding of the machinery in 
men’s brains; she was probably the 
most unnerving coquette the movies 
have ever known. 

But Hepburn was neither hard- 
boiled nor diabolical as a sexual 
creature; as a matter of fact, her sex- 
uality was secondary, and that’s 
how she survived. She didn’t seem 
to know that.a woman’s place was in 
the home, and she was always rather 
shocked to hear it, as though she’d 
just been told that the earth was 
flat. She was an author in Little 
Women, an aviatrix in\Christopher 
Strong, an actress in Morning Glory 
and Stage Door. She commanded 
her own life. 


Her equipment must have seemed - 


extraordinary to the audiences of 
the thirties — the tall body that es- 
caped being lanky because it was 
endowed with the carriage of a 
queen and offered the most ex- 
quisite set of bones to be found 
anywhere; the untiring eyes, 
lowered impatiently, raised to some 
untaintable ideal; the strong nose 


and curious mouth; the full auburn 


hair, threatening to run wild. What 
an incredible-looking woman — and 


how appropriately turned out! All 


one needed was one look, and it was 
obvious that she’d explode out of a 
kitchen or a parlor. Not that she 
wasn’t capable of grace — as the 
lacy James Barrie heroine of Quality 
Street or Babette, the wife of The 
Little Minister (another Barrie 
piece), she was extremely graceful.

in Minister that some twenty years 


‘ater, in a television adaptation, — 
Margaret O’Brien tried to slip into 


the same poses. You can compare 
them by looking ‘at stills from the 


two versions.) 


But that’s: what Hepburn looked 
like, what she was; how does one 
begin to describe what she did for 
American movies? She established, 
even as early as 1938, a range that 
would have appeared remarkable in 
an actress anywhere in the world, 
and still seems amazing in an 
American actress of a time when 
movie acting in this country was en- 
couraged to run on the spot, so to 
speak. It took Humphrey Bogart as 
long to break his amusing bad guy 
image as it took for the American 
public to figure out what mold 
Katharine Hepburn fitted. Between 
1933 and 1938, she shuffled among 
three positions: the wilfyl, indepen- 
dent woman we’ve discussed above, 
the heroine of a series of costume 
spectacles (Minister, Mary of 
Scotland, Qaulity Street), and a 
joyously unruffled comedienne (in 
Sylvia Scarlett, Quality Street, 


Holiday and Bringing Up Baby). In— 


the thirties and forties, she was best 
as a comedienne — and that means 
that no one within miles could play 
comedy as expertly or as inventively 


as she, except Jean Arthur. Her 


comic range was astounding, as well 
— can there be any three comedies 
as far apart as the mannered Edwar- 
dian Quality Street, the 
sophisticated, neo-aristocratic 
American play Holiday, and. Bring- 
ing Up Baby, which is so closely 
associated with the idea of screwball 


comedy that most people think it 
was the first one? (It wasn’t, but I’m 
sure it was the best.) 

Actually, Hepburn’s career 


proceeded through some major up- 
sets in the thirties, and it was a com- 


edy that saved 
Philadelphia Story. Enormously 


popular at the outset of her 


Hollywood stay (she began in films 
in 1932, and the following year 
released three, including one that 
won her an Academy Award, Mor- 
ning Glory, and one that became an 
instant classic, Little Women), 
Hepburn began to fade with those 
costume epics (although Minister 
and Quality Street weren’t all that 
awful), and by the late thirties, 
nothing she did could push her out 
of the “‘box office poison” category. 
It’s odd to think, now that we havea 
perspective on her career, that she 
was least successful in 1938, when 
she was doing some of her most 
brilliant work. It’s odd to think that 
neither Holiday, in which she had 
one of her most ideal roles, nor 


Bringing Up Baby, one of the most 


enjoyable movies Hollywood has 
ever released, could boost her status 
in Hollywood. In. 1939, no longer 
able -to find film offers, Hepburn 
returned to the Broadway stage 
(whence she had originally come) to 
play the second of her three Philip 
Barry heroines, Tracy Lord in The 
Philadelphia Story (the others were 
in Holiday and Without Love), to 
packed houses and two fine leading 
men, Joseph Cotten and Van Heflin. 
When she returned to Hollywood in 
1940, it was in a foolproof project — 
George Cukor’s film of The 


it—The 


Philadelphia Story, co-starring Cary 
Grant and Jimmy Stewart. — 

The Philadelphia Story is my 
favorite of all Katharine Hepburn’s 
comedies — in fact, it’s my favorite 
of all talking comedies. It was the 
peak, and the close, of the Cary 
Grant years in her career, which 
ended just before the Spencer Tracy 
years began. Hepburn and Grant 
starred in four films together — 
three for George Cukor (Sylvia 
Scarlett, Holiday and Philadelphia 
Story) and one for Howard Hawks 
(Bringing Up Baby). They were a 
fine match, because they were both 
highborn, both self-assured, and 
neither ever expected from the other 
the kind of affection they would 
have demanded from anyone else. In 
The Philadelphia Story, Tracy re- 
jects George, the stuffy all- 
businessman (John Howard), in 
favor of her first husband C.K. Dex- 
ter Haven (Grant) because she says 
George is too good for her; she-and 
Dexter can accept each other 
naturally, because they are virtually 
extensions of each other. _ 

Hepburn had some of her most 
unforgettable: moments “in The 
Philadelphia Story — there are two 


that make me glow every 


the picture (at least five times 
now). The first comes at the cenclu- 
sion of a lecture by her father, who 
accuses her of preferring an ivory 
tower to human contact. Dexter has 
told her the same thing, and even 
George has intimated it (though he 
thinks it’s a compliment, the dodo), 
and so she is bewildered, backed 
into thinking about the possibility 
that there’s truth in their claim. 
Looking for all the world like she’s 
just been orphaned, she says, 
“What’s the matter with everybody, 
all at once?” It’s enough to break 
your heart. The second moment 
comes almost at the end, when she 
must announce to the assembled 
wedding guests that she is not going 
to become Mrs. George Kittredge. 
She’s being prompted by Dexter, 
and in the midst of the chaos she 
realizes that he’s proposing to her, 
and her heart practically flies across 
the room. She looks wonderful, too, 
in her Sunday wedding dress and 
wide-brimmed hat. (I have a friend 
who insists upon getting married 
this summer in a hat, and she makes 
no secret of who was her in- 
spiration. ) 

‘Hepburn’s relationship with 
Spencer Tracy was altogether 
different from her aristocratic 
dealings with Cary- Grant. Tracy 
was a man of the people, and he was 


always trying to bring flighty Katie 


down to earth. In a sense, he always 
succeeded, but what made their 
comedies so enormously satisfying 
was that he never totally succeeded 
— along the way, he learned to have 
as much respect for her as he wanted 
her to nave for him, and he never 
could (or really wanted to) tame her

The backgroynd music at Kamp Kafka 
is an orchestrated, easy-listening version 
of Bob Dylan’s “Don’t Think Twice.” The 
same song is played constantly, over and 
over. 

In. woodworking shop, the eight-year- 
olds are building guillotines, with real 
razors for blades. They use the guillotines 
to slice up earthworms. 

This makes the Kounsellors uneasy. 
When they were eight, they cut their 
earthworms in half with spoons.

Mr. Blue, the owner of Kamp Kafka, is 
famous among the Kounsellors for his 
peculiar sense of humor. 

He drives around the Kamp in a gigan- 
tic black Cadillac convertible, which 
looks like an open-topped hearse; the 
back seat is always heaped high with can- 
dy flowers. 

Mr. Blue tosses the candy flowers into 
crowds of eager Kampers, who rush 
towards the car, because they are sick of 
French fries and ketchup, and think it 
would be nice to have something sweet to 
eat. 

But the candy has the most amazing 


property: as soon as the Kampers catch it, 
it turns into real flowers, which are nice to 
smell, but not so nice to eat. 

The Kampers are divided into Kabins, 
according to age and type. Kampers with 
five hands sleep in one bunk, those with 


*more than sixty names in another, and so 


forth. Kampers with two hundred eyes 
and three hundred ears form a small, 
tightly-knit, unpopular group. 

Every effort is made to find an ap- 
propriate Kounsellor for each Kabin. 

Kampers tend to form close-bonding 
friendships within their own groups; 
fraternization outside the group is ex- 
tremely rare. 

.The practise of nudity is not en- 
couraged at the Kamp. 

In the evenings, around the Kampfire, 
Kounsellors tell old stories from televi- 
sion, but cannot be heard, because of the 
noise of the background music. 

In art shop, everyone is painting pic-' 
tures of hell. In ceramics class, they are 
fashioning bones and feet of clay. 

The older Kampers, who have outgrown 
arts and crafts, are given real work to do, 
to bolster their sense of cooperation and 
responsibility. Last summer, their project 
involved the digging of a hole towards 
China. 

The most popular sport at the Kamp is 
jumping straight up into the air. It is said 
that, one summer, the Jumping 
Kounsellor failed to return to earth. At 


night, the Kampers who are especially 
good at this activity like to lie on their 
backs and stare up at the constellations. 

Many elaborate puberty rites are per- 
formed regularly at the Kamp. One of 
these is a sort of mumblety-peg game call- 
ed “Heartbreak.” 

First, the girls lie down on the ground, 
in long rows, and the boys throw sharp 
knives at their hearts; the blades land 
closer and closer, but never, of course, 
hit the mark. On an arbitrary signal from 
the Kounsellor, the boys and girls reverse 
positions, and it becomes the girls’ turn to 
throw the knives. 

During the course of this game, the girls 
pretend to cry, while the boys pretend to 
laugh. 

Kampers with unappealing skin con- 
ditions are theoretically barred from par- 
‘ticipation in the rite. 

The use of certain words is forbidden at 
the Kamp, and is punishable by solitary 
confinement. These words are: 

Greed 

Death 

The Messiah 

No one at Kamp Kafka can remember 
more than five years into the past. Mr. 
Blue thinks that this is a very good sign - 
evidence that the Kampers and 
Kounsellors are constantly renewing 
themselves.

For spiritually middle-aged men, es- 
pecially those teetering on the brink of a 
certain bourgeois-hip milieu, Blume In 
Love is doubtless the realization of a most 
compelling fantasy. Deep in their inner 
beings, such men know that their whole 
upbringing has been geared towards 
monogamous stability, but perhaps the 
last few years’ worth of culture shock have 
made them begin to, well, question. How 
can one accept a lifestyle that’s so placid, 
so settled, so dull when everybody one 
knows is inclined to swing, or at least to 
be openminded? And how can anyone in a 
suit come to terms with the Hippie 
Menace, with that terribly threatening 
notion that long hair, beads and drug- 


widened pupils implicitly add up to some - 


kind of heightened virility? For anyone 
who’s genuinely troubled by such 
questions, Blume in Love does its sweaty- 
palmed best to provide comfortable 
answers.

crococodile tears. We first meet him in 
Venice, Italy, where he is alternately issu- 
ing pronouncements on subjects like Love 
and Tragedy and singing the praises of 
the local espresso. Blume is miserable, he 
eagerly tells us, because his wife (Susan 
Anspach) has left him. She left him either 
because their six year marriage had its 
flaws or because she caught him in the 
sack with his secretary, he’s not really 
sure which. But she’s now taken up with a 
hippie stud (Kris Kristofferson) of such 
menacing proportions that the very 
thought of him is enough to render Blume 
impotent with his flashy new mistress, to 
whom he latched on several short hours 
after his divorce was finalized. 

Blume, having dwelled upon his misery 
ad nauseum, finally grits his teeth and 
determines to win his wife back — yet his 
method is one of utter dishonesty, and his 
motives more than a little scurvy. Since 
the character of Blume changes not at all 
from the film’s beginning to its criminally 
absurd finale (except, perhaps, for the 
fact that he grows a beard), we can only 
conclude that his infantile agonies have 
taught him next to nothing. The baby, 
upon losing his favorite rattle, cried a lot; 
once he gets it back he'll calm down, 
forget anything ever happened, and 
probably settle in for a long, long spiritual 
cat-nap.

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¢e/Vuusic: The Other Side of Paradise

Just when everyone was entertaining 
fantasies of sailing away to Kingston 
town, and there to feast on mango, ganja 
and sunlight within that great Rousseau- 
vian playground, The Wailers come to 
town and spoil everything. The reggae 
film, The Harder They Come, should 
have served as a primer and hence fair 
warning, depicting as it does the 
Jamaicans’ hard and dangerous lot. But 
the violence was of a romantic and 
swashbuckling kind, and the songs which 
spoke of econdmic privation, like Jimmy 
Cliff's “You Can Get It If You Really 
Want.” in true gospel fashion held out 
hope even as they complained. 

Of course, the music which goes down 
even easier is by Johnny Nash, a really 
wonderful musician who is at the same 
time a shrewd entrepreneur. He presents 
a picture postcard version of the island, 
the music of Montego Bay rather than 
West Kingston, resort music in place of 
asphalt music. The songs he has chosen to 
do of Bob Marley’s, leader of the Wailers, 
are sweet and innocuous, like “Stir It Up” 
or “Guava Jelly,” risque only in their sen- 
suality, not in their political anger. 

The music of the Wailers is not buoyant 
or inspiring, but melancholic and even 
sullen. It is mainly in minor keys, and 
taken at slow undifferentiated tempos. In 
that respect, it recalls another group on 
the Island label — Free. Ironically, their 
recent album, Catch A Fire (Island 
SW9329) was produced by company 
president Chris Blackwell, heir to the 
Crosse and Blackwell fortune and descen- 
dant of a couple of generations of 
Jamaican plantation owners. The irony is 
that Marley is a Rastafarian, a member of 
the sect founded in Jamaica in the 20’s by 
the black evangelist Marcus Garvey 
which renounces material acquisitiveness, 
colonial manners and certainly the up- 
wardly mobile Jamaicans who ape their 
former masters. Their hair lies in great 
mats of tightly coiled rigatoni; altogether 
they present a startling sight. Although 
they are definably a religious group, the 
cornerstone of their belief — a back to 
Africa movement — coincides with what a 
lot of totally secular, black American 
radicals like Stokely Carmichael (Marley 
uses the American slang “Right On.”’) 
have been preaching. 

The rejections of the New World is at 
bottom biological. Beneath 400 years of 
social oppression lies the stark sentiment: 
we do not belong here. In American 
musical terms, if ‘You Can Get It If You 
Really Want” is gospel in its affirmation, 
despite its secularism, then the music of 


the Wailers — songs like ‘Concrete’ 


Jungle’’ — speaks of the dislocation, the 
loneliness and frustration of the blues. 
Both songs, nevertheless, are totally 
reggae. 

Boston is really the only city in which 
the film The Harder They Come has been 
a great success. I attribute that to this 
city’s well-known affection for provincial 
black forms — reggae, for those who reject 
the Stylistics, is the next logical step. But 
it is gospel-derived soul music, perhaps 
because of its essential good spirits, which 
has enjoyed mass popularity in this coun- 


try — not blues. For this reason, if reggae 
is to become a phenomenon, I think it will 
be led by the Nashes and the Cliffs, not 
the less cheery Wailers, although it is very 
interesting that Nash’s and Cliff’s latest 
work barely qualifies as reggae. The 
Wailers are certainly one of the inventors 
of reggae, but in their loyalty to it and its 
accompanying world-view, they may be 
left behind in the dust by others who are 
more opportunistic. 

Still, there seems to be an irrepressible 
good-naturedness to the Jamaican 
character. Though none of the band 
members looked at each other during 
their set at Paul’s Mall, Marley himself 
courted his microphone, was in a self- 
contained way quite charming. Thinking I 
could perhaps get Marley to speculate on 
the origins of reggae, etc., I ventured back 
to the Mall’s tiny dressing room after the 
second set, only to discover a scene right 
out of shanty-town. Surrounded by eight 
or nine Jamaicans, I attempted to inter- 
view Marley, only to be stopped dead by a 
thick patois and a ganja-befogged con- 
sciousness. Soon everyone in the room, 
however, non-Rastafaris, became earnest, 
animated participants in the discussior in 
a confusing but delightful free-for-all. At 
one puint, someone asked Marley why his 
hair wasn’t dyed, tipped with gold like 
other Rastas. Marley replied, “I never die, 
always live.”

ELO Blacked Out

This is the story of a concert that never 
was. Manager Don Arden explained that 
the promoter, Peter Vergados, had tried 
to cut corners with the P A, to the extent 
that when the band arrived, the system 
they had contracted with All Sound 
Audio was somewhere in Vermont. As we 
walked in, the roadies and the John Han- 
cock stage crew were trying to piece 
together a suitable replacement. 

The Electric Light Orchestra is com- 
posed of former members of two renown- 
ed and prolific British bands. Jeff Lynne 
and Bev Bevan hail from the Move, and 
violinist Wilf Gibson and ‘cellists Mike 


Edwards and Colin Walker left the Lon- | 


don Symphony Orchestra to join. This 
leads to a minor joking rivalry within the 
band: the strings claim that a certain 
classical-sounding riff in the middle of 


“From the Sun to the World” comes from 
Schubert, but Lynne claims authorship 
himself. Gibson and Edwards explained 
that E L O is not a “Classical/ rock 
fusion” anyway; that term in fact applies 
much more to the Boston Pops playing 
cheesy versions of “I Wanna Hold Your 
Hand” and ‘Sounds of Silence.”’ Rather, 
it is an amalgam of every form of valid 
music the band can command: the riff in 
question is played over a boogie-woogie 
piano line. Gibson is himself a veteran of 
an immense experiment undertaken by 
Keith Tippet (an intellectual Nicky 
Hopkins, Tippet has King Crimson and 
several ex-Fairporters to his accom- 
panying credit, among many others) in 
which some 15 musicians and five 
vocalists all played at once in the 
grandest trans-disciplinary music session 
ever, exactly the sort of thing Keith 
Emerson was preaching before he started 
chasing mechanized armadillos. 
Broad-shouldered drummer Bev Bevan 
was the only one who would discuss the 
Move with us, after we buttered him up 
by mentioning his Presleyesque composi- 
tion “Don’t Mess Me Up,” on Message 
from the Country. He allowed as to how 
that song, among several others, had been 
a collaboration among all the Move, with 
credit in this case going to him. We spoke 
of Roy Wood, about whom Bev was reluc- 
tant to say much. The English rock press 
is inventing a huge animosity between the 
two factions of the Move. As Bev said, “If 
I say ‘Roy sings like a corpse,’ they’ll take 


it out of context and expand it into a 
headline.” 

Fact: Wood left E L O because Jeff 
Lynne was the real brains behind the 
operation and Wood didn’t want to steal 
his thunder. Fact: Wood favors a looser 
production than Lynne, which becomes 
apparent in the frenetic pace of the album 
Wizzard’s Brew (United Artists UA- 
LA042-F) by Wood’s new band Wizzard. 
Fact: Where Wood likes to employ sax, 
brass and other woodwinds, Lynne favors 
the use of stringed instruments. How long 
can an orchestra conductor play with the 
leader of a big brass band? 

Leader/guitarist/composer Jeff Lynne 
commented on the material as it became 
increasingly probable we weren’t going to 
hear it tonight. Of course, “‘Roll Over 
Beethoven” with its incorporation of the 
Fifth Symphony was mentioned: Lynne 
disclaimed all responsibility for it, pass- 
ing the buck to Chuck Berry and Ludwig 
Von, but he professed a preference for the 
single. The show also contains the Move 
hit “Do Ya,” composed by Lynne— for 
that one the strings walk offstage. He then 
explained the real root of the P A 
problem: the monitoring for the string 
players has to be superb, else they’ll be 
blown off the map. As the task force came 
in to report that it was impossible for the 
group to perform, Lynne’s jovial manner 
fell just a trifle. E L O are sorry they 
couldn’t play Boston, but not half as sorry 
- Boston should be not to have heard 
them.

O LUCKY MAN! Produced by 
Micheal Medwin and Lindsay Ander- 
son.

Part of the problem with “O Lucky 
Man’ is that it’s very much a 
reaction to British films of the sixties, 
to an era which both director Lindsay 
Anderson and actor Malcolm McDowell 
refer to as ‘the kitchen sink period — and 
thank God we're over with that!” It’s a 
reaction against all those years of dreary 
realism, against anything set in the slums 
of London, against anything starring Rita 
Tushingham or Laurence Harvey. In tak- 
ing their step away from all that, Ander- 
son et al. have opted for the epic form, for 
allegory. and for the adventures of a 
young innocent who’s full of hope and 
promise, hence a ripe target for all the 
nastiness this world is able to bestow 
upon him. Only trouble is, our sixties 
were something entirely different from 
theirs. and our era of youth pictures has 
more than paved the way for something 
like this one. What was Easy Rider, if not 
the adventures of a young man who 
hadn't vet abandoned his ideal, but who 
needed to be taught a thing or two about 
survival? 

Anderson et al. began their crusade 
against realism with Jf. . . five years ago 

— and that film, despite its idiosyncratic 
English boarding school background, had 
much less trouble crossing the Atlantic 
than O Lucky Man! has had, probably 
because its elements of. sullenness and 
revolution were potent enough to trans- 
cend the culture gap. While the new film 
bears a definite relationship to its 
predecessor, it is anything but a sequel — 
more like a second cousin, twice warn 


The casts and crews overlap, McDowell 
agains plays a character named Mick 
Travis, there’s a reference to his being 
thrown out of boarding school. But the 
violence and impetuosity are gone, the 
arrogance has mellowed into unshakable 
politeness, and all that remains is some 
faint aspiration to universal truth. 

The film has a lovely beginning, as a 
minute-long prologue done in early Rus- 
sian style presents a world whose moral 
polarities are, literally, black and white. 
Then it cuts to one of Alan Price’s superb 
songs, which are interjected as commen- 
tary throughout the course of the story. 
And then, as the long (nearly three hours) 
series of episodes begins, Travis is being 
trained to peddle coffee, and the business 
of his indoctrination makes for some sim- 
ple, promising, and skilfully executed 
comic moments. But the rambling that 
ensues — through boarding house, atomic 
lab, wicked experimental hospital, im- 
possible riches, prison — quickly loses 
sight of wit, replacing it with the most 
heavy-handed epigrammatic wisdom 
imaginable. It’s only at the conclusion, 
when Travis/McDowell auditions for 
Lindsay Anderson and is whacked in the 
face with a script for Jf... , that the film’s 
sense of purpose finally reasserts itself. 
And by then it’s simply too late. 


Travis’ moment of Zen revelation, 
(foreshadowed, two hours earlier, by a. 
radio broadcast), his sudden insight, and 
his new capacity for acceptance are 
somehow way out of sync with the rest of 
the picture. Anderson’s direction, for the 
most part choppy and unfeeling, is done 
in a near-naturalistic style that never 
effectively touches upon that spirituality 
which the film is ultimately about. There 
are certain cleverly surreal touches 
scattered throughout, like the 
superhuman innocence of McDowell’s 
captivating performance, or those odd 
fragments Travis picks up on his car 
radio, or the green apples and peculiar

clothing the world keeps offering him, or 
even the cuts to Price’s mysterious band. 
And there’s even a rotation of actors, with 
each one playing several different parts as 
Travis somehow fails to really notice the 
recurrences, through he gradually begins 
to sense a certain cyclic quality to his life. 
But Anderson’s style is nonetheless flat 
and realistic at heart; each of Travis’ 
bizarre encounters is played relatively 
straight despite the inherent strangeness. 
The problem is that the audience has 
none of Travis’ indefatigable naivete to 


‘sustain it through three hours of such 


stuff, and Anderson’s deadpan direction 


allows no other means of entry into the 


film’s scheme than through an impossible 
alignment with its young hero. Because 
the early Travis, despite those enormous 
blue eyes, is meant to be spiritually blind 
until the moment when he is slapped into 
complete awakening, and so there’s no 
point at which the audience’s level of un-. 
derstanding can possibly be commen- 
surate with either of his extremes. 


This film has been in the works for 
something like three years, form the time 
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McDowell first thought of doing a script 
about his days with Chase and Sanborn, 
and it ends up an unfortunate example of 
the harm that too long a gestation period 
can do. All the freshness has long since 
vanished, everything about the film is by 
now so highly intellectualized that its 
originally intended import has no im- 
mediacy for the viewer — hence all the 
misleading critical assaults on grounds of 
“simplemindedness.” And a great deal of 
arbitrary personal detail and in-joking 
has crept into the works, which necessari- 
ly dilutes the original purpose. Who, after 
all, would realize that the prison warden 
tells Travis he’s got eyes like Steve 
McQueen because an early theater review 
once said that about McDowell? And who 
would know that this Mick Travis isn’t 
really supposed to be the same character 
as that of /f. . . , but that screenwriter 
David Sherwin had just gotten too used to 
the name to give it up? The idea, alleged- 
ly, is that the film’s supposed to mean 
something dirrerent to each unique 
viewer, but that’s much too easy an out 
for anything with such high-handed, 
sweeping aspirations. 


So although a great deal of work and in- 
telligepce obviously went into this 
production, too much time and an 
overabundance of contributors have ul- 


timately diffused the original sense of _ 


purpose — and that , paradoxically, 
makes the final moment of revelation all 
the more powerful, as it’s the only really 
tough, clear insight the film has to offer. 
Because the viewer, like Travis, is in 
search of some species of enlightenment 
too, especially after the opacity of the 
preceding three hours. That’s why Alan 
Price’s interludes are so refreshing, in a 
way — whatever it is that the film means 
for us to discover, he already knows it, 
and it’s made him both relaxed and char- 


ming. If only Anderson's crisply cerebral 
direction could have conveyed more of 
that same wry, compassionate, and 
marvelously intuitive understanding.

AN AUTUMN AFTERNOON. 
Japan, 1962. Directed by Yasujiro 
Ozu. Script by Kogo Noda and Ozu. 
With Chishu Ryu, Noburo 
Nakamura, Eijiro Tono. At the Har- 
vard Square. 


An Autumn Afternoon was the last film 
Yasujiro Ozu completed before his death 
in 1963. It has a mellow quality about it 
far beyond the customary peacefulness 
familiar from Late Spring and Tokyo 
Story. Most of Ozu’s films have never 
been released here; of those seen in the 
area recently, An Autumn Afternoon, so 
like the others, is the best. 

Once again Ozu actor Chishu Ryu must 
marry off his daughter and face the isola- 
tion of a lonely old age stoically. Where in 
Late Spring, the emphasis had rested 
upon the daughter and her conflicts, here 
we do not even witness the ceremony — 
the story is entirely that of the father. 
Very dignified and soft-spoken, he is also 
absent-minded, ultimately perplexed 
that the idea of his daughter’s marrying 
hadn’t really occurred to him. 

He isn’t alone in having to face up to 
realities. All around, a commercialized 
Japan has to accommodate industrial 
society with familial ties and conservative 
habits. One of the father’s friends has a 
new young wife he is continually being 
kidded about; an old academic, nicknam- 
ed ‘The Gourd,” is discovered im- 
poverished and taken care of by his old 
acquaintances. Veterans ruminate about 
Japan’s military defeat — dreaming of 
cultural imperialism, one middle-aged 


man dreams of being in New York and 
seeing the “blue-eyed ones wearing wigs 
and chewing gum and plucking their 
samisens!” “It’s a good thing we lost,” une 
old man murmurs. 

Ozu’s philosophy of resignation is hard 
to accept in the pressure cooker world, but 
in this film his observation of character is 
so acute and moving that differences of 
style evaporate. The inherent lack of con- 
flict in his dramas makes them stately 


rather than draggy as we accept the. 


characters somewhat in the way in which 
they accept themselves. 


Ozu’s use of color, in particular, ex-. 
hibits great perceptiveness about flux, 
and his still compositions, held perhaps a 
bit too long, echo the characters who are 
no longer being watched. There may not 
be much pertinence to it all outside the 
theater, but a viewer cannot help but 
carry the pervading calm out with him. 
Ozu, who never married himself, un- 
derstands. what it is like to sit in a bar, 
alone or with others, and stare distracted- 
ly at your place in the world.

spirit. They made nine films together over 
a period of twenty-five years: Woman of 
the Year, wherein he was a sportswriter 
and she a society columnist on the same 
paper; the curious jingoistic Keeper of the 
Flame; the rather idiotic Without Love 
(in which neither Hepburn nor Tracy was 
very good, and Keenan Wynn stole the 
film with his drunk act); Conrad Richter’s 
Sea of Grass, which was filmed by a long- 
in-the-tooth Elia Kazan; Frank Capra’s 
State of the Union, which nobody I know 
has seen since it came out; the two com- 
deies written by Garson Kanin and Ruth 
Gordon, Adam’s Rib and Pat and Mike; 
the one they should have written, Desk 
Set; and the post-mortem, Guess Who's 
Coming to Dinner. 

The Tracy-Hepburn courtship, which 
was so deeply felt on the screen that 
everybody knew it had to exist off screen 
as well, is best seen in their first co- 
starring vehicle, Woman of the Year, and 


in their two best, Adam’s Rib and Pat and 
Mike. There’s a scene in Woman of the 
Year in which the sportswriter takes the 
columnist out to a ball game, and an up- 
roarious one in which she decides to try to 
act domesticated and make him 
breakfast, with results that prove what 
Hepburn’s self-willed thirties roles in- 
dicated — that if you tried to incarcerate 
Kate in a kitchen, either she or the 
kitchen or both would go off like a rocket. 
But Woman of the Year gets soppy at the 
end, whereas the Kanin-Gordon movies, 
which were both directed by Hepburn’s 
best director, George Cukor, are solid 
straight through. In Adam’s Rib the stars 
are husband - and - wife lawyers who take 
opposing sides in an attempted murder 
case, and in Pat and Mike they are a ver- 
satile athlete and her slightly shady 
manager. Pat and Mike includes a se- 
quence that is not only the closest Tracy 
and Hepburn ever played, but may also 
be the most fully realized example of 
team comedy in the annals of film. It’s a 
small, quiet scene in which Mike walks 
Pat back to her quarters, obviously more 
interested in her as a woman than as a 
property, and she kids about not inviting

Ezra Pound provokes extreme response. Fascist, babbler, 
preposterous egotist — among those inclined to the negative. 
And “mong those inhis favor — Chaucer, Shakespeare, and Pound 
are the poets of our language, various minor artists between. 
Pound's stature as poet depends on the Cantos: his thou- 
sand page, sixty-years-in-the-making, poetical life's work. 
Leaving his fame and his infamy as translator, critic, econo- 
mist, collaborator-with-the-enemy, agitator, scholar, to their 
own resolutions, and disregarding the small poems, what of 
the Cantos? 
_ A masterpiece, or a slag heap? One among the dozen. or 
sixteen superworks of world literature; or a large mistake, 
not poetry, just talk — about nothing, a dismal wasteland? 
These are the judgements of mild scholars and gentle poets, 
reasonable, certified, respected folk, not customarily rabid. 
And you think? 
Read the Cantos. Go through carelessly, skipping what's 
dull, pausing where you're pleased to. Read aloud. Fake the 
Greek and Chinese tags, or ignore them. Get some sense of the 
whole thing at first hand. Don't allow the pedants and 
pharisees to organize your appreciation. Play, as in a vast 
castle, through dungeons, along high parapets, close chapels, 
great — 
For help, as you need help, use Pound's prose — Literary! 
Essays, ABC of Reading, Guide to Kulcher. Follow some of the 
leads suggested there, Confucius, The Jefferson-Adams Letters, 
Van Buren's autobiography (if you can find it) Learn a little 
Chinese history, give money some thought. Wonder why Pound's 
ABC of Economics can't be found. 
Then try reading through whole sections of the Cantos — 
out loud always. Listen to oneof the records of Pound read- 
ing. Help yourself to whatever youwish from his translations 
or letters. 
_ Do as littleof this syllabus or asmuchas maintains your 
interest. But get something at first hand. And give a fair 
try. You won't regret the background you're forced to acquire 
— the dual fascination of the material itself andof its ex- 
clusion from the ordinary academic program. 
Why is Pound not more read, officially? There may be no 
cause here for regret. Who has evolved an esthetic of poetry 
Jmore generous, more inclusive, more useful, more definite than 
Pound? How many of his critics have both read and understood 
what they've criticized? Which important English poets writ- 
ing from 1910 to 1940 were not influenced, improved, person- 
ally aided, in some fashion deeply touched by Ezra Pound? Who 
has developed more deeply more various resources of Fnglish 
prosody or brought more flavor in? 
And the Cantos: "I am not a demigod, I cannot make it 
cohere,'' Pound says, near the end. How does his failure, if 
his judgement's correct, compare with others' successes and 
failures of the last few centuries?

Dobie Gray: DRIFT AWAY (Decca 
DL7-5397) 


I find this album to be a rather 
remarkable sleeper. Considering, that is, 
that this is the same Dobie Gray who put 
out “I'm In With The In Crowd,” I don’t 
know now many years ago and has been 
lounging in obscurity between then and 
now. I would award this and Gray a 
Comeback of the Year, but it’s really 
worth a good deal more than that. 

If you've heard “Drift Away,” and I 
don't see how you could have avoided it, 
then you have some idea of Gray’s style. 
He's black and sings in a kind of whiteniz- 
ed soul similar to, say, Arthur Alexander. 
On some of the cuts, he sounds unnerving- 
lv close to Joe Cocker. The record was cut 
in Nashville with many of the Nashville 
regulars, and for a powerful rocker, it’s 
quite smooth and clean. Not funky, get- 
down, dirty soul, but soulful nonetheless. 
Some of the material uses a pedal! steel, 
and one or two, a banjo, which kind of 
removes it from the Memphis variety. 

“Drift Away” happens to be the best 
cut on the album, but not by too much. 
Gray himself co-wrote only one of the 
songs. The rest were written mostly by 
Mentor Williams (‘‘Drift Away” and 
producer of the album) and Troy Seals 


(guitarist and the man who first recorded 
Lonnie Mack ten years ago). Between 
them, they’ve put together eleven songs 
that range from soft ballads to hard rock, 
all of them first-rate. There’s a very Joe 


Cocker number, “L.A. Lady” that uses: 


Gray's superb sense of almost-off-the- 
beat timing to add to an already rousing 
cut just right for heavy dancing. The shuf- 
fle beat and banjo overlay on “Caddo 
Queen” is also awfully hard to sit still for. 
But then he can also do a slow, secular 
gospel thing like ‘“‘We Had It All” that 
sets Gray’s heavy, grainy voice against an 
airy acoustic guitar. Or. a great, grinding 
number with a handiive beat like “The 
Time I Love You The Most.” 

Frankly, I find every cut on this album 
worthwhile. The backup is spare, lyrical 
and imaginative. The singing is 
meaningful and powerful]. The writing is 
down to earth and never overreaching. 
The record is, in a word. centered. And, 
unless you just enjoy feeling lousy, I 
would unhesitatingly recommend this to 


anyone.

Sonny Rollins: THE FREEDOM SUITE 
PLUS (Milestone 47007) 

Sonny Rollins: REEVALUATION: THE 
IMPULSE YEARS (Impulse AS-9236-2) 


More reissues and still more reissues! 
Will the flood of twofers never cease? In 
recent months, Milestone has begun to 
recirculate the old Riverside catalogue 
with ten two-record sets, while Impulse 
and Atlantic began a new sampler series 
with four and six entries respectively. 
Most of the material in the latter two 
series is still available in other form, but 
at least the superlatives have been check- 
ed by labeling the collections ‘“‘The Im- 
pulse Years” and the “The Atlantic 
Years.’’ These two sets of Sonny Rollins 
have some of the most noteworthy music 
to be found among the 80 album sides in 
question, a statement based on a well- 
known, bias of this writer for Sonny 
Rollins, the relative scarcity of Rollins 
material, and the slim prospects for new 
Rollins material in the immediate future 
(when Milestone forced Sonny, against 
his wishes, into the recording studio in 
April, he reportedly threw the session the 
way the most unashamed pug might 
throw a fight). Oh yes, and the consistent 
quality of these collections. 

There is no quibbling with Milestone’s 
presentations from the late, lamented 
Riverside catalogue. Ten of these titles 
disappeared in their last incarnations 
several years back, while the remaining 
five have been lost for over a decade. The 


sessions, from 1957 and ’58, represent. 


Rollins’ complete output for Riverside as 
leader. Three of the sides mainly comprise 
brief versions of standards, putting Son- 
ny’s talents for selecting offbeat material 


in clear focus. Here, for example, he was - 


doing “Ev’ry Time We Say Goodbye” 
long before Coltrane or Ray Charles-Betty 
Carter, and he beat the Beatles to “Till 
There Was You”’ by five years. The late 
Sonny Clark displays his wonderfully 
funky and intelligent piano on one ses- 
sion, while all the rhythm players (Percy 


Heath, Paul Chambers or Oscar Pet- 


tiford, bass; Roy Haynes or Max Roach, 
drums) are top-drawer. Highlights in- 
clude the Rollins originals “Cutie” and 
“Funky Hotel Blues,” the two takes of 
“Till There Was You” which demonstrate 
how Sonny never rests on settled ideas, 
and Newk’s first unaccompanied perfor- 
mance on “It Could Happen to You.” All 
very good, if not among the very best, 
Rollins of the late fifties. 


The fourth side (actually the first in 
this package) is among the finest recor- 
dings by any musician of any era. “The 
Freedom Suite’’ takes Sonny’s thematic 
approach of improvising on melodies and 
applies it to composition. Medium- 
tempoed, ballad and-‘“‘up”’ sections, 
separated by a common interlude, are all 
built on the same spare melodic fragment, 
which in turn provide the fuel for Rollins’ 
marvellous improvisations. Only part of 
Sonny’s inspiration derives from the 
writing, for he is constantly challenged by 
Pettiford and Roach. Max has long been 
accepted as the perfect drummer for 
Rollins, and he again shows why; the late 
Pettiford, surely the equal of any bass 
player active in the fifties, gives what is 
surely his best recorded performance, a 
marvel in both solo and accompanying 
capacities. The group interaction during 
the first section, while based on specific 
chords and structure, still stands as a 
model of true freedom in improvising 
collectively. 

While there is nothing among the 1965- 
6 recordings on the Impulse collection on 
the high order of ‘“‘The Freedom Suite,” 
the general performance level is quite 
high, revealing that Sonny had only refin- 
ed his thematic approach in the interven- 
ing years. Some of the selections, 
however, culled from Rollins’ three Im- 
pulse albums, are open to question, main- | 
ly the side-long ‘East Broadway Run- 
down.”’ What a few critics have labeled a 
classic has always struck this Rollins 
freak as a confused and unsuccessful 
attempt to meet the then-controversial 
“energy players” on their own turf; Son- 
ny’s final squeaks through his detached 
mouthpiece sound particularly 
futile and forecast his most recent dis- 
appearance from public performing. 
“Blessing in Disguise,” from the same ses- 
sion, is a reworking of Lionel Hampton’s 
old ‘‘Hey Bop a Re Bop” riff, with Sonny 
catching thematic fire only on his last 
statement. To call this ‘‘his most 
memorable trio recording,” as the liner 
notes do, is a new high in poor judgment; 
surely Bob Palmer has heard ‘‘The 
Freedom Suite,” or the Way Out West and 
Night at the Village Vanguard albums, or 
“How High the Moon,” all superior trio 
recordings. Elvin Jones and Jimmy 
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Garrison, the rest of the trio, are not as 
successful with Sonny as they were with 
Coltrane; Elvin gave Rollins sprightlier 
support on the Village Vanguard album, 
while Garrison, for all his lovely tone, is 
still a strummin’ drag. 

An ordinary ‘Green Dolphin Street”’ is 
the only other off moment in the package. 
“Alfie’s Theme’’ and ‘Three Little 
Words,” which together comprise side 
three, are each masterpieces of Rollins’ 
refined thematic approach and stand as 
the two best performances he did for Im- 
pulse. “Blue Room” and “On Impulse” 
are not far behind, while “Hold ’em Joe,” 
a calypso romp, is one of the most joyous 


and funniest Rollins solos ever. Too bad- 


Impulse didn’t include a ballad reading 
when it had two good ones in “Everything 
Happens to Me” and “‘He’s Younger Than 
You,” though. 


Many other important artists are in- 
cluded in this reissue avalanche. Among 
the Riverside material are fine sets by Art 
Blakey’s early-sixties Messengers, Can- 
nonball in his bebop phase, and half of 
Yusef Lateef’s set (not to mention the Bill 
Evans, Wes Montgomery and Thelonious 
Monk, which deserve extended dis- 
cussion). Two artists are featured in both 
their Atlantic and Impulse years: Charles 
Mingus, with two excellent packages — 
the Impulse containing the monumental 
“Black Saint and the Sinner Lady” in its 
entirety; the Atlantic, with its more 
questiynable choices, containing great 
earlier material; and Freddie Hubbard, 
who didn’t do much of his best work with 
either label, at least not as leader. Im- 
pulse also has a McCoy Tyner session that 
is good when McCoy leads and great when 
he accompanies John Coltrane; Atlantic’s 
sextet is-completed by great collections 
from "Trane and the Modern Jazz Quartet 
and dull ones from Roland Kirk and Hank 
Crawford. 

By the way, to give some deserved 
credit to the competition, Impulse has 
shown sagacity in getting Stephen Davis 
and the mysterious Anthony Saks to do 
some liner notes. They both turn in essays 
superior to standard liner note fare, 
although Davis’ suffer in comparison to 
Mingus’ notes to the original Black Saint 
album; Saks’ notes to the Tyner, in par- 
ticular, which dare to approach the music 


critically, are a model of wit liner 
writing should be.

Predictably, the Jefferson Airplane put 
out, even in these lean times, about one 
good album per year. Lately they’ve 
assured this by splintering beyond all 
reasonable proportion and playing the 
odds. Just count: three Hot Tunas, three 
Kantner/Slick journeys, even two Papa 
John Creach albums, all in the span of the 
last three real Airplane albums. Now even 
Joey Covington, their third drummer, has 
a really silly solo album out. 

The problem is, the Airplane, since 
Marty Balin left, have really needed a 
good reason to put out a good record. 
Blows Against the Empire celebrated 


Grace’s famed pregnancy by Paul, and’ 


the birth of the infant god (later named 
China) also produced Sunfighter. The 
first Hot Tuna album was great because it 
was an idea Jorma and Jack had just had, 
and because they both took care to keep it 
quite distinct from their work in the 
Airplane; subsequently the lines blurred 
and the pleasure faded. Thirty Seconds 
over Winterland was great because it was 
the first time in three years that the 
parent group had been allowed to hold its 
own against the splinters, as well as 
because it was infused with live energies. 
Well, Tollbooth is to formally welcome 


David Frieberg to the family. It seems 
strange that a new face can be of such 
benefit to the Airplane — every drummer 
after Skip Spence has been a step down, 
at least at first, and Papa John’s blues 
fiddling definitely was not what the doc- 
tor ordered for what was once the greatest 
mind expansion in rock. But Freiberg 
shows good sense in not trying to fill Mar- 
ty’s shoes, but making his presence felt in 
subtle yet substantial ways. He con- 
tributes two tunes here, one giving a new 
kind of support to some Slick lyrics, the 
other a lovely hymn co-authored by Dead 
lyricist Robert Hunter. Elsewhere he 
plays Mellotron (it’s been not quite a year 
since the Moody Blues boom, not quite 
enough time to go from “Mellotron, oh 
boy!” to “Mellotron, oh shit!’’) and fills 
out the harmonies in a way certainly not 
heard since the Balin days. 

And they make him most welcome, by 
curbing their annoying excesses and 
showing some real subtlety themselves. 
One of the mandatory Slick fuck songs, 
“Fishman,” is for once clearly about Paul, 
and is warm instead of horny — when was 
the last time Grace was heard to say “I 
love you?” Paul says in return, “I had the 
time to listen to the man go right and 
wrong and right through China.” His 
lyrical convolutions and bizarre morality 
puns now almost seem warmly 
giftwrapped for a dear friend. All told, 
this is the best Airplane since the single 
“Mexico,” released right before Marty 
left.

(Reprise 2143) 


This Kraut rock band falls somewhere 
between the continental jazz tradition of 
the soft machine and the British upper- 
class rock band tradition of weird elec- 
tronic noises. In any case, their sound is 
distinctly European, replacing lead guitar 
with the twice-removed, underwater 
sounds of Klaus’ one man horn section. 
John Mealing plays organ, Bryan Spring 
drums, and Wolfgang Schmid plays bass, 
providing a dependable but sprightly bot- 
tom for Doldinger’s sanitary horns, tenor 
and soprano, which move in a geometric 
pattern, seeking and exploring rather ob-

vious themes in a reassuring way. As im- 
provisers, the band and Doldinger in par- 
ticular will not shake the Western world 
to its foundations. But their sound is 
fresh. While it may be true that these 
guys are not more imagainative than Soft 
Machine, it seems they are because they 
release only one record at a time. 

I think it’s that European approach to 
jazz sound which filters everything 
through a smoke-filled room. In par- 
ticular, Doldinger’s soprano creates an 
ethereal atmosphere which is at times 
hard to grasp. His solo on “Nexus” is 
among the most sprightly but it is a very 
intellectual exercise; it could easily go un- 
heard because of the shield of sound that 
protects all the band’s music from direct 
confrontation with the human ear. 

Spring is a fine drummer who comes 
out pounding especially hard beneath 
some hum-drum moog on “Lemuria’s 
Dance,” lighting a cool fire that burns all 
the way through. He’s also a bitch on 
“Nexus,” wherein Schmid inserts a mild- 
ly interesting bass/guitar solo (over- 
dubbed). Poor Mealing is mostly lost in 
the proceedings. 

Doldinger switches to flute for 
“Madhouse Jam”’ and to tenor for “The 
Cat from Katmandu” but it all has the 
same flavor. So you might have the im- 
pression that this is a one-level, somewhat 
boring band. Yes and no. The one-level is 
more a result of the Continental Cool than 
any lack on the musician’s part. The 
album is best approached on a rainy day 
whilst in a pensive mood.

Beethoven

“The one which everybody seems to 
find so tasteless is Mozart’s Requiem. I 
don’t quite understand it.”’ Sam, a 
salesman for the Minuteman Record & 
Tape Corp. at Harvard Square, points to 
an album cover. Amid a hazy, heavily 
sereened pale background, two very stiff 
feet peep out from beneath a sheet. Most 
salesmen agree with Sam. “I guess it’s a 
fear of death or something.”’ says another. 


The Mozart cover has alot of competi- 
tion among Westminster Gold labels for 
bad taste, travesty, perception or howling 
fun, depending upon one’s temperament. 
For the last three years, the low budget 
series of mostly repackaged classics has 
included some of the most insane jackets 
ever to defy classical reverence. Some are 
merely obscure or subtly intriguing, such 
as the cover of a Mendelssohn concerto 
featuring a workbag holding rusty tools 
and one fresh rose, or a collection of 
Handel arias showing a pile of doorknobs. 


_. But most covers have outrageous puns 
and blatant references to the pieces in- 
side. For Handel’s oratorio, Israel in 
Egypt, links of cold cuts are piled in a 
“Trans-Suez Airways” flight bag. On the 
jacket of Gustave Holst’s The Planets, 
two scantily dressed models aim ray guns. 
Most normal covers of Gershwin’s An 
American in Paris assume, strangely 
’ enough, that Americans identify Paris 
with the Eiffel Tower. The Westminster 
Gold recording is graced by a deeper 
analogy—a leering man selling filthy 
postcards from his trench coat. 


The designers may have been inspired 
to the peak of their creativity by Wagner. 
Das Rheingold shows three wet, stringy- 
haired, pouting, nude Rhinemaidens. Die 
Walkure shows a smiling nude holding a 
pair of Volkswagen hubcaps as breast ar- 
mor. But for many, the crowning cover 
adorns Gotterdammerung. In an existen- 
tial view of the destruction of the gods, 
two hands crumble a cookie. 

“TI think classical producers have taken 
themselves too seriously,” says Peter 
Whorf, the Los Angeles photographer who 
made many of the covers. He says the idea 


for the series was conceived jointly by him 
and Jay Lasker, president of 
ABC/Dunhill Records, Inc., parent com- 
pany of the Westminster Gold and sub- 
sidiary of the American Broadcasting Co. 
Whorf, who also has done covers for the

However, as both records and young 


music lovers increase, record companies 
have enlivened their pitches to attract 
buyers willing to experiment with less 
familiar pieces and performers. Budget 


Tell Wagner the news. 


Tiajuana Brass, thinks that people are 
paying more attention .to record jackets. 
“T just did a Melodiya album (a Soviet 
label) and the Russian embassy rejected 
it. You can’t be right all the time.” He is 
not surprised to hear of the negative reac- 
tion to Mozart’s Requiem. “It’s been done 
many times as a great ethereal piece . . . 
but its’s a bitch of a time coming up with 
something fresh.” 


Increasingly, record sellers are com- 
peting for two different markets. On the 
one hand, the traditional classical buyer, 
sated by three sets of The Brandenburg 
Concertos, is hardly going to be electrified 
by a cover showing Bach playing tennis. 
“The buyer first looks at the conductor, 
then the performer, and then the price,” 
says Dan Harrington, a road salesman for 
ABC/Dunhill. “If he’s taken all that into 
consideration, thengthe cover is the last 
thing he has to go on.” He guesses that 
covers constitute about 10 per cent of the 
decision for buyers who know what they 


labels in general and baroque labels in 
particular have escaped uniformity and 
moved towards brighter covers. ‘Covers 
make you take a chance on something you 
don’t quite know,” claims one salesman. 


“It’s been a whole repackaging and 
merchandising campaign,” says Dennis 
Laventhol, national promotion manager 
for ABC/Dunhill. He says that the covers 
have a purely commercial motive and 
have proven successful. ‘“‘We didn’t try to 
go after the pure classical market as much 
as after young people who were just get- 
ting into the classical movement. It’s a 
mass merchandising principle.”’ Accor- 
ding to local salesmen, some of the 
records are in their third reincarnation; 
they generally agree that the line has sold 
better since the new jackets were added. 


“As for connoisseurs, I don’t think it 
appeals to them,” Laventhol adds. Have 
the jackets met with any hostility from 
more conservative music lovers? “In the 
early stages we felt there was going to be a 


certain amount of hostility from the 
classical market, but we didn’t encounter 
that.” 


However clever the albums may be, 
many buyers and salesmen dispute 
Laventhol’s claim of a mild reception. 

» think that the covers have a belittl- 
sng, cafect. “It helps and hurts at the same 
time.”’ says Sam at Minuteman Records. 
“Most people in this store don’t get turn- 
ed on by that kind of cover. They have a 
feeling that if the albums were something 
good, they would have regular covers.” 


Salesmen in several stores repeat the 
comment of Fred Spiegel, classical buyer 
for Discount Records, Inc.: ‘‘We actually 
have people who spend 40 minutes look- 
ing, calling their friends over, ‘Hey, did 
you see this one?,’ and walk out without 
buying a record.”” He adds, ‘‘The West- 
minsters that sell best happen to be 
straight covers with name artists.” 


Spiegel’s main worry is that in attrac- 
ting a wider market, the series may be 
turning novitiates on to mediocrity. ‘“‘Ob- 
viously marketing has proven that this 
sells. But I wish to all hell that they’d put 


- them in a white paper jacket and concen- 


trate a little more on the quality of the 
performances.” 

Comments on the recordings range 
from “‘good’’ to “universally poor’’ with 
the consensus calling them below average. 
But Helga Newcomb, classical buyer for 
the Harvard Coop, worries that some good 
recordings in the series are being hurt by 
their covers. ‘“‘People without humor don’t 
appreciate the cleverness of these 
jackets.”” One saleswoman, who finds the 
covers insulting nevertheless praises the 
performances. é 
_ At least one thing appears certain: the 
cynicism of the covers is even-handed. 
Some sacred cows of the younger audience 
are attacked and found as ponderous as 
the older variety. The cover of Berlioz’ 
Romeo and Juliet is romantically misty: 
young nudes recline as if teleported from 
the Zeffirelli film. All except their legs. 
shown on the flip side. Romeo still has his 
socks on. 
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Theatre: The Importance Being Clever

THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING

Because I think it more gracious to 
state one’s bias at the outset than to let it 
ooze Out between the lines, I should begin 
by confessing that I find Oscar Wilde’s life 
considerably more intriguing than his 
plays—especially than Lady Windemere’s 
Fan. His life was stuffed with clever 
repartee and stinging bon mot; it was 
often exceedingly melodramatic in its own 
right; and it was, for all that, acted out by 
real people and not by socially represen- 
tative mannequins. It’s no wonder so 
many plays have been written about him. 

Lady Windemere’s Fan is really two 


plays in one — or so it was most certainly — 


regarded in Wilde’s own time when a 
fallen woeman’s disgrace and the surroun- 
ding scandal were certainly not deemed 
an appropriate pivot for a bright and wit- 
ty comedy of manners. For a lady of 
dubious reputation to be caught after 
hours in a bachelor’s “rooms” was serious 
stuff, make no mistake. And while the 
British have never lagged in the manufac- 
ture of prurient interest, they were ac- 
customed to enjoying the juicy pleasures 
of being shocked in a mood of straight- 
faced sobriety. 

Lady Windemere’'s Fan weaves together 
a deft and scathing indictment of super- 
ficial “Society”, very wittily delivered, 
with the archetypal 19th century 
melodrama focusing on innuendo an in- 
trigue among the upper classes, the 
horrors of a sullied name and the pleasing 
pains of motherlove. At the center of it all 
is the proverbial ‘‘dark secret’ and the 
suspense as to whether or not its revela- 


_ tion will lead the heroine to social ruin. 


Nothing is missing from the plot but the 
commercials. 

Fortunately these sudsy goings on have 
been beautifuly giftwrapped in the razzle 
dazzle charm of one of the world’s greatest 
wits. At least half of the characters have 
nothing to do with the plot and merely 
serve as brilliant window dressing and, of 
course, as mouthpieces for Oscar Wilde, a 
man who both adored Society and 
abhored it, who truly believed in 
‘manners before morals’’ and that, 
goodness and badness being boring, silly 
concepts totally immaterial to 
stimulating social relations, people 
should be divided into the camps of ‘‘the 
charming” and “the tedious’”’ and their 
value determined accordingly. To Wilde, 
the scandals surrounding his sexuality 
notwithstanding, the cerebral was 
paramount. His comedy is polished and 
precise, and real emotion plays somewhat 
awkwardly in its company. 

In this particular case, Robert David 
MacDonald, the talented Britisher who 
directed last year's fine Loeb production 
of “Heartbreak House,” has chosen to 
heighten the social comedy that is Wilde's 
finest talent. However, after watching all 
these clever, glacial social animals mill 
about on stage making urbane, literate 
remarks for 2 acts, it becomes very dif- 
ficult if not impossible to be affected by 


‘their suddenly ‘intrusive feelings. When 


Mrs. Erlynne breaks the rhythms of the 
Grade A cocktail chatter and insightful, 
candycoated social criticism to announce 
the discovery of her heart, one feels very 
little but embarrassment. It seems almost 
vulgar of her. 

This seems to me to have been a 
deliberate directorial tack, and the 
plavers handle the comedy professionally 
if they are occasionally heavyhanded. 
But for the play to work absolutely, it is 


no doubt necessary to achieve a balance’ 


between high comedy and melodrama. 


_ And in the Loeb production there is con- 


siderably more emphasis on teatime than 
on tear time. An important element in the 
Wilde combination is thus damaged, and 
while I would be tempted to classify such 
destruction as euthanasia, it must be 
remembered that I am inclined to think 
the melodramatic aspects of Lady 
Windemere's Fan ridiculously dated and 
excruciatingly banal anyway. There are a

host of scholars and even non-scholars 
who will disagree. 

The Loeb production is sure to delight 
Wilde devotees who seldom get to see 
Lady Windemere lose her fan anymore. 


» The settings by Donald Soule are attrac- 


tive as are Linda Martin’s elaborate 
costumes, and surface brilliance is in- 
tegral in Wilde. Some of the actors have 
opted a bit strongly for social posturing to 
suit my taste, but the plays are such 
showcases that the urge to show off must 


be tempting and flair is a necessity. 
However, only Darcy Pulliam’s playing as 
the idealistic Lady Windemere is really 
relaxed and consistently believable. 
Lady Wind2™ 2re’s Fan will continue to 
be played in resectory at the Loeb Drama 
Center where 4 professional and semi- 
professional company is gathered until 
August 25th. Also included in the reper- 
tory will be Eugene O’Neill’s Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night and Anouilh’s Dear 
Antoine in its American premiere. 


Less successful is the Tufts Arena 
Theater production of the Wilde classic, 
The Importance of Being Earnest, which I 
saw under less than ideal circumstances 
in its dress rehearsal last week. The play 
is, | think, utterly delightful, replete with 
Wilde wit and social satire and mercifully 
devoid of anybody’s antiquated dirty 
linen. However, most of the cast was suf- 
fering from a dire stomach ailment which 
made them less than perky and there were 
a lot of bugs yet to be ironed out of the 
show before its opening. 

In the first place, I am convinced that 
The Importance of Being Earnest is a 
proscenjum show, and the Tufts Arena 
hasn’t got one. A certain aesthetic dis- 
tance is essential to this kind of intellec- 
tual jousting, and at Tufts one is too close 
to ignore politely the fact that Lane the 
Butler’s wrinkled forehead is the product 
of an eyebrow pencil 
sion necessary to play Wilde successfully. 
The production directed by Peter Arnott 
is often sloppy, lines are fluffed (at least 
they were at the dress rehearsal) and the 
cast, lacking the supercilious self- 
confidence of the Wilde world, resorts to 
driving what should be simply let drop 
with grace and unruffled aplomb. The 
timing is just a little off, and in Wilde 
that can be deadly. If you’re only just a 
little off, you might as well be completely 
off—the result is pretty much the same. 

The players (who looked quite 
professional just last week in “What the 
Butler Saw’) appear to have gotten in 
over their heads this time and are once 
again looking suspiciously studentlike. 

There were moments, however, where 
even the dress rehearsal came to 
life—notably in the famous “tea scene” 
where Gwendolyn and Cecily discover (or 
think they do) that they are sharing a 
fiance. Susan Andre, reportedly suffering 
worse than anybody from the Cambridge 
crud or whatever it is that’s going around, 
certainly didn’t let the ailment get in her 
way. Her timing is perfect and her Gwen- 
dolyn an absolute delight. Would that the 
rest of the cast had played in the same 
manner. 

The play has been running for a week 
now and will run another with perfor- 
mances July 18-21. Hopefully their 
problems will have abated and the 
natural, incomparable sheen of The Im- 
portance of Being Earnest will shine 
through. 


Vanya: Devaluation for Nichols

If only Anton Chekhov, who never did 
convince Stanislavski that his plays were 
not weepy, cricket-laden plaudits to the 
“Slavic soul,” were alive to see the 
brilliant Mike Nichols production of his 
Uncle Vanya, currently playing a limited 
engagement at the new Circle in the 
Square Joseph E. Levine Theatre on 
Broadway. 

Chekhov insisted that his plays, like his 
short stories, were comic and held that 
the audience, upon grasping the utter 
ridiculousness of their situation in Russia 
at the turn of the century, would also 
perceive that it didn’t have to be that 
way. Instead Stanislavski, egomaniacal 
enough in his own right, to contend that 
Chekhov had no idea how his own work 
should be staged, turned the plays into 
heavily atmospheric tragedies—the actors 
wept through them, the audience wept 
through them, and Chekhov refused even- 
tually even to attend. 

Uncle Vanya was first produced in 
1899; the “Theatre of the Absurd” was 
still a long way off. But to those of us who 
have grown up on Samuel Beckett the 
parallels are obvious. You laugh because 
you have to, because you might as well, 
because crying won’t do any good. And 


they are funny in a strange, sad - 


way—these frustrated and frustrating 
Russian do-nothings, so caught up in their 
philosophical justifications of the past 
and hopeful projections into the future 
that they wouldn't recognize the present 


if it stared up from their teacups and 


screamed at them. 
The remarkable thing about the 


delicate art of Chekhov is that he has | 


made these people so real that we react to 
them not as characters etched in black 
and white and moving forward but as the 
complex, terribly lethargic but potential- 
ly creative human beings that they 
become when they walk the stage. They 
are both ridiculous and sublime;their lives 
follow no preordained, steady path 
designated by the plot but veer backward 
and forward from moment to moment, 
eventually going nowhere at all. Which is, 
regrettably, much truer to life. Alas, alas. 

So it‘is not then surprising to find it all 
there in this subtle, spare and marvelous- 
ly wry Uncle Vanya, adroitly cut by 
Albert Todd and Mike Nichols and 
directed by Nichols, acknowledged by 
most as the foremost director of comedy 
in this country. Especially considering the 
cast he has gathered together, a roster 
that reads like it was lifted right out of 
“Who’s Who in the Theatre.” 

George Scott is the perfect Astrov—ab- 
solutely at ease on stage, virile, 
fascinating, world weary. His personal 
appeal is tremendous, his quiet energy 
commanding. Elizabeth Wilson’s Sonia is 
a gem, the most interesting and in- 
telligent Sonia I have ever seen. 


-Everything she does is perfectly un- 


derplayed, even her flights into the 
romantic fantasies of young girlhood (and 
Elizabeth Wilson is no girl.) Her Sonia is 
good and practical rather than (thank 


god) good and sweet. And as Madame 
Voinitskaia, Nichols has cast Cathleen 
Nesbitt, as grand as she is diminutive and 
as lovely today as she appears in 
photographs from 50 years ago when she 
began her distinguished career in the 
theatre. 

Only Julie Christie is a mistake. She is 
terrific looking as Yeliena and I have 
always admired her works in the films. 
But attitudinizing her way through the 
play like a second year acting student, she 
is clearly out of her league here. 

Also somewhat out of his league is Nicol 
Williamson—but way, way out on the 
other side of the park. It would be im- 
possible to describe the power that the 
lanky British actor, renowned for his 
temperament and drive towards perfec- 
tion, wields on a stage. Not even George 
Scott can touch him. He is, I believe, the 
kind of actor who happens once in a 
generation—a genius. His Vanya is a wry 
commentator, a man whose very in- 
telligence is painful to him because he 
knows he has wasted it. His contempt for 
himself takes many forms—anger, self 
abasement, jokes, tyrades, constant 
agitation. His behavior is almost 
frighteningly erratic and yet pitiable. 
Williamson’s wildly agitated playing of 
the 3rd act monologue which leads to his 
foolish attempt to shoot his brother- in- 
law, the Professor, is a-series of split se- 
cond switches from blind rage to acute 
self mockery. It is one of the most brilliant 
pieces of acting that I have ever seen. And 
they say it isn’t an art. 

Its just too bad that Chekhov is dead. 
This sure went a long way towards restor- 
ing my faltering faith in the overwhelming 
potential for magic, for brilliance that ex- 
ists in the Theatre. It ain’t dead yet.

Really the Maid

WHAT THE BUTLER SAW by Joe 
Orton.

What the Butler Saw, which played last 
week at Tufts, would have made the 
society that censured Wilde livid. There is 
no aberration so sacred or so profane that 
it doesn't receive at the very least an 
honorable mention in Joe Orton’s absur- 
dist spoof of psychiatry, sex and modern 
mores. Probably if Sigmund Freud, the 
Marquis de Sade and Aristophanes were 
all locked up in a hotel room in New 
Haven with Neil Simon to write a play, 
the result would be not unlike What the 
Butler Saw. 

The play makes what I think are some 
pretty half-hearted, not very insightful 
drives into the enigmatic, very nebulous 
borderland between madness and sadness 
but adds nothing new to that age old 
quandry. And the Big Pirandellian 
Questions are pretty much lost in the 
classically structured mayhem of implied 
perversion that results when a mousy but 
lascivious analyst tries to cover up the 
attempted seduction of his comely but 
proper voung secretary, bungled by the 
untimely arrival of (you guessed it) THE 
WIFE. 

The situation grows more and more 
complex as new characters wander in, and 
a great deal of onstage time is spent shed- 
ding clothes in order to put on someone 
else's. The idea of sexual idéntity 
becomes so obsessive and so utterly con- 
fused that by the end not even the 
audience looks too sure of itself. My own 
feeling about the play is that it is hilarious 
for a while—the dialogue is wildly enter- 
taining though more blatant than much of 
modern British comedy—but the con- 
volutions grow somewhat tedious before 
the classical, very clever unravelling gets 
under way. 

Director Lester W. Thompson, 
probably a little mad himself, has 


directed the play at such a madcap pace 
that the more than adequate young cast 
probably required adrenalin shots to play 
it night after night. The production is 
perhaps even wilder than the play, a 
rough and tumble slapstick romp with ac- 
tors leaping from rope ladders and 
lurching across the plastic furniture on 


loan from Rapids (who probably had no 
idea what Thompson had in mind for 
their slicky-slick treasures.) Things seems 
occasionally to veer almost out of control 
and I couldn’t understand why, whenever 
there appears nothing better to do, 
Thompson has the actors swilling for no 
reason huge bottles of liquor that we all 


know isn’t liquor (or they'd be dead) like a 
bunch of Skid Row winos. But on the 
whole its well done and the cast performs 
quite professionally and with marvelous, 
unflagging energy. Particularly on the 
mark were Ian Ellinton’s Dr. Prentice, 
Susan Andre’s Geraldine Barclay and 
Christine Healy’s laugh. 


‘Houdini’ Escapes Boredom Easily

Houdini, in Muriel Rukeyser’s play, is 
transformed from master escape artist 


Christopher Walker and Richard Cox in ‘Houdini’ 


into existential hero. His talent at break- 
ing out of cages, chains, coffins becomes a 
compulsion to break out of his life and 
perhaps out of life itself into some sort of 
transcendental reality where freedom is 
absolute and where the meaning of life is 
clearly defined. 


Both acts begin with Houdini proclaim- 
ing that he is perfectly willing to believe. 
What he is willing to believe in changes 
throughout the play. He wants to believe 
in his love for his wife, in his talent, in the 
possibility of real magic, not mere 
manipulation; he wants to believe in 
something essential that will force the 
chaos of life into some intelligible design. 
He sings, “‘Let me see, Let me feel, Let me 
know what is real, Let me believe.”’ And 
that song is both the affirmation of a 
rationalist who has complete faith in his 
own ability to understand and therefore 


‘master life and the anguished cry of a 


mystic who is begging God to show His 
face. 

‘Muriel Rukeyser’s play is lucid ‘and 
intelligent. The chorus, which is a cross 
between Greek and burlesque house, is 
excellent; and the principals (Christopher 
Walken as Houdini, Neva Small as his 
wife Beatrice, Richard Cox as Marco 
Bone, and Anita Morris as Volonty) are 
splendid. The music is delightful, and the 
direction is efficient, thoughtful, and wit- 
ty. 

Houdini, like Dr. Salavy’s Magic 
Theater which last year moved from the 
Lenox Arts Center to New York City, will 
probably reappear later this year 
somewhere on or off Broadway. The show, 
which works its own kind of magic, is 
definitely worth seeing.

Dance: Fonteyn, Worth the Effort?

Late one evening last weekend we were 
sitting around, throwing pieces of chicken 
to Nureyev and Rose, just passing the 
time until the dance concert would begin. 

We had spent a good part of the after- 
noon cramped inside a VW, hauling 
ourselves and our picnic basket to Jacob’s 
Pillow to see Margot Fonteyn dance. 
There was no question that the long drive, 
the sweating, the bugs smashing wetly 
against the windshield, the tolls on the 
Mass Pike, the pain of our seat belts 
(which tighten every few minutes and cut 
off air passages until they’re readjusted) 
— all this would be well worth suffering to 
see Fonteyn dance. 

Anyhow, there we were, perched on the 
bank of a tiny stream that was polluted 
with bouquets of weedy flowers (remnants 
of past performances?) now much past 
their prime and slowly disintegrating in 
the muck. And the dogs, Nureyev and 
Rose, wouldn’t leave us alone. They’d 
arrived at this secluded spot behind the 
Ted Shawn Dance Theater just as we were 
separating cellophane from eggs, 
cellophane from fruit, cellophane from 
chicken. 

My friend Ed was gnawing the meat off 
a chicken leg when he first noticed 

ureyev’s cold nose on his knee. 
“Whatever you do don’t start feeding 
him,” I pleaded as Ed tore some meat off 
the leg and threw it up in the air. Nureyev 
gave a mighty leap toward the flying piece 
of poultry, snapping at it with his teeth. 
He missed the aerial trick, but smacked 
away hungrily enough at the grass and 
chicken when it landed. “Dammit,” I 
complained. ‘Now he’s ours for ever and 
ever.”” Nureyev looked up, drew his 
tongue across his teeth, and sauntered 
toward us again. That’s when Rose made 
her entrance. 

The Roserio Galan Ballet Espanol, 
sharing the billwithFonteyn for the week, 
had been arriving at the back stage door 


throughout our little picnic (which was 
getting smaller and smaller as Ed kept 
tossing chicken away). The Spaniards 
were friendly, nodding toward us as they 
hopped out of their New York license- 
plated station wagon, smiling at us as 
they pulled ruffled and bangled costumes 
out with them. They’d also brought their 
pets along. More dogs. Wonderful, I 
thought, as I threw cherry pits at the 
barking picnic-eaters, fantasizing all the 
while about how the pits would hit their 
targets — dogs’ eyes — perfectly, and how 
I'd have to explain the whole thing to the 
SPCA, and how no one would ever un- 
derstand .. . 

Seeing us surrounded by a pack of dogs, 
and, perhaps, noting my agitated look, 
one of the men of the Spanish company 
offered some advice about his dog. 
“Look,” he called to us. “You try dees. 
You soak thees cheeken in dot wine you 
haf. She like it dot way. Dip in, so!” 

_ As I was about to counter-suggest that 
we soak all the dogs in sulfuric acid, my 


friend Ed obligingly dipped the chicken in 


his paper cup and flung it out toward the 
dancer’s dog. Ed grinned. The Spaniard 
grinned. The dog licked his chops, and I 
started on the plums. Bigger pits. 

When they sun slinked away and the 
flies and mosquitoes came out to sample 
blood, we left. It was only a half hour now 
before the concert would begin, and we 
were sure all the discomfort we’d borne 
that day had not been in vain. After all, 
Fonteyn was dancing. 

I spent that half hour waiting in line for 
the rest room where only one of the two 
johns was working. When it was finally 
My Turn, I became the victim of an over- 
anxious old woman who pounded on the 
door, “You’ve had your turn, young lady. 
Aren’t you finished yet? Will you hurry? 
Will you please get out of there . . . others 
are waiting...” Well, after the drive, the 
dogs, and the line at the john, I still knew 


it would be worth it. Fonteyn was dan- 
cing. 

But when? We knew that she'd not be 
first on the program, but it was kind of 
discouraging to see that her appearance 
was preceeded by not just a couple, but all 
of five pieces by the Ballet Espanol. We 
watched the Spaniards stomp, click heels, 
swing their hips, and make eyes at the 
men in the front row. ‘You afraid offf me, 
yes?”’ Esperana Galan sneered, night-club 
style, at one unseen fellow front left. 
“AH! Dun’t voory. I’m nut a girl!’ She 
paused for the laugh. Nothing happened. 
“Aha!” she cried, ‘“‘Ha!’’ The audience 
giggled nervously. Had they missed a 
joke? Better listen more closely. The jokes 
didn’t improve, but the dancing was en- 
joyable: it’s lively, festive stuff, and color- 
ful. The program description rivalled the 
alternately anguished andecstatic 
dramatics of the dancers. ‘‘Seguiriva,” 
the program notes said, brings us “The 
laments of the cantador...the firey 
castanets...persisant rhythm...fierce 
pitch of total concentration.” All the 
while we’re waiting for Fonteyn. Patient- 
ly. Then, finally, intermission #1 is over 
and the curtain goes up for “In Nightly 


‘ Revels,”” choreographed for Fonteyn by 


Peter Darrell. From the beginning it was 
clear that the success of the piece depend- 
ed heavily on the fact that balletomanes 
need only see Fonteyn walk across the 
stage to go into a happy panic. The piece, 
though much out-classed by its music 
(from Bach’s ‘‘The. Well-Tempered 
Clavier”) would be totally dreary were it 
not for Fonteyn’s absolute control, preci- 
sion and fluidity through the somewhat 
dumb movements Darrell gave her. But 
from the time she appeared onstage garb- 
ed in an Estelle Sommers/Capezio 
special—a cape that looked for all the 
world to be grandmother’s gauzy drapes 
dyed deep blue—to the stagey end, Fon- 
teyn conquered the shabbiness of the 
choreography. 


The four students from the Jacob's 
Pillow school, in pink tights and yellow 
sash suggestive of under-dressed mahara- 
ji, provide sober background for the frothy 
little dance. Harpsichordist Jess Meeker 
could scarcely have been less dreary. But 
two high points (which have little to do 
with the actual choreography) occur at 
the beginning and the end of the piece. 
That's less than one treat per four (or five) 
minutes. The first is enormously sensual, 
if momentary. Fonteyn removes her cape 
(caught smoothly by one of the aforemen- 
tioned pink-panted men), listens 
delightedly to the music before loosening 
her hair, letting it fall as it will for the 
remainder of the dance. But the flowing 
hair only serves to emphasize her 54 years, 
as does the choreography, which 
emphasizes Darrell's determination not to 
let Fonteyn do anything too energetic, too 
taxing to her strength. After a few 
minutes of watching Fonteyn, we hear a 
dull, loud thump, and the back of the 
stage opens to the woods. This is a kinder 
light, and certainly a lovelier frame than 
the stark,. pretentious ballroom at- 
mosphere of the rest of the dance. Fon- 
teyn steps back, back, and finally runs 
out, down a ramp and, it would seem, into 
the woods. 

But the ramp doesn't go into the woods. 
It ends at the little stream full of weedv 
bouquets, all past their prime. 

Was it worth the trip across the Com- 
monwealth in a hot VW, enduring Rose 
and Nureyev’'s gobbling our chicken, and 
kidney fatigue in line for the john, and a 
late night drive back to Boston—to see 
Fonteyn glide through eight or nine 
minutes of uninspired choreography? 
Probably not. But it would have been well 
worth it were the vehicle not a VW, but a 
time machine set back five or ten years, 
and were the fare more satisfying, more 
suitable to Dame Margot's legendary skill 
than the flimsy stuff provided by Peter 
Darrell. . 
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Books: The Dream and the Nightmare 


AMERICANS AND THE 
CALIFORNIA DREAM, by Kevin 
Starr. Oxford Press, 1973. 444 pp. 


$12.50. 

Chances are I’m not the only inveterate 
Easterner who has never been west of the 
New Jersey Turnpike, and who has long 
nursed an alternation of fascination, 
terror and semi-scorn to that apotheosis of 
American dream and cultural fact that is 
California. Americans and the California 
Dream is a whirlwind tour of the expec- 
tations and realities invested in California 
during the time of its greatest and most 
picturesque growth. This was before L.A. 
and Charlie Manson, before so much of 
the country’s population shifted to places 
like Santa Barbara, before Tacos stands 
and the Beach Boys. It was a purer 
California then—but the fantasies of 
Eldorado remain, such that San Fran- 
cisco in 1968 was still receiving a species 
of pioneer in search of her peculiar gold. 

Kevin Starr is a native Californian, and 
his book is the testimony of a love affair 
with the Golden State—and in a sense, 
with that dimension of America that 
found California a second chance at fron- 
tier and at a renewal of idealism. 
Americans and the California Dream is a 
profoundly American, emphatically 
western piece of literature—a rarity, real- 
ly, almost a genre of its own. The energy 
and passion of the style, the generosity of 
description, even the vast scope of the un- 
dertaking reveal as much about the 
California character as does the content 
itself. The book is as indigenous as 
Steinbeck, but sophisticated, 
cosmopolitan, embracing politics, 
religion, history, literature. For all its 
local focus, there is nothing petty about 
it. 

By the early nineteenth century, 
Europe and the American East had 
grasped the mysterious attraction of Alta 
California, sparsely settled by Spanish 
monks, Indians, and Mexicans. Rumors of 
an undiscovered paradise, a new Eden of 
perfect climate, fruits and natural bliss, 
reached adventurers and entrepreneurs, 
Protestant missionaries and disillusioned 
idealists, and pulled them across the 
empty country or, more often, around 
Cape Horn by boat. Starr unravels and 


examines this California myth. Quoting- 


letters, journals, annals, he describes not 
only the dreams, but also the realities of 
these ventures—the incredibly difficult 


journeys, the disappointments that un- 
reasonable expectations inevitably in- 
herit, the growth of prejudice, racism, and 
anti-Catholic sentiment as puritanical 
Easterners discovered Eden to be un- 
moved by the Fall. The book’s chapters 
divide into vignettes (including such 
counter-fables as the tragedy of the 
Donner Party), or mostly, short 
biographies of people whose lives 
dramatized the struggles and reflected 
the ambience of the developing regional 
culture of California: characters like 
William Taylor and Thomas Starr King, 
Richard Henry Dana, Jack London, 
Isadora Duncan, Frank Norris, John 
Muir, Luther Burbank, Gertrude Ather- 
ton, Mary Austin. 

Swept away with powerful emotion and 
the hypnotic act of rapid writing, Starr 
does occasionally slip into an alternately 
poetic and homiletic style. But one 
hesitates to question that poetry—the 
swaying, heavily elegiac, colloquial prose 
rhythms—since it is, in this book, the fit- 
ting form for an original, at times per- 
sonal, endemically American statement. 
And as for the homiletics: there is 
something sermonlike—simple, frankly 
rhetorical, and convincing—about parts 
of this book, and something unabashedly 
Biblical in the metaphors of Promised 
Land, Crossing the Desert, etc. 


A native San Franciscan who has spent 
the last nine years in Cambridge (and at 
Harvard), Starr possesses a deep un- 
derstanding of both cultures. Richard 
Henry Dana (Two Years Before the 
Mast), who in 1834 had to wihdraw from 
Harvard College with poor health and 
“shattered nerves”, shipped to California 
as a private test of strength and courage, 
and returned two years later, “bronzed 
and healthy”, to graduate first in his Har- 
vard class. Dana serves as a symbolic vic- 
tim of the oppressive Boston culture (with 
its “hot house literary solariums’’) who 
goes to California to discover a robust, 
natural life. The constricting Puritanism 
of the East is contrasted with the 
mysticism and naturalism of California, 
and the latter’s problems with anti- 
intellectualism, violence, and dis- 
organization seem ironed out in the end. 

One leaves the book feeling the way one 
has not felt about our country for years — 
one feels pride in the strength and 
simplicity of the American past. Any kind 
of pride is sincerely uplifting after so 


much recent concentration on America’s 
decadence, so much intellectually snob- 
bish preference for Europe and for the 
East, which imitates Europe. And after 
all this, the book still reads like a novel, a 
long, magnanimous, relentlessly energetic 
American novel. Buy it, read it—it will be 
a relief to spend some time on the other 
coast.

BOUGHT AND SOLD by Alberto 
Moravia Farrar, Straus & Giroux. 
1973, $6.95. 


In his collection of short stories, Alberto 
Moravia attempts the most difficult im- 
aginative leap possible for a male writer: 
Each of the stories is written from a 
woman’s point of view. Curiously enough, 
his style seems to be unchanged, the 
situation of his characters seem familiar if 
you've read him before, and the fictions 
themselves are more convincing than 
ever. In short, Moravia is telling the same 
sorts of stories he always tells, but it is as 
if those stories become most. convincing 
when they are told from a woman’s point 
of view. 

It may be a historical fact, or just some 
sort of cultural illusion, but the kind of 
experience Moravia’s stories always evoke 


~seems to be the kind of experience con- 


temporary women are most likely to have. 
Thus it is Moravia’s habitual style of 
writing and construction that makes his 
narrators convincingly female, not the 
concept of the narrator as a woman that 
makes the narrative convincing. This is 
not a criticism of Moravia (unless it is a 
retrospective one), because the female 
narrator seems to be the framing element 
that makes each story whole. Far from 
trying a new angle for the sake of novelty, 
Moravia has found a proper subject for his 
fictions, the contemporary lives of 
women. 

There is the woman who initiates a 
game with her husband in which they 
each point out when the other uses a 
platitude or cliche in conversation. She 
has the upper hand at first, but when her 
husband won’t let the game end, all of her 
pleas and threats spontaneously take the 
form of movie or advertising dialogue or 
outworn colloquialisms. There is the 
woman who begins compensating for her 
husband’s lack of attention by buying 
great amounts of clothing, who ends by 


selling herself to others, turning herself 
into a product. 

Nearly all of Moravia’s women are kept 
from knowing what it is they really want, 
or themselves contrive strategies for 
avoiding the question. The women who 
control their own lives do so at the ex- 
pense of their souls. One lies, cheats, and 
murders her way in and out of “good for- 
tune.’ Another surrenders herself com- 
pletely to the project of making her 
relationsuips with her family and friends 
into perfect “products,” a strategy which 
seems to allow her even to consider her 
own husband's murder when he betrays 
her with another woman. There is another 
who projects her fantasies of debauchery 
onto her imaginary look-alike next door 
neighbor into whose apartment she can 
see clearly. 

Not all of Moravia's narrators are un- 
aware of what happens to them. Many of 
them in fact interpret their lives to the 
reader with acute intelligence. But they - 
seem to be impaled upon that intelligence 
as much as upon their special torment. 
Here may be the key to Moravia's success 
in this book. What always made his 
previous fictions unconvincing was the 
failure of his characters’ intelligence to 
extricate them from their predicaments. 
His women are self-conscious and still 
suffer, because even as narrators, they 
move in a world that is not really their 
own in one sense or another. Consequent- 
ly they have very little “interior” life: 
they mostly describe what happens to 
them. One woman becomes so alienated 
from her own impulses that she ex- 
periences them as the commands of an 
alien inner voice that threatens her with 
death if she does not obey. 


All the pathological cliches occur in 
Moravia’s women, but his fictional world, 
like the one we occupy, does not derive its 
coherence from novelty. Moravia’s 
geography of non-liberation encompasses 
the lives of everyone who appears in these 
stories, not just the women. The impor- 
tant difference is that the men’s failure to 
understand themselves doesn’t matter 
because they are in control of the world. 
The women’s failure of understanding 
doesn’t matter because they aren’t. I 
doubt that this will be a popular’ book, 
but its mixed successes deserve our atten- 
tion.

him in without her trainer’s permission; 
they play it with such ease and familiarity 
that they appear to be completing each 
other’s lines. More is revealed here about 
Tracy and Hepburn than in all of the “‘in- 
timate,” first-naming bestseller Garson 
Kanin wrote about them. 

After Pat and Mike, Hepburn turned 
almost exclusively to dramatic films. (In 
the years with Spencer Tracy, she had 
scored one comic triumph without him, as 
Rosie in The African Queen, opposite 
Humphrey Bogart.) In the fifties and ear- 
ly sixties, she developed her skills as a 
dramatic actress (her most celebrated fif- 
ties vehicles were Summertime, The 
Rainmaker and Suddenly, Last Summer, 
in which she played three varieties of 
American spinsters) and, of course, still 
stood in the first rank of American ac- 
tresses. In The Rainmaker, playing the 
severely underwritten part of Lizzie 
Curry, who “‘won’t get a man the way a 
man is got,” she made herself penny-plain 
or beautiful at a suggestion. (It’s always a 
lot harder to believe Hepburn as a plain 
Jane.) The culmination of this straight 
period in her film career, which she 
supplemented with distinguished stage 
work (notably as Rosalind in As You Like 
It and Shaw’s The Millionairess), was her 
portrayal of Mary Tyrone in Long Day’s 
Journey into Night in 1962. 

Hepburn reached her apex as an actress 
in Sidney Lumet’s film of the Eugene 
O’Neill play. Tackling one of the few 
great roles written for women in the 
American theater, she gave what I believ- 
ed (the first time I saw it, and still believe, 
more than three years later after a second 
viewing) to be the greatest filmed perfor- 
mance ever given by an actress. One vi- 
sion will always haunt me: Mary, the 
hopeless morphine addict whose husband 
and sons stare at her in pity and disgust 
and disbelief, propping up a useless hand 
to straighten the hair she thinks is tumbl- 
ing out of her bun. It seems to me that 
Hepburn made her hair come alive. 
Pauline Kael offered her the highest com- 
pliment I can imagine when, describing 


Hepburn in Journey, Kael said she now 
understood why some actresses are 
referred to as “divine.” 

Hepburn’s film work since Long Day’s 
Journey has been bland and unchalleng- 
ing. There was Guess Who’s Coming to 
Dinner, which doesn’t really merit discus- 
sion. She played Eleanor of Aquitaine in 
The Lion in Winter, but in a strangely 
cowed, past-her-prime fashion that was a 
dead-ended approach to the character 
and a very surprising approach for 
someone as traditionally outspoken as 
Katharine Hepburn. The disastrous 


Madwoman of Chaillot venture followed, 
and then Euripides’ The Trojan Women, 
which contained her most interesting film 
performance (as Hecuba) in a decade but 
still didn’t sound the depths it should 
have. By the end of this year we shall see 
her as Agnes in Tony Richardson’s film of 
A Delicate Balance by Edward Albee. It’s 
impossible to predict how she’ll be, but I 
would suggest that she is still in full 
possession of her talents; she didn’t leave 
them on the set of Journey. I saw her play 
Chanel in the musical Coco on Broadway 
three and a half years ago — a perfor- 


mance that it is now fashionable to make 
jokes about, just as they are made about 
the admittedly vacuous play into which 
she was set. But there was nothing vapid 
about the woman’s acting; she was 
superb. And, at the end of a regretful 
number called “Always Mademoiselle,” 
when she regaled her spirits and reclaim- 
ed her ideals by declaring, ‘One is as one 
does/ And by God it was/ It was as it had 
to be/ It was not too bad to be/ Always 
mademoiselle,” she was, once more, our 
strong, our bonny Kate, lifting us up 
again, speaking for all time. 


Blume

Blume in Love is a confused film about 
a dishonest man, one whose level of self- 
awareness is practically nil, and yet it’s 
uncomfortably realistic enough to give 
one pause. There are, after all, lots of 
Blumes in this world, and director- 
screenwriter Paul Mazursky (Bob and 
Carol and Ted and Alice) has undeniably 
cornered the market on them. Most 


Blumes live in Los Angeles, and. 


Mazursky has cornered the market on 
that, too; he’s got a wonderful grasp of 
what happens when a Blume feels 
pressured enough to try and explore the 
gamier corners of his plasti-groove en- 
vironment, in search of anything from a 
singles’ bar pickup to Zen stew. Some of 
the briefer bits of LA satire are up to the 
best moments of Mazursky’s previous 
opus. 

But Blume’s sentimentality is enough 
to make anyone squeamish — and so, in 
the end, is his attitude towards his wife. 
Nina Blume positively blossoms under 
the influence of Elmo, her new friend, and 
from what we’ve seen she she was a tough 
enough character in the first place to 
know her own mind. In her own humorless 
way she’s in search of self-determination 
and self-improvement, goals which both 
Blume and Mazursky seem to find cute 
but not really all that important. And so, 
in the film’s. most distasteful (and worst 
directed) scene, Blume comes to visit her 
and somehow decides, since she let him 
into the house and is trying to sing a 
mournful version of ‘“You’ve Got a 


Friend,” that his attentions are welcome. 
She tells him, plain as day, that they 
aren’t — and he, unable to conceive of a 
real rejection after months of trying to in- 
gratiate himself, rapes her. But she looks 
like she’s enjoying it after a while, so we 
can only assume that Blume’s animal in- 
stincts were valid, that she did want him 
after all, that all she needed was a little 
convincing. As further proof of the general 
duplicity of womankind, Mazursky even 
has post-orgasmic Nina start weeping 
when Elmo burst upon the scene, wailing 
piteously that “he raped me!”’ But she’s 
delighted when that one night of passion 
blossoms into pregnancy, and — you 
guessed it — a baby was all they really 
needed to bring them back together. 

Mazursky’s direction, which involves a. 
long parade of two-shots and closeups of 
things like raisin bread, suffers from a 
great deal of ambivalence towards his’ 
characters. Perhaps that’s what he in- 
tended; after all, they’re certainly con- 
fused enough about each other to render 
his direction in keeping with the film’s 
overriding vagueness. But Mazursky real- 
ly does seem torn between comic detach- 
ment from his characters’ environment 
and compassion for Blume and his self- 
made misery. Perhaps Mazursky is a 
closet Blume himself; indeed, he’d almost 
have to be in order to make a film that’s 
so realistic in its ambiguities. But while 
Mazursky’s apparent intimacy with the 
emotional core of his material may make 
the film even more immediate to Blumes 
in the audience, it also serves the negative 
purpose of further distancing non-Blumes 
from the whole neurotic milieu. 

As for bright spots on this peculiarly 
muddied horizon, there are two fine per- 


formances here — Ms. Anspach makes 
Nina the film’s most enigmatic, in- 
teresting character (despite the script’s 
circumscription of her role}, and 
Kristofferson again proves that he acts 
better than he sings. He’s a perfect Elmo, 
relaxed by temperament but casually 
sexy enough to keep Blume terrified much 
of the time. And most of the film’s 
genuinely funny moments revolve around 
him, like the scene where Blume, lurking 
in the parking lot where Nina leaves her 
car each day (it’s a Volkswagon; she’s a 
social worker), tries to give her a letter 
he’s written (“science fiction,” she later 
proclaims). She’s furious to see him and 
storms off, leaving a grinning Elmo to 
remark that “lotta emotion, gets kinda 
weird.” “‘You’re some cute guy,” Blume 
snarls — and Elmo, who always seems to 
maintain the upper hand, replies ‘You 
ain’t no day at the beach.” Typical of the 
film’s basically masculine stance, this in- 
terchange in enough to cement a certain 
buddydom between the two men, and off 
they go — in Nina’s car — to get stoned. 
Lest any non-Blumes be misled by the 
above dialogue into thinking the picture’s 
got enough wit on its side to keep it afloat 
on the Sea of Heartbreak, witness the 
following, and be convinced: 
Blume and Nina, in the darkness, at her 
house. 
He: You’re remarkable. 
She: No I’m not. 
He: Where are we? 
She: Nowhere. 
He: Not even in Limbo? 
She: We're where we are. 
Ah, well. Maybe LA really is, as 
Mazursky has one of his walk-ons remark, 
the center of the Universe.
